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PREFACE. 



Lieutenant Colonel Dixon, in his treatise entitled ^^ Sketch of 
Mairwarah/' has given an account of that country, and has described the 
various works of irrigation which were constructed, both there and in 
Ajmeer, for the purpose of facilitating agricultural operations, and guarding 
against the calamities of drought and £Eiinine. The narrative contained in that 
volume is brought down to the commencement of 1848. 

The official documents which are now printed, contain a review of the 
Survey and Settlement ofthe Land Revenue, both in Ajmeer and Mairwarah, 
and of the means thus employed to give security to the tenures of landed 
property. The fiscal history likewise of both districts, down to the com- 
mencement of A. D. 1853, is added, in order to show the effects of the 
Settlement during the few first years of its currency. 

The object of this publication is to facilitate the future management of 
these districts, by rendering easily accessible the details of the measures 
adopted during the most critical part of their history. The numerous works 
of irrigation had already imparted a value to land hitherto unknown, and it 
became necessary for the full development of the benefits thence anti- 
cipated, judicially to determine in whom the proprietary right of the land

vested^ and on what conditions it should be enjoyed. It also became 
necessary to limit the demand of the Government upon the land for the 
period of twenty years. The present volume will show how, and with what 
degree of success, these objects have been accomplished. 

The details will not be interesting to the general reader, but they will 
be most valuable to all who are concerned in the administration of the dis* 
tricts treated of. They will also prove of use as showing how the Mouza- 
war System of Land Revenue Administration, which prevails in the North 
Western Provinces of the Bengal Presidency, can be introduced into a wild 
country like Mairwarah, where no fixed system has hitherto existed.

2. The Land Revenue in the Khalsah villages is at present collected 
kham, i. e.j from each individual cultivator in proportion to the extent of his 
cultivation on the produce of his field in the year. The payments are in 
money, and consist partly of fixed rates on the fields (zubtee), and partly of 
commutations for a fixed portion of the crop, or determined by estimate 
(kun). The three tables annexed show the rates in each village. They are 
not uniform. There are no less than six rates, where a share of the crop is 
ist or Urgcst share taken, • • | = tIA *3»ken by estimate.

3. It win be observed that i is only demanded from certiun classes 
whose lands are in AiU cultivation^ and who have no claim to any particular 
favor. If the rate upon them be reduced to ^^ as proposed in your letter 
of 12th October, the whole scale must undergo a reduction, in order to keep 
it in accordance with the feelings and expectations of the people ; and this 
will occasion a considerable sacrifice of revenue without any apparent object. 
There is good reason to believe, that the rates in Ajmeer are by no means 
higher than in any of the Rajpoot States, while much greater efforts are 
now being made by Major Dixon to supply the people with the means of 
irrigation, and to add to their prosperity, than have been elsewhere 
attempted. 

4. The Lieutenant Governor is therefore decidedly of opinion, that so 
long as the kham system of management is maintained, there should be no 
alteration in the scale of rates. 

5. His Honor's opinion, however, of the expediency of returning as 
soon as possible to the system of village settlements, has obtained the strong- 
est confirmation since his visit to the district. Mr. Edmonstone's settle- 
ment failed partly no doubt from a succession of bad seasons, and defective 
appliances for lessening their evils by artificial irrigation. But the failure 
was also owing to the want of some definite rule for fixing the rights of 
each member of the community, and from a supposition that when once the 
demand had been fixed at a moderate amount, the people might be left to 
themselves without any further superintendenoe by the Collector, than con* 
fiisted in enforcing payment of the demand. 

6. There is now every facility for the formation of village settlements 
in Ajmeer. The biswahdars have heritable and transferable rights in 
known portions of land ; they fully recognize the principle of joint respon- 
sibility ; and their land, from the excellent means of irrigation which they 
now possess, has a higher and more uniform value than was formerly the 
case. 

7. The present system of kham management is open to many objections. 
It is impossible but that in estimating the crops, previous to fixing the value 
of the Government share, there should be much opening to fraud, peculation 
and oppression. Major Dixon, from his knowledge of the country, of the 
people, and of the agents through whom he acts, is able by unwearied industry 
and activity to reduce these evils to the lowest amount ; and to carry on the

system with advantage to the Government and the least possible evil to the 
people. But a mode of administration which depends upon the experience 
and ener^es of one man, is not fitted for general adoption. The S3rstem of 
village settlements is not only less laborious and less expensive than the kham 
management, but it rests on sounder principles, and is calculated to give a 
higher and more permanent value to landed property. It would be better now 
to introduce this system under Major Dixon^s superintendence, and to take 
advantage of his superior attainments to give it a good beginning, and put it 
in such train, as may enable otherd to carry it on without much difficulty. 

8. It may be true that Major Dixon may realise under kham manage- 
ment a larger revenue than in any other mode ; but even when tried by 
this test the advantage may be less than is at first supposed. The stimulus 
to improved and increased cultivation is less under kham management than 
during the currency of long leases. In the latter case the full advantage of 
an unusually good season may be lost to the Government, but also the 
loss from a slightly unfavorable season may be less. Supposing the adminis- 
tration to be always equally efficient, the average receipts by Government 
in a course of years may be little less on the latter than on the former system, 
whilst the advantage to the people from long leases cannot fail to be very great. 

9. So much has lately been done to methodize and explain the mode 
of forming village settlements, that Major Dixon will have no difficulty in 
giving eflfect to them. He is prepared to commence with those villages 
which are in a state best fitted to take advantage of the benefits that are 
likely to follow, and it may safely be left to him to carry out the measure, 
according to his discretion. 

10. A revenue survey of both Ajmeer and Mairwarah would be of 
the greatest benefit, and the lieutenant Governor has strong hopes of being 
soon able to organise such a survey. But in the mean time the settlement 
of the Khalsah villages need not be delayed. The steps to be pursued, and 
the several cautions which seem to be most requisite in the district of 
Ajmeer, are detailed in the accompanying memorandum. 

11. The Lieutenant Governor has been glad to find, that the state of the 
istumrardars in Ajmeer has been lately so much improved. He is disposed 
to attribute the increase of cultivation, and the more easy circumstances in 
which they are placed, more to the spirit infused into them by Major Dixon's 
example, exhortations and considerate demeanor, than to any other cause.

It is most desirable that this course of conduct be encouraged and supported 
to the utmost^ It is impossible but that his exertions to save some of the 
istumrardars from the embarrassments into which they have been plunged 
by their own improvidence, or the dishonesty of their advisers, should raise 
up opposition to his measures. All real complaints made by respectable persons 
should be immediately investigated, but groundless opposition should not be 
encouraged. 

12. The Superintendent, as guardian on the part of Government of the 
interests of all minors, possesses a fine opportunity for conferring substantial 
benefits on such as may come under his guardianship. So long as the family 
are ready to perform their duty toward the minor, by carefully adminis- 
tering the estates, and bringing him up in a suitable manner, it is by no means 
desirable that the Superintendent should interfere. But he should consider 
it his duty to satisfy himself that this is the case, and he should be prepared 
to provide a remedy, when the necessity may be clear. The Lieutenant 
Governor has been glad to find that the interests of the young Rajah of 
Shahpoorah are well guarded by his family during the minority, and hopes 
that the Superintendent will continue to encourage the manager of that estate, 
to persevere in the course of improvement in which he is now engaged.

2. The list of all the mouzahs, Ehalsah, Istumrardar and Jageerdar, 
Para.7« ^^^ easily be formed. 

3. The adjudication and demarcation of boundaries should then be com- 

pletedy and outline sketches of the boundaries of each village should 
Para. 15. * be formcd and verified and recorded. N. B. — The points where

three boundary lines meet should be prominently marked. 

4. Measures should be taken for the immediate formation of a body of 

skilful Native Ameens, qualified to form khusrahs and shujrahs« 

Two instructors will be sent over from Agra to assist in this 

work, but it is believed that some of the Superintendent's establishment have 

a knowledge of the system, which can be improved by means of the several 

treatises on the subject, which have lately been published. 

5. As soon as competent Ameens can be procured, they should be de- 
puted to make khusrah measurements and shujrahs of the villages now ready 
for Settlement.* They should only measure the cultivated and culturabld 
land. The barren waste land need not be measured, but the village boun- 
dary should be sketched in by the eye, so as to show its general form and 
extent. The cultivated lands should be measured field by field, care being 

taken to explain and define what is meant bv a field. The cul-

turable land should be measured in convenient parcels. The 
best practicable definition should be given of the nature of the culturabld 
land thus to be measured.

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6. The khosrahs and shujrahs must be carefally tested in all res-

7. The scientific survey, as soon as it can be given, should be carried 
over the whole district, istumrardar and jagheer, as well as khalsah, and 

Paras. 27 and will show the village boundaries and the total cultivated and cul- 
ni hf' ^' turable area, as well as the geographical features. 

8. If the khusrah survey is made before the scientific one, the khus- 
rahs and shujrahs should be made over to the Surveyor, that he may ex- 
amine them and compare them with his scientific Maps. 

9. The professional survey need not perhaps be extended over the 
jagheer of Shahpoorah, unless the Rajah wishes it. It is not improbable he 
may do so, if the advantage to himself is made apparent to him. In that 
event the Government will bear the expense of the scientific survey, but 
any khusrah survey, which he or the istumrardars may desire, must be 
made at their own expense. 

10. It will be necessary to take every precaution to prevent miscon- 
duct on the part of the European and Native surveyors. If the 

34—37. survey be discredited at first by their mal-practices, strong preju- 
dices will naturally be entertained against survey in general 

11. Moderation in fixing the jumma will be very necessary. The 
Pant. present season promises to be a good one, and it is always dan- 

^""*** gerous to form a settlement after a good year. The jumma should 
be fixed with reference to average seasons and should not exceed fds of the pro- 
bable average rental of the estates during the period of settle- 
ment. The punctual realization of a jumma fi*om the whole khal- 
sah villages equal to Mr. Edmonstone's assessment, and yielding over and 
above that amount a moderate profit (say 10 per cent.) on the money invest* 
ed in tanks and reservoirs, is a fair object to keep in view. 

12. The settlement should be for a long period, 20 or 30 years. 

13. The success of the settlement will depend mainly on the accuracy 
of the record which may be formed of the holdings and rights of the several 
proprietors. They all have a property in the soil, and consider themselves 
jointly responsible to the Government for the sum assessed on the whole 
village, but it will be necessary to lay down with precision the questions of 

village administration, which aflfect their rights. The points 

which most require to be provided for are the following :

Ist. The power of the potaik, andputTrarrees^and village representatives 
(lumberdars), how appointed, how removed, how remunerated. 

2nd. The right to take up culturable waste land. Whether such land is to 
be divided; if so, according to what law, and when; if not, who is to possess it, 
or how any one is to acquire the right of cultivating it. 

Brd. The village kheumt to be accurately formed, how long to last, Kable 
to what modifications, how the demand is to be enforced from a refractory or 
insolvent proprietor. If liable to alteration, on what principle, or by what 
rule it is to be revised. 

Ath. The village expenses (mulbah) how to be audited, what items to be 
admitted. What items are to be credited and debited to the mulbah fund. 

hth. The repair of tanks and embankments, by whom to be made, and 
in what proportions, and how the advantages from them are to be shared. 
N. B. It would be well to reserve to the Government the function of deter- 
mining what repairs are necessary, and at what cost, the community only 
determining how the cost is to be made good. 

14. Supposing all this to have been well arranged, and the assessment to 
have been equitably fixed, it will still be necessary that a vigilant superinten- 
dence be exercised over the village for some time. It will be necessary not only 
that the law should be laid down, which is to regulate the rights of the pro- 
prietors, but also that they should learn how to apply and enforce that law. 
Their exertions must still be encouraged, and they must be taught how they 
may not only support themselves, but even rise to affluence under the new 
regime. All the experience and influence of the present Superintendent, Major 
Dixon, will be needed to teach them these lessons : but if the lessons be once 
well learned under his teaching, it is not likely that they will be forgotten, 
or that they will cease to yield all the benefits that may be fairly anticipated 
from them.

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REPORT ON SURVEY' 



Extract of a Beportfrom Copt. H. L. ThuiUier^ Offg. Deputy Surveyor General^ 

dated the 12th of February 1849, No. 12. 

I have the honor to submit for the information of the Hon'ble 
the Lieutenant Governor, N. W. P., the report exhibitino^ the results 
of the professional survey proceedings, carried on by Lieut. D. C. 
Vanrenen, of the Artillery, Revenue Surveyor in the districts of Ajmeer and 
Mairwarah, agreeably to the Resolution by His Honor in the Revenue Depart- 
ment, dated the 30th June 1847, No. 28L1. 

2. Lieut. D. C. Vanrenen was transferred from the Cis-Sutledge Survey, 
and entrusted with the formatiOTi of a complete double Establishment, with . 
Lieut F. J. Burgess, of the 74th Regiment Native Infantry, aa an Assistant. 
This party chiefly was equipped from the .resources in the Bengal surveys, 
took the field about the 23rd October 1847, and carried on the survey opera- 
tions until the end of April 1848, when the establishment retired for the 
recess to Ajmeer. 

3. A grand area has been effected of 2661^ square miles, comprising 
19 Pergunnahs and 591 Villages of the two Districts of Ajmeer and Mair- 
warah ; the latter in consequence of its hilly and jungly nature could not 

be surveyed in the ordinary way. The six Pergunnahs noted in 
* 2! s^h. ^^^ margin* therefore have been laid down trigonometrically. The 

4. Bbiiun^"^ jungle along the Marwar frontier over a length of above 80 

5. Todgurh. miles being extremely dense, and the villages being from three to 

six miles distant ft^m the exterior boundary, and there being no 
liaiid to cultivate intermediately, a mouzahwar sub-division was found to 
be impracticable. The Pergunnah boundaries, together with the usual geogra- 
phical details, perfecting a faithful delineation of the country, have been 
thus surveyed, amounting to 377 square miles. Of the above area, the Mair- 
warah district comprehends 602^ square miles, and that of Ajmeer 2059 
square miles, as shown in the following Table :

,^' Of the gross amount Ks. 41,623-3-11, Rs. 5,243-15-7 were expended before 
^'one square acre had been surveyed, and of the balance, about Rs. 4,000, 
*' may fairly be deducted for the costs of the triangulation of Ajmeer, and 
''a portion of Mairwarah, by Lieutenant Burgess, who was exclusively set 
'* aside for that duty, with Mr. Sanderson to aid him during two months of 1848." 
" The only serious obstacle which for a time retarded the progress of the 
^survey, was met with in Pergunnah Mussodah, arising from a boundary 
"dispute between that Pergunnah and the Oodeypoor Territory." 

5. The average cost per square mile is satisfactory, and below that 
of the Trans-Sutledge survey, and bears a very fair comparison with the 
general averages on the old North AVestern surveys, the large tracts of 
hills and jimgle being favorable for this calculation. The circumstances 
under which Lieut. Vanrenen organized a new establishment, accomplished 
the survey of the two . districts in question, furnished and lodged the maps 
and calculations, and repaired to a new scene of operations in Dehlie and 
Rohilcund districts, in accordance with the resolution of His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor, in the Revenue Department, under date the 11th May 
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1848, evinces great energy and zeal on his part^ and is highly creditable to 
his professional character. 

6. The extent of Pergunnah and Village Plans prepared and famished 
to this office, and to the Superintendent of Ajmeer, amounts to an Index 
Map on the scale of 4 miles = 1 inch, 19 Pergunnah Maps on scale of 1 
mile = to 1 inch, 581 Village Maps varying from 20 to 80 chains = to 1 inch in 
duplicate. Lieutenant Vanrenen states, that a comparison between the 
professional and Native Maps was made by him, and where discrepancies of 
boundary existed, a re-survey was invariably directed. All the professional 
and hudbust Maps underwent a thorough comparison, and as many of the 
khusrah as were ready at the time of the Survey Establishment leaving the 
district.

Extract paras. 5 and S of a letter from Ideutenant Colonel C. 6. Dixon^ 
Superintendent of Ajmeer and Mairwarah^ dated the 11 th April 1849, No. 
121, to the address of the Officiating Secretary to the Government of the 
North Western Provinces. 

Para. 5. It has been said that, by the close of Jane we shall be in 
a position to enter on the settlement of the Ajmeer district, and in Novem- 
ber to commence on that of Mairwarah. Had not insuperable difficulties su- 
pervened, our course would have been free of ambiguity, and the settle- 
ment would have been entered on as measures were matured. Our after- 
proceedings unfortunately have now become a question of doubt. It is 
within the knowledge of His Honor the Lieutenant Governor that this sec- 
tion of the country is now suffering from the effects of drought, more 
severe indeed than that of 1832-33. With exception to a few well bullocks 
in each village, the districts are wholly denuded of cattle, which have 
been driven to distant countries possessing forage. It is affirmed that 
large portions of the herds have already died, from the fodder and water 
not agreeing with them. Such cattle as survive till the commencement of 
the rains cannot arrive at their respective villages under five or six weeks 
after the commencement of the rains ; for until new grass is produced, no 
step can be taken homewards. If this deduction be true, we shall lose the 
first and best month of the rains, so far as refers to the early operations of 
agriculture. The cattle that still remain in the district are so impoverish- 
ed from want of fodder, that their number in all probability will be farther 
diminished before the ploughing season commences. The drought is by 
no means partial Westwards from Marwar we can look for no aid in the 
replenishment of our cattle. To the eastward, to the distance of 120 
miles, things are little better than they are here. Allowing therefore that 
tuccavee advances be granted from the Government, and assistance be 
given by the borehs, there is no promise of means offering for renewing 
our cattle until the first half of the rsuny season is over. It is the ab- 
sence of agricultural means which will paralyze our energies. 

6 
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6. Under these inauspicious circumstances the question is, are we 
to proceed at once to enter on the settlement? or, are we to await the re- 
turn of comparative prosperity? It is a fact, I apprehend beyond dispute, that 
it will take two, if not three good seasons, to enable the agricultural class 
to recover their losses caused by the present drought, and to place them in 
the same prosperous condition they were in during June last. The settle- 
ment is less likely to prove palatable to the people, immediately on emerg- 
ing from the impoverishment inseparable £rom drought. As £eur as my own 
reputation is concerned, I should be ambitious of entering on a long lease 
with, at the least, a reasonable promise of our career being run clear of 
obstacles or impediments. It is still within the range of possibility, that the 
inconveniences adverted to may be so much diminished as to warrant our 
carrying out our first intentions ; early and continued rains in June would 
allow of the return of the cattle in due time for the khurreef sowings, while 
opportunity would further be offered for the arrival of fresh bullocks to re- 
place casualties. Viewing the subject in every lights I am inclined to 
the opinion that our ulterior proceedings should be regulated by cir- 
cumstances. Should events favor the measure, the settlement of Ajmeer 
might be made to commence with the ensuing khurreef, a partial remission 
during the next two or three years being accorded to meet the reduced 
means of the people. The settlement of Mairwarah might be entered into^ 
and completed by June 1850* We have plenly of work in hand to ^ve us 
employment for the present In the mean time I have to solicit the favor 
of your intimating to me the sentiments of His Honor as to our onward 
progress.

ORDERS REGARDING SETTLEMENT. 



Extract paras. 2 and ^ of a Utter from the Officiating Secretary to the Govern^ 
ment of the North Western ProvinceSy to the Superintendent of Ajmeer 
and Mairtcarahy dated the 27th of April 1849. 

Para. 2. As regards the assessment of Ajmeer, you are aware that 
the Lieutenant Governor looks to no increase of the rent-roll. He is only 
desirous that the jumma of the last settlement be upheld, and such addition 
made to it as will replace the balances and yield a fedr net return (say 5 or 6 
per cent.) on the capital expended on the talaos. Special causes may re- 
quire deviations from this rule, and they may be separately stated and or- 
ders solicited. As the jumma will not depend entirely on the present assets, 
it may be sufficient to determine the amount, and to leave it to the option 
of the commumty to terminate the kham management, and assume the direc- 
tion of their own affiairs whenever they feel disposed. 

3. As regards Mairwarah, the Lieutenant Governor has no desire to 
embarrass you by any instructions. That district has been raised to its 
present state so entirely by your exertions and arrangements; that you are 
the best judge as to what should be done*

I have the honor to submit for the information of the Hon'ble 
the Lieutenant Governor, North Western Provinces, a Comparative State- 
ment of the Revenue of the Ehalsa villages of Ajmeer during the Fuslee 
year 1256, or a. d. 1848-49, as contrasted with the Decennial Settlement 
in Fuslee 1243, or a. d. 1835-36, and with kham collections during Fuslee 
1255 or A. D- 1847-48. 

2* It is an unusual circumstance for me to appear before the Govern- 
ment with a revenue return showing a decrease in the receipts of previous 
years. During the eight years that I have had charge of the Ajmeer district 
several of the seasons have been extremely inauspicious. We have from 
time to time suffered from frost, locusts, partial drought and mildew, yet 
notwithstanding these visitations the out-turn of the year has always 
proved comparatively favorable. This successful issue may be attributed 
to the circumstance of some places having been more fortunate than 
others in receiving more rain, or in escaping injury from agricultural 
vicissitudes, whereby the excess of produce more than counterbalanced 
the loss sustained at other places. During the past year 1848-49, our usual 
recourse to favored spots to recompense us for the loss of others, has 

c 1 
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been denied us. Drought in its severest form has spread over all the per- 
gunnahs. Out of about one thousand talaos in Mairwarah and Ajmeer^ only 
one, the Jugpoora talao, adjoining the Cantonment of Nusseerabad, had the 
benefit of a smart shower. Our agricultural labors have therefore been 
restricted to well land and the bed of the tulaos ; for no baranee or unirrigated 
crop was produced. I have been a careful observer of the seasons during 
the last thirty years in Rajpootana, and though that of 1833-34 was consi- 
dered extremely calamitous, it has been wholly eclipsed in severity by the 
last year ; for on the former occasion, some few showers did fall, which in a 
measure produced forage for the cattle. Under these untoward influences,, 
there is a very considerable decrease in the revenue returns as compared 
with the jumma of the preceding year. Nor has the loss accrued solely to 
us. The cultivators have suffered far more widely : for to the loss of their 
crops is to be superadded that of three-fifths of their cattle. It is true, 
cows, buffaloes and all the bullocks beyond those required for well irrigation, 
were taken into Meywar and Malwa, where forage was more plentiftil. Yet, 
but a small portion returned to the places from which they went. In res- 
pect to the cultivators, few left the district, beyond the families necessary 
to tend the cattle. Through the agency of wells and tulaos, every village 
had its limited cultivation. A portion of the inhabitants was, by these 
means, supplied with a subsistence ; while the remainder was found in food by 
their borehs. The agricultural improvements which have been made during 
the last nine years by the construction of tulaos, and in the augmentation 
of wells^ have materially tended to diminish the severity of drought, and 
hasten a return to prosperity; for our reservoirs are ready to recieive 
and husband up for future use all the rain water which would otherwise 
pass out of the country. It is this improved condition of things which 
induced the borehs to subsist their assamees at a considerable outlay, in 
order to avail themselves of their services to till the soil on a return of more 
favorable times, rather than to allow them to quit the district when the 
recovery of their balances would be extremely problematical. The borehs 
have thus suffered a partial loss to secure a permanent gain. The benefit 
of this arrangement is participated in by us ; for by having the majority 
of the cultivators on the spot, no delay ensues in immediately taking advai^^ 
tage of returning prosperity. 

3, On referring to the enclosed statement it will be observed, that the 
return of revenue from all sources during 1848-49 amounts to Rs. 3,46,676-3-9, 
being a decrease on the preceding year of Rs. 59,297-5-4. It will be 

satisfactory to compare the jumma of 1848-49 with that of 1842*43, the first

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year a comparative statemeut similar to that now forwarded was submitted.

Notwithstanding the great deficit of last year, it is a matter of some consoIa« 
tion to find that the total land revenue of 1848-49 is a trifle beyond that of 
1842-43 ; while in contrasting the grand totals of each year, it is shewn that 
we have a balance of nearly Rs. 40,000 in our favor. Ajmeer, therefore, during 
a season of extreme calamity, has yielded the knd revenue it gave during 
a comparatively favorable season, before the increase consequent on agri* 
cultural improvements was developed ; while including all items of mcome, 
we have a preponderating balance in our favor. 

4. It may not be out of place to compare the income of last year with 
that of 1833-34, a season of drought. The accounts stand as follows :

Thus, whether viewing the subject in reference to the results of a previous 
year of drought, or as contrasted with the year 1842-43, the issue is alike 
satisfactory. 

5. Great pains have been taken for some years past to improve the 
condition of the istumrardars, all of whom were deeply involved in debt. As 
time and opportunity offered, their monetary affairs came under considera- 
tion. The usual course observed was to farm out the estate to sahookars 
for such a period of years as would free the landholders from all pecuniary 
embarrassment ; the thakoor receiving an equitable maintenance allowance 
in money or in land. Much care was taken in the selection of the farmer ; 
for by his engagement he was required to improve the resources of the 
estate. The istumrardar on his part promised to contract no new liabilities 
until, through the annual towfeer the estate should be free from incumbrance. 
By this arrangement the management of a large portion of the istumrar 
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estates devolved on the sahookars. The advantages accruing from this 
plan have been made palpably manifest during the past calamitous year. 
Our kists have been paid up with punctuality^ while the mass of the unem- 
ployed cultivators has been subsisted by the farmer. Thus these estates 
were in a position to resume their agricultural labors at once on the return 
of auspicious times. On no occasion has it come to my knowledge that a 
single individual died for want of food. In Ajmeer, the higher classes 
subscribed very largely for the support of the old and infirm^ while several 
thousand hands were employed by public spirited citizens, in building 
bathing ghauts at the Ajmeer lake ; a separate report of which good works 
shall be forwarded for the information of His Honor on the completion of 
the contemplated improvements. We have thus surmounted the protracted 
difficulties inseparable from a season of severe drought, without requiring 
aid from the Treasury, or without calling for the necessity for carrying on 
extensive public works. The reason of this immunity of assistance is alone 
referrible to the increased means and capabilities of the district through the 
agency of works of irrigation. * The Government, with a liberality which 
cannot be sufficiently commended, set the example of constructing talaos 
on the khaJsah lands. The plan has been extensively adopted by the 
istumrardars and jageerdars, whereby the value of landed property has 
been much enhanced. It has, on former occasions been shown that our 
talaos are the foundation of our prosperity during favourable seasons. It 
is therefore a source of much satisfaction to find, that they have been 
proved to be our stand-by and security during a time of unexampled 
distress, 

I am happy to say the prospects of the present season are, on the. 
whole, fevorable. Want of agricultural cattle is the great difficulty with 
which we have had to cope, and hence the cultivation is less than it 
otherwise would have been with ampler means at hand. It is, however, 
probable that by the close of the rubbee, the cattle will have been 
replenished, and that no trace of drought will remain.

I have the honor to forward for the information and orders of 
the Hon'ble the Lieutenant Governor, North Western Provinces, a detail of 
the particulars, as far as present arrangements admit, connected with the 
Revenue Settlement of the Ajmeer Ehalsa possessions. The Officiating Deputy 
Collector who accompanied me in my tour through the District of Mairwarah, 
was detached to the Ajmeer District immediately on the completion of 
the Revenue Settlement of the former District, for the purpose of commencing 
on the assameewar khewut arrangements of the Ramsur Pergunnah. This 
duty was entered upon on the 1st instant, and on its termination, the Pergun- 
nahs of Rajgurh and Ajmeer will be successively taken in hand. 

2nd. Your letter No. 35A^ under date 29th December 1846, intimated 
that His Honor entertained a preference for a fixed Revenue Settlement 
of the Ajmeer Ehaba towns and villages, over the kham management system 
which then obtained, and orders were accordingly given for the unimpeded 
progress of the survey of the District, by a full and complete demarcation 
of all the village boundaries, and by the preparation of sketch maps denoting

the confines of each mouzah. The resolution of the Government, No. 8112, 
dated 30th June 1847, embodied the orders for the formation of a survey 
party for the professional survey of Ajmeer and Mairwarah under Lieut. 
D. C. Vanrenen; the khusreh survey being conducted by the Superintendent. 
3rd. On the receipt of the orders conveyed in your despatch of the 
29th December 1846, innnediate steps were taken for defining the village 
boundaries. Although a large number of boundary disputes had from time 
to time been determined by the local authorities, still the caaes settled bore a 
very small proportion to those which remained unadjusted. The external 
limits of no single village had been defined. Again in some instances where 
an adjustment had been eflfected, owing to the careless manner in which 
the work had been performed, by the omission of all particulars of the line 
determined and the absence of boundary pillars, the cases had to be gone 
through afresh. Generally speaking it may be observed that the district, with 
a few exceptions, was undefined, in respect to its internal and external 
boundaries. Here then was an amount of work, to be performed within a 
limited time, ahnost appalling to view. But the measure admitted of no 
delay, and plans were matured for bringing the duty to a close with all 
practicable expedition. To the Senior Sudder Ameen was confided the task 
of determining the limits of the villages in the pergunnahs of Kekree, Bughera, 
and Sawur. The duty was one of considerable extent and was involved 
in some difficulty, inasmuch as these pergunnahs were bordered by the 
principalities of Jaypoor, Meywar, Shahpoora, and Kishengurh. Seventy-five 
towns and villages were marked off by this officer, who performed the duty 
assigned to him in such a satisfactory manner as to reconcile all the parties to 
the adjudications made by the respective punchayuts. As far as respects 
the frontier line, this favorable result is traceable to the employment of respect- 
able and sensible persons on the part of the neighbouring allied States. It is 
fortunate such was the case, for Lieutenant Vanrenen selected these 
pergunnahs the site for a commencement of his operations. 

4th. The defining the village boundaries of the Pergunnahs of Bhinae, 
Mussooda and Khurwa, embracing 136 mouzahs, was entrusted to the Junior 
Sudder Ameen. This duty was discharged in the same satisfactory manner 
as characterized the proceedings of the Senior Sudder Ameen. The decisions 
of the various punchayuts were approved, and respected by the several 

4 
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parties. This remark, however, only refers to internal demarcation. On 
the Mey war firontier, which borders with the pergunnahs of Mussooda and 
Bhinae, the same good fortune did not await his labors. For the settlement 
of the border line between Mey war and ourselves, an oflScer was detached 
by the Durbar of Oudeypoor, named Mokhun Singh. He did not wait on 
me until October 1847, when the greater portion of our labors had been 
completed, and when the surveyor was commencing operations. Although 
requested to proceed to the frontier and co-operate in the business in hand 
with the Junior Sudder Ameen, he delayed several months in reaching his 
post, when he intimated the purport of his orders, which he affirmed 
were to settle the claims of his state to some villages in the Ajmeer 
District, and not to mark oflF the frontier. The subject at length was 
referred to the Government, N. W. P., and it was only in June 
1849, when, under the orders of the Government of India, the 
Minister of Oudeypoor waited on the Agent of the Governor General 
for Rajpootana, that the frontier was defined. As the proceedings of the 
case have been laid before the Government, it will be sufficient to observe 
that the question was adjudicated by assessors taken from the border 
villages in the ordinary manner adopted on such occasions, and that the hill 
of Reechmal, seized on and garrisoned by Meywar, was declared to belong 
to Ajmeer, the line of demarcation determined on, closely corresponding 
with that pointed out by the Superintendent as being the true boundary. 
As the falsehood and imposition of Mokhun Singh had become palpable 
to the Maharana and his Minister, he was imprisoned, fined 5,000 rupees, 
and dismissed from his master's service. 

5th. The duty imposed on my late Assistant, Mr. E. L. Brandreth, was 
necessarily limited, owing to the call on his attention at Ajmeer; since it 
was deemed proper that one of the Judicial Officers should remain station^ 
ary at the capital. This gentleman, in conjunction with the Kishengurh 
authorities, defined the border between the Ajmeer and Ramsur pergun- 
nahs and that principality. One point, the line between Chatree of 
Ajmeer and Nurwur of Kishengurh, still remains undefined. The case was 
first taken in hand during Mr. Middleton's administration in 1822, and the 
line was marked out, but as no record of this settlement was made, and no 
pillars were built, no advantage accrued from the decision. The subject 
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was agitated each subsequent year, and orders were repeated that the 
former decision was to remain intact. There were no data to guide the 
Superintendentintracingoffthe line, and anew arbitration was not consented 
to by Kishengurh. At length the matter was taken in hand by Mr. Brand- 
reth in 1847, and the putwaree of Nurwur, the former umpire, was called 
on to retrace the line, after a lapse of twenty-seven years ; although time had 
marked its course on this individual by his having become blind, such a 
decision thou^ effected by my Assistant, could not meet approval. Kishen- 
gurh would bear no proposal for making an equitable decision by appointing 
new assessors, and the case went up to the Agent, Governor General, who 
decided that the second decision of the putwaree should be binding. On 
referring to the case, it was however discovered, that no written record or 
khusreh of the line was made by Mr. Brandreth, and the stones which had 
been planted by him, had been removed by the Kishengurh people. Under 
these circumstances, the case has again been submitted to the Agent Go- 
vernor General, Rajpootana, for final decision. 

6th. The boundary settlement of the remaining pergunnahs, Pohkur, 
Ajmeer, Pesangun, Ramsur, and Rajgurh holding 146 mouzahs, with the 
exception to the frontier which bordered with Kisjiengurh, was made by the 
Superintendent. Each case was determined by arbitrators in the usual 
manner, and a full and complete record has been made of each boundary 
throughout the district, with exception to the case of Chatree Nurwur above 
noticed. Pillars of masonry have been built or large slabs have beeji plant- 
ed in the ground as land-marks, except where the boundary is naturally 
marked by the water-shed line of ranges of hills. The work was completed 
in full time to admit of the progress of the professional survey. 

7th. Although the measure of markinor off the confines of each 
mouzah was not at first received with feelings of cordiality by the Istura- 
rardars and Jagheerdars ; still as the work of demarcation progressed, and 
disputes as to the proprietary right to land, many of which had been in- 
herited by the forefathers of the present landholders, were from time to 
time terminated, the Istumrardars and Jagheerdars became more and more 
reconciled to the arrangement, which removed for ever one of the most 
prolific sources of litigation, alike harassing to the combatants, and em- 
barrassing to the public authorities. Now, that the land-marks of each 
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village have been permanently defined^ chief and cultivator are equally 
satisfied. The time, which was formerly devoted by the chiefs and people 
to an old standing boundary feud, is now more profitably employed in 
developing the resources of each estate and village. Nor is this the 
only advantage accruing from the measure in question. The feelings 
of ill-will which were generated and maintained by these disputes, have 
altogether ceased with the removal of the cause of irritation. 

8th. The sum expended in the provision of ameens and in contingent 
charges, required for determining the boundaries of theistumrarandjagheer 
estates, amounts to Rs. 7161-15-7. As the benefit arising out of this 
measure would be more immediately enjoyed by the landholders, it was 
deemed equitable to call on them to defray the expenses. The proposition 
was readily accepted, and the whole sum has been liquidated; each 
Istumrardar and Jagheerdar paying his quota according to the area of each 
separate estate. No extra expense was incurred in defining the boundaries 
of the Khalsa possessions. The services of the Tehseel and Foujdaree 
establishments were engaged on this duty. The cost of erecting the pillars 
and land-marks were defrayed by the landholders and cultivators of the 
Khalsa towns and villages. Under these circumstances it appears that the 
external limits of 357 towns and villages have been defined, recorded in 
full, and permanently marked by pillars of masonry or land-marks of 
upright slabs, without causing any extra expense to the State. 

9th. The professional survey of Ajmeer was commenced in October 
1847. As the operations progressed satisfactorily, and as there was a 
prospect that the entire district would be completed before the working 
season came to a close, a portion of the establishment was detached 
into the Mairwarah district for its survey. Thus the work expected to 
occupy the time of the surveyors during a period of two years, was 
completed in something less than thirteen months ; since Lieut. Vanrenen 
and his party of surveyors quitted Ajmeer on the 21st October 1848. 
In Ajmeer each distinct town and village has its map, the external 
boundary being marked, the locality of the habitations and tulaos shown, 
and hills and watercourses indicated, while the land under cultivation 
has been sketched. Thus the principal features of each mouzah have 
been delineated. These maps further contain the usual agricultural 
statistics* Pergunnah Maps, embracing the principal features of- those of 
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the towns and villages, have also been prepared. It is to be regretted that 
no general map of the district* was furnished ; for the utility of such a 
general record would be great and permanent, particularly on the 
change of the Superintendent or his Assistants. But from the information 
supplied to the Surveyor General's oflBce, such a document would be 
easy of preparation. It is suggested that for the convenience of reference 
in foujdaree cases, a map embracing both districts with the talooqua of 
Shahpoora and the adjacent towns and villages of Jeypoor, Meywar, 
Kishengurh and Marwar, similar to Colonel Hall's Map, published in 
1820, be prepared for use in the oflBce of the Superintendent. 

10th. The khusreh survey commenced in December 1847. Owing 
to the paucity of hands and the difficulty of procuring experienced Native 
Surveyors, the work proceeded very slowly at the commencement, but in 
the early part of the succeeding year, our means were amply supplied 
through the kindness of the Secretary Sudder Board, under the directions 
of His Honor the Lieut. Governor. The field work was completed in June 
1848, but owing to the extensive areas of some of the Qusbahs, as 
Ajmeer, Sreenuggur, Ramsur, Durathoo, Rajgurh and Kekree, the fair 
Khusrehs and Shujrahs of these towns were not altogether finished until the 
month of December. The greatest attention has been paid to the mea- 
surement and mapping of the land of each mouzah. The extent of the 
fields^ the nature of the soil, and the general correctness of each document 
have been severally tested by the tehseeldars, the OflSciating Deputy 
Collector, and by one of the Assistants, and every confidence exists as to 
their truthfulness. As circumstances admitted, a portion of the Native 
Surveyors was transferred from the Ajmeer to the Mairwarah district, 
while others entered on the Ehuteonee accounts of each mouzah. 

11th. Matters having thus far progressed satisfactorily, we were in a 
position to enter on the Settlement of Ajmeer in July 1848. It was, 
however, desirable, in order to insure an uninterrupted course of success, 
and to enlist the good feelings of the cultivators in the undertaking on 
which we were about to enter, that the certainty of a favorable season 
should be first ascertained. The cultivators had at all times expressed a 
sense of apprehension to enter on engagements for a fixed revenue. The 

* Such a Map baa beea fvniahed on the tcale of two milea to an inch. 
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measure emanated from, and was essentially that of the Government. It 
was therefore the more incumbent on us to time our arrangements with 
reference to propitiousness of season. It is well that we had been wary in 
our proceedings, for the months of the rainy season succeeded each other 
without one shower of rain being vouchsafed to us. The drought was 
complete, and more severe in its effects than that which occurred during 
1832-33, from the total absence of forage for cattle. The labors of the 
cultivator were restricted to the culture of the beds of the tulaos and to 
well land. The cattle beyond immediate requirements were driven to 
more favored lands, as no means existed for their support. During the 
continuance of such a calamitous visitation, it was wholly out of the ques- 
tion to entertain the project of a settlement. A full detail of these 
unpropitious circumstances was reported to Government in my letter 
No. 360, under date 3rd September 1848, to Mr. Officiating Secretary Allen, 
and we were unavoidably forced to postpone ulterior proceedings until the 
return of prosperous times. The village survey establishment was in the 
meantime diligently engaged in prosecuting and completing the khusrehs, 
sfaujrahs and khuteonee of Mhairwara; such portion of it as circumstances 
allowed, being, from time to time, discharged. 

12th. Before entering on a detail of the particulars of the present 
settlement, it would be proper in this place to take a brief review of all 
anterior proceedings respecting the Khalsa possessions since the transfer 
of the district to British rule in 1818 ; since an acquaintance with the 
measures taken by the different authorities is essential to the full under* 
standing of the subject, as well as to admit of the formation of an opinion 
as to what has now been done. Fortunately, the research and industry of 
the late CoL Sutherland, have placed the subject in a most intelligible light. 
His printed report dated 26th January 1841 conveys copious information 
on all points connected with the revenue arrangements of the district, and 
a reference to that record is respectfully solicited. 

13th. The rainy season of 1849 being moderately favorable, a com- 
mencement of the settlement was entered on in the Ramsur Peigunnah in 
the month of October last. Although agricultural prospects had consi- 
derably brightened by a moderate share of rain, still the effects of the I^ta 
severe drought were traceable in every village. The mass of the cattle, 
which constitutes the principal wealth in general, possessed by the Zemin- 
dars, had been swept away through disease and drought. It is true the 
spare cattle had been removed to countries where the season had been 
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more auspicious^ but the change of water and food had proved fatal to 
the majority. It was therefore necessary on the setting in of the rains 
to afford considerable pecuniary aid to the cultivators by taqavee advancea 
for the purchase of plough bullocks. The village Borehs were abo urged 
to aid their constituents. But this united support was inadequate to 
suffice the wants of the people. The consequence was, much land remained 
untilled from the paucity of means available to bring it under cultiva- 
tion. Again, some of the people, generally, of each village, who had 
accompanied the cattle to Malwa and Haraotee, had not returned in time 
to sow their lands. Moreover, the rains had been so light that no single 
tulao was filled to overflowing ; while many were only partially replenished 
with water. The depression of spirits inseparable from a visitation of such 
severity, still lingered amidst the people, and they viewed the entering 
on fixed revenue agreements for a long period of years, with feelings of 
extreme apprehension. Had it entered into the views of the Government to 
make an assessment proportionate to the ability of the people, in reference 
to the capabilities of each mouzah, the time certainly would have been, 
inauspicious. But the Government with its wonted liberality, had foregone 
much that it was entitled to, and had directed that the settlement should be 
so light as to be borne with ease and cheerfulness by each cultivator. The 
time was therefore favorable for entering on such a settlement, when, owing to 
the paucity of means and appliances, the full resources of the Khalsa villages 
had not been developed. The Zemindars of the villages in the vicinity of 
Ramsur were in due course assembled at the camp of the Superintendent. 
All the documents relating to the extent and nature of the land, the rent 
rate per beegah, the amount of revenue paid yearly during the last thirty 
years, the amount fixed as their assessment, and all other particulars con- 
tained in the village and pergunnah records, were carefully read and explained 
to the putails and principal men of the mouzah. This process was 
repeated to each village. Little was done during the first day beyond 
explanation. A few mouzahs intimated their assent to the terms proposed. 
The objections of the majority hinged on the badness and uncertainty 
of the seasons. Their land was pronounced unproductive, their reservoirs 
indifferent and insufficient, and the water of their wells brackish ; while the 
wells were unprovided with unfailing springs. Every species of deprecia- 
tion was resorted to, to diminish the amount of settlement. All objections 
were met by suitable replies, forcible and unanswerable, in respect to the 

experience of past years. On the second day the list of adherents was. 
4 
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much increased. In the coarse of a few days, all the towns and villages 
of this pergunnah signified their acquiescence in our terms. 

14th. It had been intended to collect the several villages of the Ajmeer per- 
gunnah at the Superintendent's Camp, while marching through the district 
as was observed in Ramsur ; but the public officers and establishment were 
beginning to suffer from the sickness which prevailed during three or four 
months at Ajmeer. It was therefore deemed advisable to assemble them at 
Ajmeer : this was accordingly done in the early part of November. The same 
course was observed in making the putails and principal men of each mou- 
zah acquainted^with the information afforded in the village and pergunnah 
records. No pains were spared in pointing out the great advantage which 
would be gained by the people through the settlement, which was offered 
for their acceptance. But our labors to convince the people that their 
welfare and benefit had been m£unly studied in the proposed arrangements, 
were unheeded. A recourse was had to the weapons of depreciation em- 
ployed by Ramsur. From their own statements, the villages were so 
indifferent, as scarcely to be worth acceptance as a gift. As all the putails 
and headmen were of one mind, it is evident they had been instructed by 
some evil disposed people, who loiter in the vicinity of the Courts, to reject 
our offers. The dissentients were allowed one week for consideration and 
for communication with their families, at the expiration of which, in the 
event of dissent, the Regulations bearing on the present question (para* 
graph 138 of the Circular Orders by the Sudder Board of Revenue) would 
be put into force. The week allowed for cool reflection had been satis- 
factorily occupied. On being caHed oh to intimate their intentions as to 
the acceptance of the terms proposed, every mouzah signified its acquiescence 
and signed the papers. 

15th. No trouble was experienced in the Rajgurh pergunnah, though 
from the circumstance of the cultivators belonging chiefly to the Jat frater* 
nity, much inconvenience was anticipated. It was, under this apprehension, 
taken the last in hand. The Jats, though good cultivators and of thrifty 
habits, had shown a marked indisposition to increase the revenue of their 
mouzahs. They had foreseen the advent of the settlement, and, as by general 
consent, had cultivated the least possible extent of land. The putails and princi- 
pd men of the pergunnah were at length collected at the Superintendent's 
Camp on the 21st November. The ordinary course was taken of making them 
acquainted with all the accounts and capabilities of their respective villages, 
and contrary to all expectation, the people at once assented to our terms. 
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16th. That the Ehalsa cultivators are perfectly satisfied in their own 
minds with our terms^ and that they consider them light and equitable, 
there cannot, I think, be a doubt They may perhaps have indulged 
a hope, that by showing their dissatisfaction, the proposed jummah 
might be lightened. The experiment of objection involved no outlay, 
and it was at all events worthy of a trial, for, should they not sue* 
ceed in lowerii^ the rents, no injury would accrue from this failure. 
It is, moreover, consonant to human nature for tenants to use all lawful 
means to make the best possible bargain for themselves, when entering 
into engagements for a long lease. Our lieges of Ajmeer have therefore 
not 'been singulal* in the mode of warfare adopted by them. It 
may here be noticed that the jummah of each village was determined 
upon cool and mature deliberation after a reference to the various 
records, and that, having once been fixed, its integrity was maintained. 

17th. Several communications from your office having intimated that it 
was the desire of the Government that a fixed settlement should be reverted 
to, as soon as might be practicable, it was desirable to prepare for this con- 
tingency by settling all claims to rent-free tenures. The authority for carrying 
out these enquiries was conveyed in your letter No. 4311, under date the 
28th September 1844. During the administration of Mr. Wilder, this 
subject received no attention from him, doubtless from the press of more 
important business consequ^it on the recent transfer of the district to Bri- 
tish rule. Mr. Middleton only enquired into a few isolated cases. There 
was no systematic investigatioai during his superint^idency. Mr. Caven- 
dishes industry in this and other important matters connected with the 
rights of individuals, is deserving of much commendation. His measures 
embraced the decision of all questions as to rights and property. Each 
rent*free holder was called on to furnish a statement of the land he held 
and to produce the deeds of his tenure. The lands^ thus indicated, were 
measured and recorded. The Hke course was observed towards the £hoo« 
meahs, while a full record of the rights of the istimrardars and jagheerdars, 
with those of their tenants, was prepared. A mass of most useful informa- 
tion, affecting various sections of the district, was thus collected. Had 
Mr. Cavendish continued for a longer period to maintain his position at 
Ajmeer, he would fully have completed all the enquiries on which he had 
made so laudable a commencement. He was, in Fike manner, with other 
Superintendents, preferred to a more responsible post, at the time when he 
had become intimately conversant with the affairs of the district, and when 
5 
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with the experience thus gained, a further brief period of enquiry would 
have brought each subject to a favorable termination. It was unfortunate 
for the interests of Ajmeer that its chief officers were so frequently changed. 
Time was required for each new authority to become conversant with 
its affairs. Until this knowledge had been attsuned, no extensive measures 
of correction or improvement could be safely taken into hand or entertained. 
Thus the enquiriea commenced by Mr. Cavendish have, until the last few 
years, remained in abeyance. The inconvenience which was experienced 
through so many years, has now happily been removed. The long period 
during which the present Superintendent has continued to manage 
the affairs of Ajmeer, h&9 been useful, inasmuch as affording him 
the means, through the aid of Government, of bringing to a satisfactory 
termination, all the numerous questions, which constituted a fruitful 
source of perplexity to the local authorities, and gave some trouble to 
the Government. 

In conducting the investigation of the rent-free tenures, the instructions 
laid down in your despatch above referred to, have been closely followed. 
The enquiry embraced three divisions of maafeedars : 
IsL Land granted by Sovereign Princes in perpetuity, as a reward for good 
service or as charitable bequests. Also land granted by inferior 
authorities which has remained in possession of the family of the 
grantee during three or more generations. 
2nd. Land granted as endowments for religious purposes to continue in 

perpetuity, or as long as the religious edifices remain intact. 
tircL Land granted by subordinate authorities to continue during the life- 
time of the holder. 
In prosecuting this investigation the record of Mr. Cavendish has 
been of extensive use. It has been assumed as the standard in regu- 
lating the quantity of land to be assigned to each grantee. AD land 
in excess of this standard, has been resumed, as being an encroach- 
ment on the Ehalsa since the measurement was made by Mr. Caven- 
dish in 1828. The enquiry was concluded about eighteen months 
since. As, however, the lands would be measured and tested by the 
khusrah survey, it was deemed advisable to await the completion 
of the survey and settlement before submitting the matter for the ap- 
proval of Government This will now be done with all practicable 
expedition. 
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The quantity of land held by the rent-free grantees is as follows r 
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18th. The record made by the Hon'ble Mr. Cavendish has also served 
as a standard in fixing the extent of the lands to be held by the Bhoomeahs, 
or Village Police : these individuals hold lands free of rent in lieu of service, 
which comprises the protection of property within the limits of the village. 
They' hold no sunnuds or grants, and have continued in possession of their 
lands and in the discharge of their duties as handed over to us by the 
Mabrattas. All encroachments made on the Ehalsa lands smce the measure- 
ment in 1828 have been resumed. In 1841, it was brought to the notice of 
the Commissioner, that the utility of this class had been much impaired 
by the impledging of the lands set apart for its support. The system 
was strictly prohibited in CoL Sutherland's roobakaree, wherein it is 
declared, that all engagements for impledging Bhoom land will be held to 
be null and void after the promulgation of his orders,, dated 9th De- 
cember 1841. Little attention has been paid by Bhoomeah or Mahajun 
to this interdiction. The same system of mortgaging land in order to 
raise money, has been resorted to by the Bhoomeahs, and the Mahajun 
has experienced no reluctance in making the required pecuniary loan. 
To give a complete check to this unauthorized system, an enquiry has 
recently been made as to the quantity of land mortgaged since the inter- 
diction published by Colonel Sutherland : all engagements entered into since 
9 th December 1841 have been cancelled; the mortgagee being told that other 
property, beyond the Bhoom land, will be available for the discharge of his 
claim on its establishment in the Civil Court. A separate report in respect 
to the greater efficiency of the Bhoomeahs, will be submitted for the consi- 
deration of Government, so soon as the plan has been fully matured. The 
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land at present set apart for the support of the Bhoomeahs in fifty-nine Ehalsa 
mouzahSy is as follows :

For the protection of the twenty-two Khalsa villages having no Bhoom lands, 
arrangements are now being made for the maintenance and support of 
the number of watchmen according to the Regulations. 

19th, Statements* Nos. 1, 2 and 3 of the Appendix exhibit a Mouzahwar 
detail of the revenue of theAjmeer Khalsa during the last thirty years from 
1818-19 to 1848-49, accordingly as the assessment of each mouzah was fixed 
or variable cgrising out of the kham management, the amount remitted 
through that period, and the balance actually lodged in the Treasury. 

Statement No. 4 indicates the numberof hamlets which have been located, 
the average and largest amount of jumma, the amount of the present settle- 
ment, the total area, the land assessed and unassessed, together with the 
revenue rates per acre according to the present settlement. 

Statement No. 5 shows the amount of the Decennial Settlement 
entered into by Mr. Edmonstone in 1835-36 and of the present assessment,, 
including the sum to be set apart as a fund for the efficient repair and 
preservation of the reservoirs and the contribution of one per cent 
towards the Road Fund. 

. 20th. According to the khusreh measurement, the area of the Ehalsa 
possessions is denoted by the following classes of land :

* Theae Statements have been printed in an abridged form, following. this Report. 
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21st The gflsessment of each mouzah has been fixed in strict accoid- 
ance with the instructions conveyed in Mr. Officiating Secretary Allen's 
letter No. 1495, under date 27th April last. These orders enjoined that Mr. 
Edmonstone's Decennial Settlement be upheld, and that such addition be 
made to it as will replace the balances and yield a small percentage on the 
amount expended on the reservoirs. It will be shown in the sequel that 
some slight deviation from these instructions was called for under local 
circumstances. Experience has proved that in some mouzahs the Decen- 
nial amount was too heavy, while in others from the augmentation of agri- 
cultural means, through the instrumentality of new hamlets, or increase of 
wells and small zemindaree tulaos, a slight enhancement on Mr. Edmonstone's 
terms was admissible, at the same time that it was just. This partial increase 
has compensated for the remission accorded to the over-assessed mouzahis. 
The revenue rate of the land has in some measure been our guide in fixing 
the quota of each mouzah. But the criterion which has principally regu- 
lated our judgment, is the experience derived from kham management dur- 
ing the last eight or nine years. Although the soil differs materially in the 
different pergunnahs, and the revenue rates, which obtain in one division, 
could .not with justice and propriety be affiled to another, yet in making the 
basis of our decisions to depend on the result of past experience, while the 
mouzahs have been held kham, we are assured of the correctness of our 
inference ; for the term experience comprises the result of the labors of the 
cultivator in all varieties of soil. The capabilities of each mouzah having 
been determined according to this standard, eight per cent, on the outlay of 
the reservoirs of each qusba or village has been added, seven-eighths of 
which are credited as revenue ; while one-eighth, or one per cent on the 
expenditure made on the reservoirs, has, subject to confirmation, been re- 
served for maintaining the tulao embankment, in a constant state of efficient 
preservation. One per cent, on the total jumma assigned to each mouzah 
has pending sanction, been set apart as a contribution to the fund for mak- 
ing and repairingthe roads of the District Statement No. 5 of the Appendix 
immediately refers to the subject matter of the paragraph. 

22nd. It may be proper in this place to take a cursory view of the 
means and capabilities of each peigunnah, which will be noticed in rotation 
as the settlement was effected. 

The pergunnah of Ramsur comprises three qusbahs and twenty««ix 
villages. The soil in the vicinity of Ramsur is much impregnated with 
salt About Sreenugger it is sandy ; in other portions, though rocky, it is 
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productiye. The fertility of this Pergonnah has been much increased 
through its reservoirs, of which it holds forty-four in number. The country 
is extremely level and the embankments of great length ; the whole occupy- 
ing a distance of about thirty-one miles in length. The depth is inconsider- 
able; but the spread of water great. Indian-corn, cotton, and sometimes 
rice are cultivated to the rear of the Bunds during the khurreef, while 
wheat and barley are raised to the rear, and in the beds of the tulaos as 
rubbee crops. The area is thus divided :

The cultivators comprise the Jdrt and Goojur classes, with a small 
sprinkling of Deswalees (Mahomedans converted during the times of the 
Emperors) and Aheers, to which may be added Brahmuns, Eajpoots and 
Mahajuns, who cultivate through their servants. The business of the class 
denominated Goojur, is that of a grazier, they also till the land, and are 
6rderly and industrious subjects. This remark is made to obviate their 
being ranged with the predatory class bearing this name in the Delhie 
territory. 

It has been considered imperative to decrease the jummas of qusbeh 
Eekree, Nepolee, Pharkea, qusbeh Ramsur, Soeela and Teharee. The pros- 
perity of Kekree is almost wholly dependent on the periodical rains : there 
is no under-current in the soil, and hence the paucity of wells. During seven 
years of kham management, the produce of only two seasons slightly 
exceeded the decennial jumma, though three tulaos had been constructed 
in the interim. It has therefore been equitably assessed by making a 
remission of Rs. 512 on the amount of the decennial jumma, plus share 
of tulao and road funds. The qusbeh has further gained to the extent 
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of Rs. 294 on account of land encroachments made by Bhoomeahs and 
Milkees,. which have been resumed and returned to the town?. Thus Kek- 
ree has received remissions to the amount of Bs. 806. The village of Nepolee is 
as indigent and unenergetic as its land is deficient in productiveness, even 
with the aid of two substantial tulaos and a new hamlet, it has been requi- 
site to remit Bs. 58. Thej'umma of Pharkea is too high at Bs. 1500: its 
lands are very limited in extent. Though provided with two good tulaos 
the revenue on only two occasions out of seven years' kham management 
slightly exceeded the decennial jumma ; it has been lowered to the extent 
of Rs. 158. Although qusbeh Ramsur has been improved by five em- 
bankments and aided by four new hamlets, a decrease in our demands to 
the extent of Rs. 568 was necessary. Soeela has indifferent land and 
indigent cultivators. It has received a remission of Rs. 68. The lands 
of Teharee are much impregnated with salt, and a deduction of Rs. 123 was 
judged necessary. In respect to the jumma of those mouzahs which have 
been increased beyond the assumed standard, it is sufficient to observe, 
that most cogent reasons exist for the adoption of the measure* The 
labors of the Superintendent and his Establishment, which have been 
sedulously pursued during a period of nine years, have eminently conducted 
to the improvement and extension of agriculture. The capabilities of each 
mouzah have been more or less developed through the sinking of numerous 
wells, and the construction of small zemindaree tulaos. It is through the 
agency of these appliances aided by the reservoirs, that the kham revenue 
has been augmented ; and it is through this addition to the means afforded 
for facilitating the operation of agriculture, that an equitable increase has 
been given to the jumma. This remark is equally applicable to the three- 
Pergunnahs. In illustration of the subject, it may be noticed that several 
hundred beegahs of Buranee and waste land have been converted into 
Chahee by the sinking of numerous wells at Sreenuggur. Again large 
expanses of heretofore waste land at Telana, now bear rich crops of Indian- 
corn, cotton and barley, through the construction of several zemindaree 
tulaos, prepared as in respect to the new wells on tuccavee advances made 
from the Treasury. 

23rd. The Rajgurh Pergunnah holds one qusbeh and eighteen villages. 
The soil generally speaking, is free from saline admixture and is productive. 
It commands forty-four reservoirs, part of which are on the plain and part 
closing the gorges in the hills.

The cultivators are the same as those which prevail in the Ramsur Pergunnah 
with the addition of the class of the Mair& The Jats occupy the rich vallies, 
commanding an ample under-current of water, and admirably adopted for 
the sinking of wells. The Goojurs are located on the higher lands suited 
for the grazing of cattle, while the hills are tenanted by the Mairs. Few mou- 
zahs were over assessed in this Pergunnah ; but they merit a brief notice. 
The first in importance is that of Kesurpoora, a village of Mairs. Its lands 
are limited in extent with few capabilities. It was assessed at Rs. 2100. 
The revenue of the first year of the settlement was paid up in full; but 
its pressure was so great as to be beyond endurance. The cultivators deserted in 
a body and not a biswah of land was cultivated during the second year of the 
lease. Measures were taken to recall the zemindars, and the village was made 
kham. The experience of the last nine years has proved to us that the com- 
plaints of the villagers as to over*assessment were grounded on a truthful 
basis. Independently of unbearable assessment, the people were suffering 
from an unjust decision of the Ajmeer Courts of Justice, by which the stream 
of. a nullah which flowed through their boundary, and tended much to improve 
the springs of their wells through percolation, was totally alienated from them 
and diverted from its natural course for the benefit of another village. The 
unjust decision of the case which had travelled firom the Court of the Junior 
Sudder Ameen in appeal to those of the Senior Sudder Ameen, the Superin- 
tendent and Commissioner was respectfully pointed out to Colonel Suther- 
land, and as the reasons adduced were considered cogent, the decision, upon 
a representation to the Government, was cancelled ; the proposition of the 
Superintendent of Mairwarah being appro ved. The great mistake arose from 
the respective authorities adjudicating on a question referring to land, with- 
out visiting the place of dispute in person. Now, a strict adherence to this 
course is enjoined in all cases referring to like claims. A portion of the vil-

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lagers had returned ; but the whole came back on the waters of the nullah 
being opened to them. An efficient embankment has been given to Eesur* 
poora; still it has received a remission to the extent of Rs. 796. Bhaonta 
and Mukreira have received deductions respectively amounting to Rs. 274 
and 55. 

24th. The Ajmeer Pergunnah consists of one qusbeh and thirty-two vil* 
lages. The country is essentially hilly ; the valleys between the ranges 
affording occupation to the cultivator. The soil without exception, is good 
and fertile. It has twenty-four tulaos. Its lands may thus be classed :

The cultivators correspond with those of Rajgurh. It has been deemed 
requisite to grant slight remissions on the amount of the decennial settle* 
ment to seven mouzahs. Burgong was fixed at Rs. 1550. It paid its quota 
during four years, and was then allowed to relinquish the lease. Duriiig 
the seven years it has continued kham, the revenue during no single year, 
reached the amount of its lease. The lands are limited in extent, and 
revenue rates high. The only way in which the amount of the fixed reve- 
nue could be paid, was by borrowing a portion of the rent. Its jumma has 
been decreased Rs. 338. Burla and Russodpoora have received deducticms 
of Rs. 40, and Rs. 49, respectively. At Mohamee the people are indigent 
and deficient of energy. The land is good and extensive and the command 
of water ample. In Mairwarah, with the industry of its people, such a vil- 
lage would pay the rent required with ease and cheerfulness. It is there* 
fore with much reluctance, that a deduction to the extent of Rs. 288 
was made. Mugree was originally over-assessed at Rs. 900. It paid its 
2 
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full revenue during the two first years of the lease, and has been seven 
years' kham, duruig which period the Government share of the produce has 
fallen below the amount of the fixed settlement. There is no under-cur* 
rent in the soil and its wells sunk in micaceous schist, are only equal to the 
duty of watering two or three beegahs ; moreover, no local faciUties were 
offered for constructing a tulao. Under all these circumstances, necessity 
has called for a remission of Rs. 243. Surana also suffered from excess 
of assessment. It was rated at Rs. 1700 and paid its quota during the 
first two years. The revenue during the seven years of its kham manage* 
ment has always been short of the amount settled by lease* A deduction 
of Rs. 237 has been necessary. 

25tb. The village of Nandla in the Rajgurh Pergunnah is divided into 
equal portions; half being khalsa and half jagheer. The jagheerdar, Meer 
Ehidmut AUee, khadim, collects the revenue of his portion of the land. 
Half of the sum expended on two embankments has already been repaid by 
the jagheerdar and brought to the credit of Government We have there- 
fore no farther dealings of a pecuniary nature with this individuaL 

26tlL Mouzah Durathoo, Pergunnah Rajgurh, is likewise in part jagheer 
and part khalsa. Its lands have not been divided* The village is mar 
naged as a whole by the Government ; the jagheerdar, Nuwab Enaet*oollah 
KhaOy receiving one-half of the net revenue firom the Treasury on the 
collection of the rent. As much public money has been laid out in improv* 
ing the lands of this village, it is proper to enter into a fiill detail of par^ 
ticulars. The sum of Rs. 59,43 1-2«4^ has been expended on the construe* 
tions of its four tulaos, viz., Durathoo, Jugpoorah, Chat and Hunooman, 
the two former of which have been visited by His Honor. The 
Jugpoorah work, in view to the increase of its usefulness, is now, 
under sanction, being elevated three feet, at an estimated cost of 
Rs, 2584-4*0. The cost of reservoirs at this locality will therefore 
be increased to Rs. 52,015-6-4^. As the jagheerdar enjoys one-half of the 
revenue, it is just he should be debited with half the amount of outlay 
Rs. 26,007-11-2^. The question is, by what arrangements is this sum to be 
recovered? The jagheerdar with the characteristic improvidence of his 
class, though possessing four villages in jagheer beyond his share of Dura- 
thoo, commands no immediate means of liquidating this debt. Two courses 
are open to us from which to make our choice. The excess of the half of 
the present settlement beyond tiie amount of the decennial lease, and to 
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>^hich the Nuwab will be entitled on the payment of his dues, might be 
lodged in the Treasury to his credit, until the whole sum was liquidated. 
By adopting this plan, our dues would be recovered in thirteen years, 
during which period no benefit beyond his usual receipts would accrue to 
thejagheerdar. The second and more liberal expedient is to recover our dues 
by yearly instalments from the increase beyond the decennial jumma,so regu- 
lated that the whole debt will be realized in twenty-one years, on the conclusion 
of thepresent settlement. A preference has been given to the latter arrange- 
ment, since the jagheerdar will, in the meantime, enjoy some of the advan- 
tages accruing from the improvement of the village, at the same time that 
re-payment of the advance is fully provided for. As tiiis course involves no 
lofss, inasmuch as the interest on the whole outlay has been maintained by 
adding it to the jumma of the decennial lease, and as it is in accordance 
with the spirit of liberality which characterizes the acts of Government, it 
is with confidence submitted for favorable consideration. An engagement 
has been drawn out on these terms in Oordoo. 

During kham management, it has been usual to charge the jagheerdar^ 
of Durathoo and Akhree, which will be presently noticed, three per cent, on 
the amount of their share of revenue, as a portion of the expense incurred 
by Government in making the assessment and collecting the revenue. Th^ 
principle is of old standing in Mairwarah, and is recognized in respect to 
the Thakoors of Mussooda and Ehurwa and the Maha Rana of Oudey- 
poor, who participate with the Government in an equal division of the rental 
of some villages. Having returned to a fixed settlement, this particular 
charge will cease. As, however, it may be deemed advisable in order to 
secure undivided attention to the interests of the khalsa possessions, to con- 
tinue the extra tuhseel establishment which is now maintained, it seems 
just and equitable the jagheerdars, who are divested of all trouble and 
anxiety as to the welfare of their stake, should be charged their share of 
percentage on this extra establishment. The rate may not be more than 
Rs. 0-2-9 percent, on their receipts. Still as it is in payment for value receiv- 
ed, it has been considered proper to notice the subject. 

27th. Mouzah Akhree, Pergunnah Ajmere, is similarly situated 
with Durathoo : it is half jagheer, half khalsa. The management rests 
with us ; the jagheerdar receiving half of its net revenue. Here also 
a substantial tulao has been formed at a cost of Rs. 10,813-0-6, half the 
amount of which is recoverable, from, the jagheerdars. The observations 
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which have been made regarding the Durathoo village in ' the preceding 
paragraph apply in this case, and a like course is respectfully recommended. 
Here the jagheerdars are peerzadehs, dependents of the Ajmeer temple^ and 
are overcome with poverty. 

28th. It has been considered necessary to exclude Mouzah Nearun, 
Pergunnah Rajgurh, from this settlement. Its noble lake is now being con- 
siderably enlarged by receiving an addition of six feet to its elevation. In 
the course of three years it will be in a position to take up the fixed settle- 
ment. In the meantime the usual remissions granted to new settlers will 
have expired, and the whole of its extensive land will have been brought 
under cultivation. 

29th. : In like manner, and for similar reasons, the lands of Boydpoora 
have been excluded from the settlement This place is a muzrah of qusbeh 
Ajmeer, and was located by Mr. Boyd, late Head Clerk of the Superintendent's 
office. This individual received a pecuniary compensation from the Govern- 
ment in February 1847, for his trouble and expense in reclaiming waste land 
Bjxi in planting an industrious hamlet. On the land reverting to us, a sub- 
stantial embankment was constructed. This work is now being enlarged, and 
as the capabilities of the hcunlet were not developed, it was deemed expedi- 
ent to postpone its settlement for three years. Under the arrangements 
now in progress, it is expected that Boydpoora, as well as Nearun, will be in 
a position to take up the settlement according to the standard which regulate, 
ed the jumma of the khalsa possessions. ^ 

30th. Mohumed Eherah claims a brief notice at this place.* This new 
tillage was established in 1838 by Mohumed Khan, a resident of Ajmeer, under 
the orders of the Superintendent, confirmed by the Commissioner, 3037, 
beegahs and 17 biawahs of land having been assigned to it from the 
kbalsa village of : Nepolee, . Pergunnah Ramsur. The revenue was fixed 
at^Rs. 25 the first, Rs. 50 the second, and so on, increasing Rs. -25 per 
.annum, up to the fifth year to Rs. 125, at which it was to be continued 
till the expiration of the engagement of twenty years in a. d. 1857-58. 
After that period, the village ' was to be lightly assessed, the prefer- 
ence of management being given to Mohumed Khan and his heirs. 
Two hundred beegahs of good land were further set apart, rent-free, 
as Bhoom,' which remain in V the hands of -this individual. Little atten- 
tion appears to -have been ' paid to the interest of Government or to the 
rights of the Zemindars of Ncpolcc in framing this arrangement. The best 
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and most productive land had been alienated from the parent village for 
this patpose ; that which remained being impregnated with salt This land 
too, to a greater or less extent, had been cultivated and yielded a yearly 
revenue. The granting of new Bhoom was superfluous, and a direct loss to 
the state, ihasinuch as other lands had been distinctly appropriated to^ 
this purpose. But the approval of competent authority has been accorded^ 
and the arrangement must continue in force, a perpetual source of heart 
bumin<y to those who have lost their lands. On the expiration of the pre- 
sent lease, new terms must be entered on, to make its jumma terminate 
with the present settlement. 

31st At the jagheer villages of Ghegul and Mangleawas, small plots 
of land measuring respectively 255^, and seventeen beegahs have been set 
apart from time immemorial as Government miluk. The true purport of 
these allotments is not exactly known. A subsistence for chowkeydars is 
the implied reason. The land has been assessed at an annual jumma of 
Rs. 75 and 25. As occasion might arise for appropriating the rents of 
these wells to police purposes, it has been considered right to exclude these 
items from the fixed khalsa jumma. They will, if not otherwise required, 
be brought to credit in the public accounts under the head " profit and loss." 

32nd. Before entering on the decennial lease of 1835-36, the usual 
preliminaries of a settlMoient were observed. The land was measured and 
Massed, and a revenue rate was fixed per beegah for each kind of land* 
From the data thus aflforded, the amount payable by each mouzah was de* 
termined. Although much pains was bestowed by Mr. Edmonstone in 
eflfectin<y this lease, and his labors merited greater success, still experience 
has proved it wad not acceptable to the people ; for, on the expiration of the 
first and second year, an exemption from its operation was sought by, and 
accorded to various villages. In this manner, each year increased the 
number of dissentients. Had Mr. Edmonstone continued a few years in 
office after entering on these engagements, his watchful attention might 
have been highly beneficial in respect to the permanence of his measure. 
He quitted the district in 1838 and the interests of Ajmeer again suffered 
the inconvenience of a change of ruler. The settlement was left to its 
own working, unquestioned and unaided. Revenue affairs fell entirely into 
the hands of the Tehseeldar. Applications for a release from the obligations 
of the settlement were promptly received and accepted- The kists fell into 
arrears and remissions were recommended, whether from interested motives 
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or from the severity of the seasons is a matter of doubt. It may not be 
irrelevant to the subject to place the working of the settlement in a con- 
spicuous light in the subjoined tabular statement : 

Statemenit thowing the number cf yeart dwring which the Decennial Settlement cf 1885-86 wo* 

maintained hp the Khalsa Towns and ViUages. 
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The deficiency of revenue arising from the partial dissolution of the lease, 
and from the remissions which were intermediately granted, cannot be 
accurately ascertained, since towards its close, the produce of villages whose 
lands had been improved through irrigation, from the newly constructed re- 
servoirs, began to increase. It may be sufiicient to notice the loss through 
the first seven years :

3Srd. The unsatisfactory state of matters at Ajmeer did not escape the 
notice of the Commissioner. The amount of revenue, Ehalsa and Istumrar, 
in arrears was yearly increasing. The badness of the seasons was adduced 
as a reason for the decrease of revenue and increase of arrears. Yet, though 
this cause applied with equal force to Mairwarah, that district was increas- 
ing in prosperity, and its revenue was rising. Although the remedy might 
not have at once occurred to him, Colonel Sutherland was not above seek- 
ing information. His enquiries satisfied him that .two things were necessary

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to insure the return and continuance of prosperity, viz., good and ef&cient 
management, and the closing up all the watercourses by embankments, 
whereby the means of irrigation would be secured to each mouzah. Assured 
of the efficacy of his remedy, the Superintendent of Mairwarah was in the 
close of 1840 ordered to examine into and report on the agricultural capa- 
bilities of the Pergunnahs of Rajgurh and Ramsur. His report, approved by 
Colonel Sutherland, was submitted to Government for its acquiescence. This 
was promptly acceded to, and numerous reservoirs were forthwith commenc- 
ed on, while the management of all the kham villages was vested in the 
Mairwarah superintendency. Authority was further given for the release of 
the remaining villages from the obligations of the decennial lease accord- 
ingly as might be desired by the people. The measures for the effectual 
improvement of the district received the greatest cordiality and support 
from the Government of Agra. In February 1842, the entire charge of 
the district devolved on the Superintendent of Mairwarah in excess to the 
charge he then held. 

34th. The intermediate period up to the present time has been advan- 
tageously employed in advancing the interests of Ajmeer in every respect. 
Boundary disputes have for ever ceased by the efficient and permanent de- 
marcation of the limits of each village. The district has been profession- 
ally and scientifically surveyed ; the survey of the Ehalsa embracing the re- 
cord and delienation of each distinct field. Rent-free tenures have received 
a prolonged and impartial investigation, and each allotment of land has been 
marked off and recorded. The Bhoom lands have further been defined and 
the Bhoomeahs required to perform their duty efficiently. The monetary 
affairs of the Istumrardars, the aristocracy of the district, have received the 
closest attention with two exceptions, one of which is in hand : arrangements 
have been matured and carried out for their emancipation from debt to the 
entire satisfaction of the creditors in the course of a brief term of years. 
Their estates have all been much improved through the increased means 
of irrigation and attention now bestowed upon them. The Ehalsa posses- 
sions have largely participated in the benefits, which have been conferred 
generally on the district. Every feud and source of litigation has been re- 
moved, save such as will arise in the best regulated families, and which 
meet a decision in the Dewanny Adawlut. 

35th. The increased prosperity which is now enjoyed by the Ehalsa 
possessions is mainly attributable to its works of irrigation. One hundred 
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and twelve reservoirs have been constaructed at a cost of Rjs. 4,53,707-0-0 J in- 
dependently of the works of Nearan and Boydpoora which are now being 
enlarged and will receive notice on their completion : the whole of these 
works are now in good and serviceable order. To maintain them in an effici- 
ent state of preservation, it has been deemed advisable to constitute a fimd 
for their repair at the rate of one per cent, on the outlay cost : vide Statement 
No. 5 of the Appendix. The yearly contribution amounts to Rs. 4,537. 

This sum if religiously and economically applied to the purpose for 
which it has been set apart, is considered ample not only for ejffecting annual 
repairs, but for making small improvements to the embankments in the con- 
struction of rear retaining walls, where such additional strength is absolutely 
necessary. The outfalls of the works for the escape of the spare water on 
the tulaos being filled, are capacious and are ample for the contemplated 
purpose;' though heavy rain termed Maasuldhar by the Natives, occa- 
sionally falls, it rarely continues beyond a few hours' duration. On one occa- 
sion, however, in 1846, the rain was so heavy and continuous as to overtop 
many of the embankments. The recurrence of this injury has, in great 
measure, been provided for, in the enlargement of the escapes. As the 
support of the femily of the cultivator and the provision of the revenue 
depend on their entire state of preservation, too much attention cannot be 
bestowed upon them. The Superintendent should make a point of visiting 
each work at least once a year, to satisfy himself of their complete state of 
efficiency. The Tehseeldars and Peshkars should be required to examine 
with the closest scrutiny each work during the month of May, to assure 
themselves that no perforation has been made in the embankment by wild 
animals, and to see that the sluices have been properly closed. Notwith- 
standing all precautions, the springing of a leak will sometimes occur by some 
jungle animal burrowing iilto or undermining the bund from some distant 
point. A clause has been entered into the agreements of each mouzah by 
which the Zemindars engaged to use their utmost endeavours to repair any 
injury the moment its existence becomes known. Spare tools are lodged in 
each mouzah to aid the labors of the people. The outfaUs should be care- 
fully watched. The cultivators from a desire to retain more water, occasion- 
ally close up the escapes by temporary obstructions. On heavy and conti- 
nuous rain falling, particularly during the night time, when the bund cannot 
be reached by the people, the tulao is over-topped and a breach driven 
through it by the accumulated water. Hence the urgent necessity on the 
part of the Superintendent and EhaJsa authorities to guard against the 
occurrence of injury to the public work. 



&2 
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The trees chiefly of the bubool species planted on the bunds, are the 

property of Government. The Zemindars have engaged to afford them 

every protection, for, independently of being ornamental, they are useful by 

binding the soil of the embankments. All trees that die of their own accord 

are sold, the amount of sale being credited to the tulao fund. In some 

villages where there is a great command of water, the lands of Bhoomeahs 

and rent-free holders are irrigated from the tulaos. In consideration of 

this accommodation, they are charged the following rates:

Water rate per beegah on land irrigated from the tulao by the

Water rate per beegah on lands irrigated from the tulao by 

well buckets per season, • • 
Water rate paid per beegah on land cultivated in the beds of 

tulaos per season, • • 

The sums thus recovered of inconsiderable amount, it is proposed to 
bring to the credit of the tulao fund. As the reservoirs have been built 
and are maintained in good order by the state, it has been deemed just 
to grant the privilege of receiving water from the tulaos free of cost, alone 
to the lands which have been assessed. 

36th. It may be interesting to view the financial results, which have 
accrued from a better system of management, and from the improved state 
of the Ehalsa through its reservoirs. This is shown in the following table, 
which exhibits the sum total of the revenue of Ajmeer from a. d. 1842-43 
to 1848-49, and the increase beyond the first entire year of the present 
incumbent's superintendence :

The above statement indicates an increase of Rs. 4,56,301-13-3 from 
1843-44 to 1848-49 beyond the jumma of 184243, the first year of his 
entire charge, this amount being Rs. 2,594-1 3-2| in excess to the sums 
expended on works of irrigation. In the annual revenue is an item of 
Rs. 1,10,813-10-7 which is fixed and invariable being the jumma of the 
Istumrar estates. Their assets greatly augmented during the last few years, 
have not tended to the augmentation of our revenue. The surplus has gone 
to repay the outlay and industry of the landholders. It is also worthy 
of remark that the year 1848-49 was one of unparalleled distress arising 
from the total failure of the periodical rains. But for this severe visitation, 
the excess beyond expenditure on public works would have reached 
Rs. 60,000 or more in addition to the amount above denoted. 

37th. It is now proper to take a cursory review of the 
present financial arrangement, and to examine the grounds 
on which its permanency is based. Agreeably to No. 5 
Statement of the Appendix, it will be seen that the amount 
of the Decennial Settlement, together wath those mouzahs 
whose jumma was unfixed, is

SETTLEMENT REPORT OF AJMEER. 



It is to be borne in mind that the settlement now effected was entered 
into, on a year immediately succeeding a season of great distress, in 
which all classes of cultivators had largely partaken. Under this consider- 
ation, the sums foregone may not be viewed as being large in amount. The 
measure was, however, indispensible, and no alternative was available. 
Nearan and Boydpoora have been excluded from this jumma. They may 
be thus noticed :

38th. After the failure of every settlement made by Officers of ac- 
knowledged character and high ability since 1818, it may be asked what are 
the pretensions to superiority claimed by the present arrangement? The 
experience of the last nine years has shewn that there is no inherent diffi- 
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culty in the administratioa of the affairs of Ajmeer. Common sense, tact 
and industry are the principal qualifications required on the part of the Su- 
perintendent. An officer, possessing those attainments and having the 
welfare of his charge at heart, will find the task one of comparative 
ease and of great pleasure. In the hands of such a functionary it may be 
expected the settlement will receive its due meed of attention. The increase 
of agricultural means beyond what are available during the currency 
of past settlements are the weapons with which we hope to cope success- 
fully with drought. Prepared as we are now with our reservoirs ready to 
husband up every fall of rain, if unable to ward off its effects, we are in a 
fitter position to qualify its deteriorating influence. Tulaos are not offered as 
a panacea against famine. They are the best substitute in a hilly country 
divested of living rivers, and possessing no under-current in the soil, that 
can be devised in the absence of streams supplied by the melting of the 
snow. One heavy fall of rain may fill them at any time during the year, 
and thus supplied with the means of irrigation, the revenue may be paid 
with ease, consequent on the enhanced price of grain in a season of drought. 
In seasons of unmitigated severity such as that of 1848-49, a general remis- 
sion more or less, according to local circumstances, will be unavoidable. 
Other partial cases of necessity may arise, but no remission should be en- 
tertained or recommended for sanction on the suggestion of District Officers. 
On the occurrence of any case of this nature, the Superintendent should inva- 
ribly test the accuracy of the place in point. The Captain of a company 
who is embued with a proper esprit de corps is conversant with the qua- 
lifications of each soldier without a reference to the character book. Al- 
though, the same minute acquaintance with each village cannot be expect- 
ed fi:om a District Officer, still if he consults his own ease and fi*eedom of 
action, and sincerely desires the welfare of the people placed under his rule 
a frequent and free intercourse with the people at their own villages will 
make hun acquainted with the Putails and headmen, as also with the 
resources of the mouzah and the general character of the cultivators. Mutual 
benefits will arise from this more intimate acquaintance. The advent of the 
Superintendent will be looked for with feelings of anxiety and pleasure by 
the villagers, as he is the arbiter of their rights, the prompter of the pros- 
perity, and the source from whence pecuniary assistance is obtained in sea- 
sons of distress. The labors of the Superintendent will be fully repaid by 
the satisfaction he will enjoy in watching the progress of improvement and 

3 
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in the prompt obedience bis suggestions and orders will receive from the 
people. Ample opportunity will be afforded him for reconciling differences 
that may arise and for settling questions having reference to land. Indeed, 
he will find that business is more satisfactorily conducted in the heart of the 
the district amidst the Zemindars, than at the Ajmeer kutcherry 
surrounded by crowds of Vakeels and Mookhtears, whose livelihood depends 
on strife. Nor does any cogent reason exist for his constant presence at 
Ajmeer, for all questions of perplexity and embarrassment, which formerly 
occupied so much of his time, have now altogether ceased. Ajmeer has for 
so many years suffered neglect in this respect, that the necessity for fre- 
quent visits into the district on the part of the Superintendent cannot be too 
strongly inculcated. The permanence then of the present settlement is 
mainly grounded on the increased facilities afforded to agriculture, and the 
means we now command for mitigating the severities of drought. With 
these auxiliaries, strengthened by the cordial co-operation and support of the 
Superintendent, we may confidently anticipate the success of the arrange* 
ments. Moreover, the character of the people has much improved during 
the last nine years. The Istumrardars, Jagheerdars and Ehalsa cultivators 
have been taught to look to the soil as the only source from whence inde- 
pendence and consequence are to be attained. If therefore they were 
thrifty during kham management, the settlement which fixes our demand, 
•will tend much to promote their industry. It is not too much to expect 
that on their energies being brought into ftdl operation, much of the 53,788 
acres of Buranee land will be converted into Chahee or Tulabee, and that 
39,458 acres of bunjur judeed will become Buranee. Upon the whole, with an 
energetic system of management, the prospect of futurity is cheering. 

39th. The indisposition of the people to take up the settlement has been 
noticed : this feeling arose from ignorance combined with apprehension of 
seasons of scarcity^ There was moreover an effort made to secure mora 
favorable terms for themselves. For the correction of this feehng, and for 
the establishment of a due appreciation of its merits, we must look to the 
conciliatory powers of the Superintendent. But as the duties of this officer 
are multifEirious, and he can only devote a portion of his time to business 
in the district, it is extremely desirable he should be aided in this division 
of his labors by the services of an active, willing and hard-working Native 
Deputy Collector, of an officer, in a word, who will take a pride in the full 
and efficient performance of his duty. The Assameewar khewut of Ajmeer 
2 
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IB now in progress. On its completion that at Mairwarah will be taken in 
hand. Employment is thus oflfered to such an officer till the close of the 
current year. But the business of khewut is new to both districts, and the 
Putwarees are only partially conversant with the details of their office, 
which, independently of the framing of their periodical records, involve 
the preparation of a new Register on the termination of each harvest. If 
the village accountants be well drilled and closely supervised, the account 
will be maintained with correctness and regularity. Without this minute * 
scrutiny and superintendence, the advantages contemplated from the khus« 
reh survey will be lost. Disputes as to the proprietary right of land are to 
be expected on the working of a 'new settlement coming into play. Cases 
of his nature are a legitimate subject for investigation and summary deci- 
sion by this officer. Influenced by these considerations I am induced 
to urge on His Honor's attention, the extreme propriety of appointing an 
officer of the grade of Deputy Collector for the duties of Ajmeer and Mair- 
warah to be continued, at the least, during the next five years. On the 
expiry of that period, he might be discontinued or otherwise, accordingly 
as the then state of circumstances may dictate. 

40th. In May 1843, a proposition was sanctioned by the Governor 
General, agreeably to the correspondence marked No. 8 in the Appendix. 
The plan embraced the discharge of the temporary Khalsa establishment 
and a permanent increase to the Tehseel establishments at Ramsur and Raj- 
gurh. It was of the following strength :

At the time the proposition was submitted to Government its discontinu- 
ance on returning to fixed settlements was contemplated. The district .has, 

H 
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however, since that period been greatly improved in fertility and produce, 
and ander the circumstances attendant on this general improvement, in- 
creased supervision has become a subject of the first importance. The 
original establishment of Ajmeer comprised only one Tehseeldar; but as 
this oflBcer does not possess the powers of ubiquity, we are constantly liable 
to suffer injury and inconvenience if this class be not augmented. Our 
reservoirs are spread over the district. Thus from Sillomean to Gola,^th6 
most northerly and southerly points having tulaos, the distance is up- 
wards of fifty miles. Again in an easterly direction Ajmeer is fifty miles 
from Eekree. It has been shown that the embankments in the Ramsur 
Pergunnah occupy a length of thirty-one miles. It is out of the question to 
look for assistance from one Tehseeldar when during heavy and continuous 
rain, his presence may be called for at the same time at several different 
places in opposite directions. But the contingency is provided for by having 
Tehseeldars and Peshkars at Ramsur and Rajgurh ; the works in the Ajmeer 
pergunnah being looked to by its Tehseeldar. Nor are the services of the 
establishment in question alone required to attend to the efficient state 
of the reservoirs or to afford aid at the moment of emergency. It is a 
fact from which it behoves us to take warning, that the single Tehseeldar 
rarely quitted his office.- The assessment of villages was left to chuprassees. 
The effects of this neglect have been already adverted to in the loss of 
Bs. 1,33,003-7-8 on the Decennial Settlement during seven years. Nor with 
the aid of only one Tehseeldar, unacquainted with the capabilities and 
character of the Khalsa villages, could the resources of the district have 
been developed. The advantages of a minute supervision and energetic 
management have been forcibly shown in the increase of revenue amount- 
ing to Rs. 4,56,301-13-3 in the course of six years, including a season of 
confirmed drought The services of the Tehseeldars and Peshkars at Ram- 
sur and Rajgurh independently of attending to police duties will be most 
beneficially applied in watching and aiding the present settlement, and in 
bringing to the notice of the Superintendent all subjects demanding his 
attention. In the same manner the services of a Serishtedar of the ELhalsa 
villages are urgently necessary. The yearly expense of this establishment 
amounts to Rs. 2,232. Provision has been made for this charge as also for 
the pay of the Deputy Collector in the excess of revenue beyond the 
amount of the Decennial Settlement plus the percentage on the outlay of 
the public works. The measure has received the confirmation of the 
Governor General and no further orders may be called for. The subject 
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has been brought to notice, in view that its continnance, which is respect^ 
Ailly but most earnestly urged, may meet the favx)rable consideration and 
concurrence of His Honor. 

41st. No provision has hitherto been made in any previous settlement 
for constituting a fund for the making and repairing of roads. The atten* 
tion of the Superintendent was called to the importance of the subject by 
His Honor the Lieutenant Governor on his visiting Ajmeer in the close of 
1846. Since that time, through the liberality of the Government, the road 
from Nya Nuggur to Ajmeer, distant thirty-six miles, has been efficiently 
repaired. As also the route from the former place to the Cantonment of 
Nusseerabad distant thirty-two miles. The road from Ajmeer to the 
confines of the Eishengurh principality distant thirteen miles, is now in 
progress. Through a separate grant, bridges and paved watercourses 
have been built, and a metalled road five miles in length, has been constructed 
at Ajmeer. The operations of commerce have been so much facilitated by 
improved roads, that a strong desire has been manifested on the part of the 
community, that this advantage be extended to other routes. The oppor* 
tunity offered for constituting a road fund, while framing the present settle- 
ment, was too favorable to be foregone. On reference to Statement No. 5 
of the Appendix, it will be remarked that a percentage of one per cent, on 
the present jumma, including the eight per cent, on the outlay of the reser* 
voirs, has been taken as a contribution to the road fund : by this arrange- 
ment the fund has gained to the extent of Rs. 45. But no gain was 
contemplated in adopting this course. It was resorted to, in order to 
obviate intricacy in the accounts. Again fractions of a rupee have been 
rejected. The percentage has been foregone on all sums below Rs. 50* 
Above that sum the percentage has been charged. The sum thus set 
apart, amounts to Rs, 1,763. As no contributions for this purpose are 
made by the Istumrardars or Jagheerdars, the sum thus placed at our 
disposal will be inadequate to any large undertaking : still with due care 
and economy, it will prove useful in keeping in repair the roads that have 
already been made, at the same time that further progress will be made 
each year, on a small scale, in other lines of communication. The measure 
is respectfully submitted for the confirmation of His Honor the Lieutenant 
Governor. 

42nd. The present report is more voluminous than had been originally 
contemplated ; the variety of interests in Ajmeer is numerous, and each called 

8 
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for a full and separate notice in all its bearings. Some observations were 
also called for as to the cause of the non-realization of former expectations 
and the promise of permanency of the present lease. It was further 
necessary that the detail of each subject should in itself be complete. Hence 
the reason for its having extended to such a length. In bringing this 
report to a close, I should be wanting in my duty, were I not thus promi- 
nently to notice the great assistance I have received from Sewuk Ram, the 
Serishtedar of Mairwarah and of the Ajmeer Ehalsa possessions. He has 
been associated with me in all my district labors in Mairwarah and Ajmeer 
during the last fifteen and a half years. His assiduity in the discharge of 
his public duty, is as untiring as his integrity is unsullied. Through his 
vigilance, the districts have bfeen surveyed and settlements formed without 
the occurrence of a single case of malpractice on the part of the subordinate 
oflScers or on that of the people. An opportunity will be taken after 
submitting the report on the Mairwarah Settlement, to bring the able and 
praiseworthy services of thisoflScer to the favorable notice of the Honorable 
the Lieutenant Governor, North Western Provinces.

The Agent to the Governor General will be desired to use his 
utmost endeavors to bring to a speedy and fair termination, the dispute 
between mouzahs Chatree of Ajmeer and Nurwur of Kishengurh, which is 
stated (paragraph 5) to be the only one, not yet finally settled, 

3rd. The assessment has been fixed on the villages according to the 
principles laid down in the orders of Government dated 29th December 
1846 and 27th April 1849. In so far as it is calculated to yield the jumma 
fixed by Mr. Edmonstone in 1836, and seven per cent, upon the outlay on 
tanks and reservoirs, which have been constructed under your Superintend- 
ence since 1842, it is highly satisfactory. It is not however clearly stated 
what proportion this bears to the probable net assets of the estates.

These circumstances cannot but give rise to some apprehension that the 
assessment may be found in some degree higher than the country can 
readily pay. 

5th. At the same time the Lieutenant Governor is willing to allow 
weight to the circumstances stated in your 38th paragraph. It is probable 
that time and the security of long leases are alone wanting still further to 
develop the advantages likely to arise from the extensive means of irriga- 
tion now placed at the command of the people. The Lieutenant Governor 
is also ready to trust your local experience and intimate knowledge of the 
people, and to believe that you have so fixed the assessment as to draw forth 
rather than discourage their exertions. 

6th. The Settlement therefore as now fixed by you, and as noted in 

the margin, is confirmed 
for the period of twenty- 
one years.

Khera in Nepolee, Pergunnah Ramsur, all of which have, for special reasons, 
been excluded from the present Settlement. It is however to be understood 
that, except after report to the Government and special sanction, no other 
penalty is to attach to non-fulfilment of the Settlement contract than 
annulment of the lease, and return to kham management. In your annual 
reports, you will of course state in what cases, and under what circum- 
stances, if any, such a measure is necessary. 

7th. The circumstances stated in your 30th paragraph regarding Mahomed 
Khera in Nepolee, Pergunnah Ramsur, are so singular, that some further 
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explanation seems necessary. The grant is represented to have been made 
by Captain Macnaghten and Colonel Alves alone. It is not known how those 
officers were considered competent to perform such an act, which certainly 
is not binding unless confirmed by the Government. In making this grant, 
private right appears to have been infringed, as well as the public revenue 
improvidently alienated. However leniently the Government might view 
the acts of its officers in respect of its own rights, injustice to others in 
favor of any individual cannot be permitted. You are requested specially 
to report who Mahomed Khan was, and why he obtained this grant, and 
whether it has been confirmed by Government.*

245. The lieutenant Goremor in reply obserTcd that although the grant of the land, on which the 
hamlet was situated, to Mahomed Khan in the year 1838 was in some respects irrq^nlar, yet it was confirmed 
by all the Officers, possessing authority in that part of the country, and the grantee could have had no reason 
to fear that his title would be called in question unless it were by a suit in Court, to which the biswahdara of 
mouzah Nepolee had been referred. More than twelve yean had now elapsed without any sach suit being 
instituted, and the grantee was acknowledged to have expended considerable capital in the improvement of the 
land. Under these circumstnioes tiie Lieutenant Governor was of opinion that it was more equitable to allow 
the lease to hold good than to interfere with it. 

246. His Honor agreed with the Superintendent that there was no occasion to uphold the appropria* 
tion of 200 beegahs as Bhoom land after the expiration of Mahomed Khan's lease. When that period arrived, a 
fresh Settlement should be made with Mahomed Kbsn for the whole of the lands, including that now recorded 
as Bhoom on their assets. The management and occupancy of the whole tract should be left with 
Mahomed Khan, according to the tenor of the original engagement, but a malikana allowance of ten per cent, 
on the revenue aisigned to Government under the renewed lease should be granted to the biswahdara of mouxah 
Nepolee ; to be distributed among them in proportion to their shares in that village.

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8th. In paragraph 39 you have cursorily alluded to the preparation of 
the khewuts, and the decision of the many questions regarding the proprietary 
right to the land which are likely now to arise. On the judicious and 
complete termination of this operation the stability of the Settlement will 
mainly depend. The Malgoozars will now find themselves placed in very 
novel circumstances. They will find competency and wealth placed within 
their reach, but it will require vigorous efforts on their part to secure 
these advantages. Unless the energies of all the members of each com* 
munity are put forth simultaneously, and in perfect concert^ dissensions 
and ruin will be the result. 

9th. The administration paper, or wajib-ool-urz, (t;t (2^ paragraph 167 
Directions for Settlement Officers) must be framed with the greatest pru« 
dence and forethought. It must be a faithful record not only of existing 
customs regarding the division of all profits arising out of the lease, but 
also it must contain complete and full provision for the apportionment of 
future profits which are likely to arise from the extended irrigation or 
other improvement of the estate. The Lieutenant Governor is convinced of 
your high qualifications for forming an accurate register of the nature, but 
he apprehends that you are not fully aware of its great importance, and he 
therefore desires me to urge it especially on your consideration. The 
notice of this important subject, which is contained in your report, is by no 
means satis&ctory, and His Honor requests that you will, at as early a 
date as may be practicable, furnish him with a fiill report classifying the tenures 
according to their characteristic features, and describing a few of those, 
which you find to be the most numerous, or most deserving of special notice. 
It is also desirable that you should describe particularly the rules, which 
the proprietors lay down for the regulation of the profits, which may here- 
after arise from bringing waste land into cultivation, or from bringing 
Baranee lands under irrigation. 

The arrangements mentioned in paragraphs 25 to 27, regarding 
certain villages in which the profits are divided between the Government and 
the Istumrardars or Jageerdars, are approved and sanctioned. 

11th. The realization of the benefits likely to accrue from the tanks 
and reservoirs will mainly depend on the efficiency of the provision which 
is made for maintaining those works in efficiency. It appears from para-r 
graph 35 that the funds for this purpose will be derived from three sources* 

Mrst One per cent, on the expenditure upon the bunds, as stipulated 
at the time of Settlement, amounting to Rs. 4,537 per annuoL 
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Second. The produce of fallen or decayed timber trees grown oh the 
embankments. 

Third. A water rent levied on all Bhoom or Jageer lands irrigated from 
the reservoirs. 

12th. It is not expected that the two last sources of revenue will be 
very productive, but the whole is considered ample for the purpose. Of 
this you are no doubt a competent judge, so long as your own time and 
energies can be devoted to the work. But this cannot always be the case, 
and your object should be now to organise an establishment and system, 
which will probably be effective, when your personal superintendence ceases. 
On this subject the Lieutenant Governor would wish to obtain a fuller ex- 
planation of your views. There should perhaps in each mouzah be a Village 
Officer responsible that the reservoirs and water-courses are kept in full 
repair. Instructions should be furnished for his guidance, and specific penal- 
ties attached to failure in his duties. His emolument might be made 
dependant on the extent of irrigated land. A Pergunnah Officer should be 
responsible that the Village Officers do their duty, and over all should be 
placed a District Officer of superior skill and scientific attainments, who under 
the Superintendent's immediate orders, should be employed in constantly 
visiting the works and keeping them in order. Some such organization as 
this would be consistent with the customs of the country, and might probably 
be placed on a footing which would secure to the supervision a character 
of permanency not otherwise attainable. This subject is recommended to 
your attention. His Honor is so strongly convinced of its importance, that 
he is prepared to entertain a proposal, which should make the maintenance 
of the District Officer, and perhaps even the Pergunnah Officers^ an additional 
charge on the State. 

13th. The Lieutenant Governor is glad to find (paragraph 41) that you 
are suitably impressed with the importance of making and repairing the roads 
in the district. One per cent* on the revenue of the Ehalsa Villages yields 
but Rs. 1763, and is quite inadequate for the purpose. Nor does it seem 
equitable that the proprietors of the Jageer and Istumrar Villages, who are 
better able to bear the burthen than the proprietors of the Ehalsa Villages, 
and will profit equally with them, should be wholly exempted from all 
obligation to contribute their quota. It is therefore most desirable that some 
plan should be devised, whereby those persons should contribute to the 
road fund rateably with the rest. This may be effected by an enforce- 
ment of the well-known principle that all holders of land are bound to 
3 
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furnish labourers to keep the public roads in repiur. The money-payment 
would then be a mere composition for the enforced labour. It is not easy 
to determine the rate^ especially in ^he Jageer Villages, but as the survey 
has already fixed the total area of every village, it might be sufficient to 
make it correspond with that which falls on a similar area of Ehalsa land. 
It will be better however to leave you to settle this in communication with 
the people. It is not unreasonable to suppose that they will readily accede 
to the arrangement, when they receive the guarantee of the Government 
that the funds thus raised shall be faithfully disbursed for this purpose ; 
and when they are encouraged to place some of their own members on 
the Committee, to superintend the disbursements, and to see that they are 
properly distributed, of course no part of this sum should be considered 
available for the formation or repair of the mere station roads. 

14th. The maintenance of the Pergunnah Establishments mentioned in 
paragraph 40 is approved. The appointment of Gholam Hosein, to be per- 
manently a Deputy Collector on your establishment, will have provided for 
the want noticed in paragraph 29 of your letter.

entered on. All questions relating to the khewut, and measures arising out 
of the Settlement of rights, and the apportionment of revenue to be paid 
by each separate assamee, were purposely avoided; since these points 
will form the subject of a distinct report to be furnished on the completion 
of the Khewut in the three Pergunnahs. I may here add, for the informa- 
tion of the Honorable the Lieutenant-Governor, that the closest attention is 
being paid to the orders laid down by the Government on this head.

Sir, 

I have the honor to report, for the information ofthe Honorable the 
Lieutenant-Governor North Western Provinces, that the documents of the. 
Ajmeer Settlement, which are required to be submitted to Government as per 
annexed Statement, have this day been forwarded to your address, under 
charge of a chuprassee of this oflBce. They consist of an English translation 
of the vernacular Khe wut, with various Tabular Statements prepared in strict 
conformity with the regulations on this head, and embrace all the minute 
particulars of each distinct Mouzah. The Oordoo Bundobust Misls of three 
Villages, in five volumes, have been submitted for inspection ; the misls of 
all the villages having been prepared in accordance with those now sent. 

2nd. My Settlement Report, dated 28th February 1850, was so full in all 
local matters requiring notice, that few points call for observation, and then 
only, where local requirements have demanded a deviation from the usual 
course. 

3rd. All disputes as to the proprietary right of land have been settled, 
as far as was practicable, personally by the Deputy Collector on the spot. 
In such cases where the parties have not been satisfied with this ofiicer's 
decision, they have been referred for final adjustment to the Superintendent. 
Thus all claims were adjudicated previously to apportioning the rates and 
amount to be paid by each individual, whose name is borne on the khewut 

4th. With exception to one Mouzah Urjunpoorah,Pergunnah Bajgurh, 
a Zemindary Mehal, and whose jumma has been made with Bhowanee 
Singh, the sole proprietor, all the Ehalsa Towns and Villages ofthe District 
are imperfect Putteedaree Mouzahs where each individual proprietor holds his 
separate lands ^ a small portion only of the ruqba remaining undivided. The 
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strict rule is, that those alone who have sunk wells, constructed narees, or 
in any manner have insured irrigation for their lands, are considered Bis- 
wahdars; but in the present khewut a greater latitude has been allowed 
since in many villages the biswahdaree right has been extended to Buranee, 
and in a few instances to Bunjur lands. Throughout the present khewut it 
has been decided, with the assent of the cultivators, that individuals who 
have recently sunk wells, or have arranged for the watering of their land, 
be classed with the ancient biswahdars; enjoying the same privileges as to 
the mortgage or sale of their holdings. 

5th. In order to test the accuracy as to the quantity of land held by 
each assamee, all the biswahdars were from time to time assembled before 
the Deputy Collector, and on this question being satisfactorily determined, 
they were required to elect from amongst their own brother villagers a pun- 
chayet, which were to act as arbitrators in fixing the begehree rates of assess- 
ment, in view to the apportionment of each assamee's respective jumma. In 
determining the rates to be assigned to each section of land, they had to 
consider the nature of the soil, its productiveness and its means of irrigation. 
Lands possessing a good soil, and havingthe advantage of uninterrupted irriga* 
tion from a well, were classed at the highest or first rate : other lands of 
inferior quality, and only commanding water during seasons of plenty, were 
classed as Chahee land of the second, third, and fourth sorts, in reference to 
local circumstances. As far fu it has been practicable to carry out this plan, 
the land has been equitably rated according to its means of production. In 
like manner, in reaqpect to Tulabee and Abee land, the same course has been 
adhered to. Buranee lands, where they have been divided, have been classed 
according to their respective qualities. The highest and lowest rates per 
beegah in the district are as follows : —

In some instances, ^here firom the inferiority of the soil, or from other 
isaasesy a deviation from the above course was deemed desirable, the assess* 
ment has been regulated according to local requirement Another mode 
observed in some Mouzahs has been to assess the qubzawar land lightly ; 
the deficiency of jumma being met from the Shamlat lands tilled by the 
shareholders or paheekashts; for, as the lands remain undivided, and each 
assamee's share is undetermined, the condition is, that any deficiency arising 
out of neglect of tillage, or decrease of produce, will be met by bach'h firom 
each shareholder rateably according to the amount of his khewut. A fiir* 
ther course differs from the foregoing in this respect, that in place of being 
tilled by the shareholders or Paheekashts, the lands ai^e cultivated by the 
hereditary cultivators, and the jumma, instead of remaining unapportioned, 
has been determined for each man, under condition that in case of the death, 
absence or resignation of any of these cultivators, any deficiency in the 
fixed quota will be made up by all the biswahdars by bachli levied in pro- 
portion to the khewut shares. In some Mouzahs the moroosee culti- 
vators also till the qubzawar land in subordination to their respective 
proprietors. The assessment has therefore been made with the here- 
ditary cultivators; the Biswahdars being held responsible for the pay- 
ment of the sum fixed. The jumma fixed on the moroosee cultiva« 
tors has been regulated on the same principle as characterizes that of the 
Bishwahdars ; they receiving no malikanah compensation from the afwesaid 
cultivators, except in Qusbah Kekree, Pergunnah Ramsur, where this class 
pays at the rate of four annas in the rupee per beegah as malikana to the 
proprietors. Among other modes of assessment is that of the Hulsura, or 
revenue realized by bach'h on ploughs. In some Mouzahs, more particularly 
in the Ramsur Pergunnah, the Buranee cultivated and Bunjur Judeed lands 
are so unproductive as to require to remain fallow one or two years after 
cultivation. They hold no assigned cultivators; but are available for tillage 
by any person desirous of cultivating them. In a few instances the Chahee 
lands of inferior quality, the property of absent or impoverished assamees, 
whose wells are in a state of disrepair, or who have foregone the tillage of 
their lands, have been included in the Hulsura lands. Again, the beds of 
tulaos, which frequently remiun submerged to so late a period as not to 
admit of the sowing of the Rubbee, as also in a few cases lands in rear 
of the tulaos, have been classed under the head Hulsura. An assigned 
rate has been fixed per plough in some villages in reference to the abi- 
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lity of the people and the expected return; each man being permitted 
to employ bs much land as can be cultivated by one plough. In eight vil- 
lages the quantity of land has been defined for each plough. The Hulsura 
rate is subject to fluctuation on the increase or decrease of the number of 
ploughs, consequent on death, absence, indigent circumstances or otherwise 
of the people, the Hulsura demand remaining invariable. This course pre- 
vails in twenty-three villages of Pergunnah Ramsur, thirteen ditto in Ajmeer, 
and thirteen ditto in Bajgurh ; total forty-nine. Of this number, the quan- 
tity of land allowed per plough is fixed in eight villages; in the remainder it 
is unrestricted. The highest rate per plough is fifteen, and the lowest, one 
and a half rupee. The Biswahdars are at liberty at any time to divide Hulsura 
lands amongst themselves, either through their own means, or by the aid of a 
Government Ameen. As the Hulsura lands are undivided, they could not 
be inserted assameewar ; but the revenue has been included in each assamee's 
name. The usual share of two-fifths of the produce paid by all the Zemin- 
dars during kham management has been maintained. The Putels, Rajpoots, 
Brahmins and others, who were entitled to certain remissions in the share 
alluded to, have had the same indulgence continued to them ; the beegahree 
rates being reduced in proportion to the several abatements current in each 
village, which, in view to intelligibility, may be thus noted : —

The amount of each individual's share has been duly made known 
to him, and his signature obtained. 

6th. The following Sewaee items of revenue have been appropriated 
for the benefit of the Biswahdars of the mouzah. 

First — Gao shoomaree, or annual grazing rent, levied on cattle agree- 
ably to the following rates, viz. : — 

On each female buffaloe, Annas 8 

On each bullock beyond those employed in tillage, - . • • „ 4 

On each cow, • „ 4 
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On each sheep; ». .. Anna 1 

On each goat, „ 1 

The amount of this item is subject to fluctuation, owing to the variable 
number of the cattle. This custom is of old standing, and appears to have 
been founded on the principle that it i^ equitable ; all classes of the com- 
munity contribute their quota towards the revenue of the mouzah. In some 
places where cattle are in large herds, the people were desirous this cess should 
be abolished ; but with the consent of the majority, it has been retained. 

Second. — The second item is Kholree, which has obtained in all the vil- 
lages of the District from ancient times. It consists of a fee, varying from 
two annas to two rupees levied per house from the non-agriculturists, par- 
tially as ground-rent, and as a recompense for the grass and jungle wood 
•which they are allowed to share. On such parties using their own plough 
bullocks, and contributing towards the land revenue of the village, this 
tax ceases. 

Third. — A third kind is that derived from the manufacture of salt. The 
sum collected on this account is rated at three rupees for each phaora so 
employed. Its amount is inconsiderable, varying from three the lowest, to 
forty-eight rupees the highest, in villages where the soil is suited for this 
purpose. 

Fourth. — Wild indigo is the fourth item. It grows only in a few Mou- 
zahs, and is sold as a whole by the proprietors for a few rupees, when the 
favorable state of the season gives promise it will ripen. 

Fy^th. — ^The proceeds arising out of the sale of jungle wood, and the 
manure of Bunjarra bullocks or the like, that is common to the whole com- 
munity, form a part of the miscellaneous funds. 

Siaith. — The revenue derived from Shamlat cultivated or uncultivated 
land free of khewut assessment, as also the amount sale of indigenous pro- 
duce as grass, kans, motha, khus, &c., form a component portion of this fund. 
The arransrement in reference to the tillage of these lands will be made 
every year through the Lumberdars, who will grant, at the commencement 
of each year, fresh agreements to the cultivators, whether Khewutdars or 
Paheekashts. The Shamlat lands can be divided at the pleasure of the 
people in proportion to the khewut shares, either by themselves or through 
an Ameen. 

Seventh. — In Qusbah Ramsur there is an annual cess, amounting to 
Rs. 60, denominated Chand Sulamee, paid by the Reigurs and Chumars, 

3 
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in consideration of their receiving, as their own perquisites, the hides of 
cattle dying within the limits of the Qusbah. 

7th. The Shamlat items of receipt above indicated will be entered 
according to their respective dates in the Patwaree's accounts under the 
direction of the Lumberdars ; for they are the rights of the proprietors 
paying the Government demand, and are to be apportioned rateably accord* 
inor to the khewut shares, in this manner : — At the close of each harvest 
the village expenses are to be defrayed firom this income, and should any 
balance remain, it has been left optional with the Lumberdars, either to 
distribute the surplus in proportion to the khewut shares, or to give 
assamees credit to that extent in payment of their khewut account. 

8th. The expected future profits of the village may thus be briefly 
noticed. Individually each assamee is at liberty to increase the productive* 
ness of his land, by converting Buranee into Chahee, or Bunjur into Buranee 
land, provided the said land be registered in his name, and in that case the 
profit is his own gain. In like manner, in respect to the whole community, 
Buranee land is given to such as desire to ccmstruct a naree or sink a well 
thereon; the remissions being somewhat more favorable than those allowed 
during kham management as fully detailed in the iqramamah of each 
village. Bunjur, in permanently being turned into Buranee, is also a source 
of profit. Indeed, the ohly advantage anticipated is by augmenting the 
productiveness of the soil, and to induce people to expend capital on such 
improvements, the rates of assessment during the currency of the present 
settlement have been extremely light. 

9th. Chowdrees, Chokraets and Putels, who are the hereditary func- 
tionaries of villages, have been denominated Lumberdars. The number of 
Putels in each mouzah is determined by no fixed rule. They vary accord- 
ing to the extent of population, small villages holding one, while large towns 
have as many as ten. In the Qusbahs independently oi^ and superior to, the 
Putels are classes of officers termed Chowdrees and Chokraets, whose duties 
embrace the superintendence of the interests of the Qusbah with attendance 
at the office of the Tuhseeldar. The Government demands are paid through 
the village officers. Their own lands have been assessed as with respect to 
Biswahdars, with this difference that, in return for their services, their 
khewut shares have been rated on the more favorable tertfis of one-third 
Sarie Teeja, or one-fourth, &c. of the produce in place of two-fifths, the ryot's 
share. They are further entitled to small perquisites on the occasion 
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of births^ deaths and marriages. The brothers of the village oiBcers^ 
whether Chowdrees, Chokraets or Putels, whose lands are undivided^ and 
who prepare food at the same hearth, enjoy the remissions granted to 
their relations ; but when the land has been partitioned, and their families 
prepare their bread at different hearths, their shares are the common 
one of two-fifths the produce. In regard to the sons of village officers, it 
has been decided that whether their land be divided or not, they enjoy 
the remission accorded to their fathers daring the natural period of 
their life. 

10th. The salary of Putwarees or Village Accountants varies in diflfer^ 
ent mouza^. In large towns, it has been fixed in view to the support of 
himself with a Gomashta or Assistant ; while in small villages, the sum de* 
termined is six pie per rupee on the Government demand (3^ percent.) 
The Vernacular Settlement Misuls have been duly given off to them in Hin- 
dee. They have been provided with new Buhees, and the Huftganeh 
system of accounts, in the preparation of which they have been instructed, 
has been introduced. They have further been taught all other modes of 
keeping accounts. 

11th. The Bulahee is a village servant, whose duty it is to cause the 
a4tondance of the Zemindars at the Tuhseel Eutcherry, for the payment of 
the Government dues. He is employed in working the Jureeb when the 
measurememt of land is required ; reports village incidents or waradats to 
the Thannakdar, and gives information to the Tuhseel of matters relating to 
the filling of the tulaos, or of occasional accidents that may happen to 
them^ his salary per mensem varies from eight annas to two rupees. This 
servant is only removable by the Superintendent, on full cause assigned. 

12th. The bachli on account of Mulba khurch, or village expenses, 
will be made every harvest on each proprietor rateably according to the khe- 
wut shares. It is fixed at five per cent, on the junmia; but in case the sum 
thus realized firom small villages, whose jumma is also small, be found 
insufficient, the bach'h may slightly exceed the assigned rate, and decreased 
in like manner in the larger towns and villages where the jumma is consider- 
able, and the sum which would thus be collected be beyond immediate 
wants. The disbursements include several items, such as the salaries of 
Putwarrees, Bulahees and Chpwkeedars ; maintenance of the Lumberdars 
while employed on duty away from their village, stationery expenses on 
account of Putwarrees, the amount of fine levied on the whole mouzah by 
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the Foajdoree Courts ; the tolbanah and other miscellaDeoud espenses. 
Should the balance alone be due from a few assamees, they will personally 
he held responsible for this, the tulbanah charge ; otherwise, it wiU devolve 
on the whole muhal : these accounts will be duly entered in the Putwarree's 
books, find examined from time to time by the Deputy Collector and the 
Superintendent. 

13th. In fifty-eight villages, the protection of the property of the 
people, and of that of travellers traversing their boundaries, is vested in the 
Bhoomeahs or rural Police, who hold lands ^ free of rent in requital for 
service ; whilst in eighteen, Chowkeedars have been appointed generally 
at the rate of Bs. 3 per mensem, which sum is paid either from the 
Mulba Fund by bach'h on houses, or from the purao or haUing fees paid 
by travellers for the protection of merchandize and cattle, as detailed in the 
Police Statement forwarded to the Government. In four, there are no 
specific Chowkeedars : the protective arrangement of the villages resting with 
the Zemindars. 

14th. The subjects detiuled above appear to include all questions 
deserving of distinct notice, as differing in a slight degree from the engage- 
ments usual in settlement arrangements in the Proviuces. Eveiy matter 
is, however, fully described in the Village Iqramamah> which is a foithfiil 
record of the rights of the people.

I h&ve the hoaor to forward, for the mformatlon of the Hon'ble 
theliieateiutnt Grovemor North Western Provinces, a Statement showing the 
revenue derived from the district of Ajmeer during the year ▲• d. 1849^50, 
88 c<Hnpared with the receipts during the preceding year. 

2nd. The past is the first year of our new Settlement, and though 
we were emerging from a year of extreme drought, and the rains of 1849 
were so light as only to fiU one of our tulaos (Jugpoora, near the Nusseera* 
bad Race Course) to overflowing ; yet the rents were discharged without 
difficulty. We have no criterion from which to form an estimate of the 
quantity of rain which fell last year ; as Regulation Gauges were only fixed 
at the Tuhseels and Eutcherries during the present season. Judging how* 
ever from the experience of the present year, it may be assumed that twelve 
inches of rain will constitute what may be termed a moderately good season, 
and that on such occasions the Settlement rent will be paid with ease, tn no 
other country perhaps in India would so small a quantity as twelve inches 
of rain be sufficient for the ripening of the Ehurreef and Rubbee crops ; much 
less would that supply suffice for our mountainous districts, where the water 
if unopposed, runs off at once, only affording a partial saturation to the soil 
This inconvenience has however been remedied through the agency of our 
reservoirs, and if they be partially replenished, drought may be kept at arm's 
length. The present season has been less favorable than that of 1849 ; 
some clusters of villages have not received rain enough to cause the vege- 
tation of the grass. Under such unpropitious circumstances we have no 
alternative save to relax our terms to meet local exigencies. The Tuhseel- 

3 
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dars, with the Deputy Collector^ are now' visiting each Ehalsa Mouzah, and 
on receiving their report, the places will be examined by me. On this duty 
being performed, a report will be made for His Honor's information. The 
inconvenience to which the people generally are subjected, is the enhanced 
price of grain, owing to the failure of the crops in Marwar, and the conse- 
quent drain of grain for that country. Would Marwar follow the example 
shown by Ajmeer and Mairwarah in husbanding up the benefits vouchsafed 
by Providence through the medium of tulaos, while providing the means 
of subsistence for their own subjects, she would be conferring a permanent 
advantage on the adjoining countries, which are now periodically punished for 
her neglect through the enhanced price of grain. The partial relaxation 
of our Settlement terms will so far be of benefit, in proving to the people 
that their welfare is our first consideration : this circumstance will not fail 
to act as a stimulus to exertion ; since they have now the assursmce that all 
profit beyond the amount of fixed rent is their own peculiar gain. 

3rd. Our revenue during the past year amounts to Rs. 4,10,577-13-5, 
and this sum may be considered a fair return on the occasion of mode- 
rately good seasons. It shows an increase of Rs. 63,901-9-8 over the preced- 
ing year ; but as that was a season of confirmed drought, the advantage is 
only of a temporary nature, and, it is hoped, will be of rare occurrence,

I have the honor to forward, for the information of the Hon'ble the 
Lieutenant Governor North Western Provinces, a Statement showing the 
amount of Revenue derived from the district of Ajmeer, including the 
talooq of Shahpoora, as compared with that of the foregoing year, for the 
year 1850-51. 

2nd. The twenty-one years' Settlement came into operation during 
1849-50, and as the season was moderately feivorable, the whole of the 
revenue was collected without trouble. The rainy season of 1850 was 
extremely unpropitious, owing to the paucity of rdn which fell : this circum- 
stance is shown by the fact that amongst all our extensive works of 
irrigation, only two tulaos, Jugpoora and Nearan, were filled to the over* 
flowing point. Our Settlement has been based, and hinges on the replenish- 
ment of the tulaos. On their being filled, ample opportunity is offered to 
the cultivators of paying their quota of rent, and of providing for their own 
support. In failure of the necessary supply of rain, our demands are relaxed 
acoordingly, as circumstances, after a full enquiry as to the produce of 
each distinct village, warrant. A recourse to this measure was foreseen 
and provided for on entering on the Settlement In furtherance of this 
arrangement, His Honor, in your letter No. 2008, under date 3rd June last,, 
was pleased to sanction remissions in the Ajmeer district to the extent of 
Bs. 13,063 as duly set forth in the accompanymg Statement On referring 
to this document^ it will be remarked that balances are stated to be due 
firom two places; at Eekree extending to Rs. 3,888-8-0, and at Sucana 
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to Ss« 22ft. On visitiiig the fonner town on the ITth^ and Surana on 
the 25th Novemher 1850, orders were given to the Tuhseeldar, after 
dose examination of the cidtiyationy to hold those sums in abeyance, pending 
the sanction of Government. Through a mistake in' the Persian office, 
these places were not included in the Statement of proposed remissions 
transmitted with my letter to you. No. 107, under date 6th May last. 
Hence, pending sanction, for which I have to solicit express authority, the 
two items amounting to Bs* 4113-8-0 have been include^ in the column 
of balances due. 

3rd. On referring to the enclosed Statement, it will be noticed that 
although land revenue rmnissions have been authorized to the extent of 
Rs. 13,063, yet through returns of Eham management. Customs and 
Abkarree, the excess beyond the preceding year slightly exceeds this sum, 
and notwithstanding that the deficiencies of Kekree and Surana have to be 
provided for in this estimate, still the pecuniary out-turn of the district, in 
relation to the unfavorableness of the season, is extremely satisfactory. 

4th. As the sums which constitute the Road and Tulao Funds are 
derived from the Ehalsa villages, it has been deemed right to include them 
in the Revenue Statement, which shows the whole amount drawn from the 
people. 

5th. On my return on the close of December 1850 firom Boorkee, 
after paying my respects to His ^onor, an intimation of the Lieutenant 
Governor's sentiments as to the propriety of contributing their quota towards 
the maintenance and preservation of roads in the district, was made to 
the Istumrardars and Jageerdars. After this announcement, no more excuses 
were adduced ; indeed, many signified their acquiescence to the measure* 
The contributions from these classes amount annually to Rs. 5,013^ 
the first half-yearly instaknent of which was paid with the December kists. 
It being desirable to prove to the Chie&and Jageerdars that this money was 
not required to remain idle in the Treasury, but to be turned to a generally 
useful purpose, some lines of road have already been chosen as offering 
facilities to commerce. The road from Ajmeer to Nusseerabad having, 
under a separate sanction, been completed in a superior style ; it has been 
deemed right to contihue the road from the Cantonment to the Mercantile 
Town of Kekree, a distance of about thirty-two miles, and thence to Sawur, 
twenty miles further. A second line proceeds horn Nyanugger passing 
over the Arabala range by the Pakhurea Ghatta^ through the Pei^unnahs 
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of Mossooda and Bhinaee to Eekree ; the Stance from the latter place 
to Nyanugger being aboat sixty miles. . Good progress has been made in 
this road, while much pains have been bestowed on the pass, which is not 
only wholly free from all difficulties, but extremely easy for the passage of 
wheeled-carriages. Thus^ on the completion of these routes, the produce 
of the Pergunnahs to the East of the GUUs may be brought without difficulty 
to Ajmeer or Nyanugger, accordingly as market prices, or other causes, may 
influence the people. The work thus indicated will be ample, in referencQ 
to extent and expense, for the present season. , 

6th. On the subject of the prospect of the agricultural season, I shall 
have the honor to make some observations in forwarding the Mairwarai^ .

I have the honor to forward, for submission to the Hon'ble 
the Lieutenant Governor North Western Provinces^ a Statement showing 
the amount of Revenue derived fipom the district of Ajmeer, including the 
talooq of Shahpoora, during the year a. d. 1851-52, as compared with that 
of the foregoing year, 1850-51. The rains of the past year 1851, were more 
favorable than those of 1850; hence the remissions have been restricted to a 
few Mouzahs, where the rain was insufficient to replenish the tulaos, and are 
limited to Rs. 2,005. An increase beyond the preceding year of 
Rs. 2,060-3-2 is shown in the receipts from villages under Kham management. 
The Returns of the Customs indicate an improvement to the extent of 
Rs. 4,236-3-1 ; while in Stamp Collections and Miscellaneous Revenue there 
is a decrease of Rs. 6,093-1-2. Although, owing to the decrease sale of 
Stamps, our total jumma is reduced to the extent of Rs. 5,080-8-0, and 
in a pecuniary view we are thus far lowers ; still as these receipt^ are not 
unfrequently swelled through litigation, a reduction in the receipts on this 
head is rather a source of congratulation than an object of regret. The 
following table may make the subject fully intelligible :

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2ncL I have much pleasure in stating for His Honor's information 
that I found all matters very satisfactory during my present tour in the 
district. Convinced of the great utility of tulaos, and that it is through their 
Agency alone, where no nuddee commanding an under-current of water 
is available, that an increase to their income is to be obtained ; the Istumrar- 
dars and «Tageerdars are assiduous in applying the whole of their means in 
constructing new works of irrigation, several of which fell under my obser- 
vation in the course of my tour. After three consecutive years of drought 
in the Pergunnahs of Mussooda, Bhinaee and Kekree, they have this year 
enjoyed a moderately good season; for although the rain did not commence 
falling till si^ weeks after the usual period, a day or two before the 
commencement of August, the supply was ample and continuous for five 
weeks; thereby replenishing the tulaos, and offering the means for an 
extensive Rubbee crop. The Khurreef was necessarily limited from the 
lateness of the rains which delayed the sowings, and from the rotting of the 
early well crops, from the continuousness of the rains after they commenced* 
But in this country where the seasons are so precarious, the people rarely 
look for more than one good crop. As my letter of yesterday's date would { 
no doubt have proved satis£ictory so far as refers to the prosperous state 
of the Ehalsa possessions, no separate notice may be necessary on this head. 

3rd. From an inspection of the accompanying Statement, it will be 
seen that we have a new item of income on account of the contributions of 
the Istumrardars and Jageerdars towards the Road Fund, amounting to 
Bs. 5,028, This welcome aid will conduce much to the improved inter* 
course between Towns and Villages and advance the interests of commerce^ 
During the past year an entire new road has been made from Nya Nugger 
over the Pakhurreea Pass to Kekree, a distance of sixty miles ; the Mair« 
warah portion being charged to its fimdr The communication from Nus- 
seerabad to the same town, Kekree, has been efficiently completed, distance 
thirty-two miles ; [and thus the produce of the Pergunnahs to the east may 
be brought, according to the pleasure of the people, to market at Nya 
Nugger, Nasseerabad or Ajmeer; since through the liberality of Government 
a superb road, bridged throughout, unites the latter place with the Canton- 
ment of Nusseerabad. It was originally intended to join Sawur with 
Kekree ; but the lateness of the season at which these two lines were 
completed, induced a delay, until the present working season. During 
the present year it is proposed to improve the communications between 
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Ramsur, Bhinaee and Bajgarh with Nusseerabad, between Ajmeer and 
Rajgurh the road will be made good ; while the communication from Sawur 
to Kekree will be completed. These lines, with addition to two Masonry 
Bridges at Istumrardar and Jageer Villages on the road from Nya Nugger 
to Ajmeer will give us ample employment until the setting in of the ensuing 
rains. With due attention to economy the requirements of the district 
will all be met in the course of a few years, when our funds will become 
available for keeping all lines of communications in a state of efficient repair. 
4th. Much attention has been bestowed in the examination of the 
Khalsa tulao embankments, and it is with feelings of no ordinary satisfac'> 
tion, I possess the ability to report that with a very few exceptions, and 
whose defects may easily be remedied, all the works are in a high state of 
serviceableness and efficiency. Time and observation have admitted of the 
rectification of defects, not apparent at the time of construction, or before 
the works had been put to the test of severe trial. They are now in a 
position to stand the closest scrutiny. At the time His Honor visited the 
district in K46, few of the Ajmeer tulaos were completely finished, while 
some had not been commenced. Hence their appearance may be compared 
to an unfinished house in respect to the same when completed, furnished 
and occupied. The masonry of the works has completely set, the earth of 
the bunds has settled down, and presents a smooth unbroken surface ; while 
the trees at a respectful distance from the masonry, occupy the rear 
portions of the embankments. It is intended during the present season 
to ^expend a large portion of our income, Rs. 5,125, in the construction 
df rear retaining walls of lime masonry or dry stone, according to local 
requirements. In the course of a few years, it is expected all the bunds 
requiring this defence may receive provision. A rear retaining wall 
conduces much to the compactness of the embankment, prevents the 
rear slope of the earth from being washed into furrows ; thereby completely 
securing the integrity of the earthen work : while its presence is the best 
guard we can place agidnst the operation of all wild animals, who would 
desire to make the embankments their residence ; for, with this obstacle, 
their ravages would be limited to the superior surface of the bund, and 
which would be open to observation.

2nd. As His Honor is desirous I should state my opinion as to the 
well working or otherwise of the Settlement during its currency, so far as 
experience has warranted, I cheerfully avail myself of the opportunity thus 
afforded, and after a short review of some of the principal circumstances 
which induced me to determine on the present jumma, I will at once 
proceed to notice the result of the present measure, grounded on the 
experience of three and a half years. 

3rd. It is true, as stated in Mr. Secretary Thornton's letter, No. 1255, 
under date 25th April 1850, that the highest jumma ever realized in the 
district in 1819-20, amounted to Rs. 1,73,482, and that the greatest 
return of revenue during the Kham management of my ^superintendence, 
viz. in 1847-48, amounted to Rs. 1,67,237, both of these sums being 
less than the gross assessment now fixed, Rs. 1,77,519. But in forming 
the present jumma, the means and capabilities of each distinct mouzah 
were considered, irrespective of what had been or would be the total return 
from the whole pf the Khalsa Mehals, A reference to the Tabular General 
Statement, forwarded with my letter No. 153, of the 19th May last, will show 
that the largest receipts during the thirty years preceding this Settlement 
from villages, without reference to any particular year, amounted to 
Rs. 219 228 while on the same principle, taking the highest jumma 
during the seven years of Kham management under me, the amount was 
Rs. 1 82 431. Wherever the present assessment has exceeded the largest 
receipts from any single mouzah, strong reasons for the adoption of this 
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course exist, and have received full notice in the English translations of the 
Village Ehewut Statements submitted to Government The main cause for 
a recourse to this measure may be found in the elevation of embankments 
immediately preceding or following on the present Settlement, added to the 
return of assets to villages, through the resumption of rent'fipee or Bhoom 
land encroachments. The total jumma of any single year cannot be 
assained as a criterion whereon to determine the revenue of any particular 
mouzah ; for in this country, the periodical rains are so uncertain, that while 
one section of the district may be enjoying prosperity through a seasonable 
supply of rain, another may be suffering from drought. It is further of the 
first importance to bear in mind that the present Settlement has been 
based on the replenishment of the tulaos, which are the foundation of our 
prosperity, and that on this supply failing, partial remissions are unavoid** 
able* Hence as our terms are relaxed when there is a positive deficiency 
of rain in one section of the district, it is just we should participate in the 
good fortune which attends that portion, where the tulaos are filled. At 
the same time it may be observed that the Settlemeiit followed so closely 
on the construction of our works of irrigation, that had the measure been 
postponed even for a period of a few years further, the district would have 
yielded a revenue considerably higher than is now fixed ; since the latent 
capabilities would, by that time, have been developed, and the Settlement 
jumma would then have appeared reasonable, in reference to antecedent 
years. 

4tb. During the last six weeks of my present tour, I have visited 
the greater portion of the district, and have paid particular attention to the 
Khalsa possessions. The result of this close examination has been as satis^* 
factor^ to me as it will prove gratifying to His Hgpor. The people are 
perfectly satisfied with their Settlement, which is working as well as the most 
sanguine expectation could desire. On no occasion has a wish for a return 
to Kham management been expressed, and the reason is obvious ; for in 
ordinary good seasons, when the tulaos are filled, there is, with a moderate 
degree of industry on the part of the people, an ample margin of profit 
allowed to each village ; while under Settlement there is a perfect freedom 
of action, and a total abstinence from vexation and annoyance, as to the 
time of sowing and cutting their crops, inseparable from Eham bundo- 
bust arrangements. Generally speaking, the village Accountants are conver- 
sant with their business. The Huftganah accounts were examined daily in 

2 
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the presence of the Patels and Zemindars of each mouzah; a measure which 
carried satisfaction with it, as proving to the people that no unjust advan- 
tage could be taken by the village authorities over the community. Wher- 
ever Shamilaut lands remained undivided, a direct profit accrued to the 
mouzah. The village expenses have further been confined within necessary 
limits. In some villages, the Tofeer has been divided rateably, according 
to the khewut shares. In others, the people more wisely purpose using it 
to their permanent benefit, in elevating their embankments ; thereby ren- 
dering the tulaos more profitable, and securing an increased Tofeer. Seve- 
ral arrangements of this nature are now under consideration. The works 
will be elevated by ourselves at the cost of the mouzah. It is probable 
in future that this course will meet general adoption, ,where the extent 
of the Tofeer admits of the improvement of the smaller tulaos. Minor 
Zemindaree works, as Narees and Wells, which in their construction will 
benefit the people as well as the Tofeer, are steadily progressing. Dur- 
ing the twelve years of my official connection with Ajmeer, and although 
my visits to the district were monthly during several years, on no previous 
occasion has general prosperity been more apparent than during my present 
tour. Many cultivators have collected their kinsmen to assist them in 
their labors, and thus the means of villages have been augmented through 
the increase of families. Substantial houses of stone with slabbed roofs are 
rising up in all quarters. Indeed, it is not too much to say, that in many 
instances hamlets are growing into villages, and villages into towns provided 
with small bazars. Progress is at present the marked feature of the people. 
These evidences are the more satisfactory, as they may be taken as a true 
indication that the Settlement is not only agreeable, but profitable to the 
people ; and as long as the seasons are moderately good, and the Super- 
intendent continues to devote his attention to the welfare of the important 
charge committed to his trust, will the Settlement work well, and the 
people be happy and prosperous.

Sir, 
ReT. Dept. I aDi directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated 
14th ultimo, No. 298, conveying your opinion as to the working of the 
Settlement of Ajmeer during its currency so hx as experience has 
warranted. 

2nd. The Lieutenant Governor feels satisfied that the assessment 
imposed upon the district is not more than can be realized in ordinary 
years under good management, and feels confident that so long as your 
admirable management of the districts is maintained, the people will continue 
to improve in every respect. His Honor would wish now more particularly 
to direct your attention to the importance of training up a School of 
Europeans or Natives, or both, who shall be thoroughly masters of your 
views, and of the means you employ for carrying them out, and shall be 
prepared not only to maintain them, after your departure, in the district 
over which you preside, but also to extend them to other parts of the 
country, where they may prove equally beneficial both to the State and to 
the people. 

3rd. The attention of the Lieutenant Governor is constantly directed 
to the attainment of this object, and he trusts that you will omit no 
opportunity of forwarding it which presents itself to your notice.

I have the honor to forward, for the informAtion and orders of 
the Hon'ble the Lieutenant Governor North Western Provinces, a report on 
the details connected with the Reveilue Settlement of Mairwarah, as feur as 
present circumstances admit. 

2nd. The Resolution of the Government, No« 2811, under date 30th 
June 1847, conveyed the instructions for the formation of a Survey 
Establishment for the Professional Survey of Ajmeer and Mairwarah under 
Lieutenant D. C. Vanrenen^ of the Artillery ; the Ehusreh Survey being 
conducted by the Superintendent. 

3rd. The demarcation of the Boundaries of Villages was commenced 
in January 1847, on the completion of the boundary arrangements in the 
Ajmeer district. The plan observed in carrying out this work, was 
analogous to that which prevailed in the neighbouring district. Ameens 
(Ware appointed to mark off the limits of ckistera of villages under the 
supervision of the Tehseel Department. All cases were adjudicated by 
assessors named by the parties in . contact, and in most instances razee- 
;iiamahs were effected. Where difficulties had to be reconciled, their 
adjustment . devolved on the Superintendent, who, Corther, with the able 
assistance of Ruttun Raj Singhee, on the part of Marwar, defined the 
border between that State and Mairwarah, extending over a distance of 
nearly one hundred miles, to the entire satisfaction of the border villages. 
A fiill and complete record has been made of each individual boundary, and 
throughout the tract, pillars of masonry have been constructed : large erect 
slabs have been firmly fixed in the soil, or chubootnas, formed of dry stone 
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masonry have been built, accordingly as the nature of the ground warranted, 
as landmarks, except where the distinction is palpably apparent in the 
water-shed line of the ranges of hills. The expense incurred in the erection 
of internal boundary pillars or landmarks, was borne by the Zemindars. 
In respect to border villages, the cost was equally shared by our neigh* 
hours, and our own cultivators. 

4th. In developing the latent resources of the district, numerous 
hamlets have been located on waste or unemployed lands. In some instances 
they were attached to the parent village, as Dakhilee Eehras ; but generally 
speaking, they were considered as Uslee, and their revenue was brought 
on our accounts, distinct from the village on whose lands they had been 
located. With respect to pasturage, the felling of wood and other privi- 
leges, all enjoyed an equal right ; for the hamlets had been planted with 
the approbation of the parent village. In permanently defining boundaries, 
it was deemed judicious to preserve the ancient limits of each mouzah, as 
far as local circumstances warranted the measure; and in this manner, 
many of the new locations have been included within the boundary ^mits 
of other mouzahs. This measure much reduced the labor of marking and 
defining the areas ; while it has been attended with no inconvenience : since 
the jumma of each Eehra has been separately maintained, and its rights 
and privileges in respect to the parent village, will be equitably provided 
for in the khewut arrangements. The Chie& of neighbouring States mani- 
fested no indisposition in defining the border. Indeed, the proposition 
generally received their cordial acquiescence ; for the final Settlement of 
the question would relieve them of many anxieties, which had increased 
^with the growing desire of the Mairs to extend their lands. Some soreness 
was shown by the Chief of Budnor, arising out of the New Settlement of the 
Reechmal Hill affair, and some few boundaries within his villages remained 
unadjusted. But on the final adjudication of the border line between 
Mussooda of Ajmeer, and Meywar, these cases were brought to a close 
by my Assistant, Lieutenant B. P. Lloyd. 

5th. It was deemed equitable that the expense incurred on account 
^f the Extra Establishment, while employed in defining th6 Hmita of each 
village, should be borne by the State, for the measure emanated from us, 
and was not solicited by the cultivators. Hence, the cost was charged in 
Monthly Contingent Bills, and on the amount being passed by the Civil 
Auditor, it was rateably debited in the accounts of the three divisions of 
■the tract, viz. Ajmeer, Meywar and Merwar. 
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6th. The Professional Survey of Ajmeer having been well advanced^ 
a portion of its establishment was detached to Mairwarah in the middle of 
February 1848. The Perguimahs of Jak, Shamgurh, and Beawr, were first 
taken in hand, and the survey operations were carried on there, on the same 
principle as had characterized Lieutenant Vanrenen's proceedings in Ajmeer, 
viz. a map of each distinct town and viUage was prepared, the external 
boundary marked, the locality of the habitations and tulaos shown, and 
hills and .water-courses were indicated, while the land under culture was 
sketched. These maps further embraced the usual rural statistics. ,The 
course pursued in these Pergunnahs could not however be continued in the 
more mountainous parts of the tract, for owing to the denseness of the 
jungle on some of the hills, the line of vision was completely obstructed; 
while the removal of the jungle would have been a work of labor and 
expense not warranted by circumstances. After much discussion between 
the Surveyor and the Superintendent, it was decided that the survey of 
the more mountainous Pergunnahs of the district should assimilate, as far as 
might be practicable, to that of Sehagpore, surveyed by Major Wroughton. 
The principal hills having been chosen, as st ations of observation, the form 
and position of the Pergunnahs have been faithfully delineated through a 
net-work of triangles; the villages, tulaos, and marked features of the 
country, thus included within the triangulation, being distinctly surveyed, 
and their position fixed. The division of the district imder the charge 
of the Tehseeldar of Todgurh, including the Pergunnahs of Kot-Eurana, 
Bhaelon, Todgurh, and Dewair, has been shown in one map : while Saroth

and Chong have each separate Pergunnah Maps. The Professional Survey 
of Mairwarah was completed in eight months; Lieutenant Vanrenen, with his 
establishment, having quitted Ajmeer about the middle of October 1848. 

7th, As the l^husreh Survey in Ajmeer progressed, and Ameens became 
available, they were, from time to time, transferred for this duty in Mairwa- 
rah. The work was commenced in May 1848, and concluded together with 
that of the Ehutoonee process in December 1849. Had the full complement 
of means been maintained entire, the business would have been completed 
in less time ; but as necessity demanded, Ameens were withdrawn for the 
purpose of finishing the Ehutoonee and Purtal arrangements in Ajmeer. 
Much attention has been bestowed on the measurement of the lands, and on 
the preparation of the maps : the extent pf the fields, the nature of the soil, 
and the general accuracy of each document, having been severally tested by 
the Tehseeldars and the Deputy Collector. Still, owing to the great irregu-

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larity of surface, and of the interve ntion of ranges of hills within the area of 
various villages, the maps* are only an approximation to the truth. Our 
main object of solicitude refers to the faithful delineation and true local- 
ity of the land under culture, and this purpose has, as far as was 
practicable in the absence of scientific instruments, been compassed. The 
expenses attendant on the Ehusreh Survey have been charged in Monthly 
Contingent Bills, and after being duly audite, the charge has been ratably 
debited to each portion of the tract, as in respect to the outlay in demarking 
the village boundaries. 

8th. The circumstances which unavoidably induced a delay in the 
Revenue Settlement of Ajmeer, have been fully entered into, in the Settle* 
ment Report of Ajmeer, dated the 28th February last. The same cause, which 
operated in that District, had immediate application to Mairwara. It is 
therefore unnecessary to dilate on this subject Drought happily having 
been succeeded by a partial return to more propitious times, and the Ajmeer 
Settlement having been acquiesced in by its Ehalsa villages, that of Mair* 
wara was entered on during the close of December 1849. The Zemindars 
of Pergunnah Beawr, J&tShamgurh and Chang, having been called to the 
Superintendent's Bungalow, the particulars of each mouzah were made known 
to the people, in the same manner, as had been observed in regard to Ajmeer. 
Whether it was that marked success had crowned our labors in this respect 
in the Ajmeer District, or that the people of Mairwara are more primitive, 
and less familiar with the Rules and Regulations than their brethren of the 
adjoining District, our propositions were generally received with approba* 
tion. Some few objections were started with a view to relieve the weight 
which had been apportioned to the several mouzahs; but these were 
withdrawn, and our terms accepted, on a full explanation of circumstances. 
No doubt, the final decision of the Settlement of Ajmeer had due weight 
with the Mairs, and induced them, with a slight hesitation on the part of a 
few, to agree at once to our terms. The people were well satisfied firom long 
experience, that our intentions towards them were good, and that their 
welfare and future advancement formed the basis of our consideration. 
In a matter of this importance, involving the interests of the people 
through the long period of twenty years, a few dissentient voices were 
not to be altogether unexpected. The business was wholly new to 
them, and they could not divest themselves of the fact that each field 
was to pay its share of revenue. The measure enjoined that each indi-* 
vidual of the community should be required to contribute his quota 

p 
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towards the expenses of the State in reference to the quantity of 
land he possessed^ and that, as heretofore under Kham management^ he 
would cease to be at liberty to cultivate his land or allow it to remain fallow. 
In a word, our plan called for the uninterrupted industry of each cultivator. 
Anxiety as to the liquidation of his due was thus implanted in the breast 
of every Zemindar. The issue, as the result of a first essay, was much 
more favorable than the fondest anticipations had pictured ; for neither the 
Superintendent nor his public officers could foresee, whether the proposi* 
tion for a fixfed Settlement would chime in with the feelings of the people, 
or whether the measure would be rejected in toto. During the first day, 
the 28th December 1849, seventy-three villages with their hamlets signi- 
fied their acquiescence. On the following day, the assent of the remaining 
villages under the Beawr Tehseel was given. Thus, in the couEse of little 
more than a day and a half, our Settlement arrangements were concluded 
with one hundred and sixty-eight villages and hamlets, and ail parties 
appeared to be p^ectly satisfied with the arrangement. 

9th. The Khalsah villages of Ajmeer and those subordinate to the 
Beawr Tehseel having been settled, it was conjectured, no difficulty would be 
experienced in completing the arrangement with the Saroth Pergunnah, and 
the distant villages of Beawr attached to that Tehseel: for the Zemindars 
are quiet and industrious, and had benefitted largely from our extended 
plans for agricullural improvement. The result confirmed our anticipa- 
tions. The heads and principal people of each village were collected at 
the Superintendent's Camp at Saroth on the 6th January 1850, while on 
his annual tour in the District. The particulars of each distinct village 
were read and explained to the Putels and elders, and the reasons for 
assigning the proposed jumma fully communicated. The proposition 
received the unchallenged concurrence of the people, and in the course of 
one day, eighty-seven Villages and Eehras signified their approval of the 
Settlement. 

10th. The arrangements for Todgurh came under discussion on the 
arrival of the Superintendent's Camp at that place on the 1 1th of January 
1850. The same course was observed in making the heads and chief 
men of each town and village fully acquainted with the means and produc« 
tiveness of their mouzahs, as had marked our procedure at other Tehseels. 
Many villages agreed at once to the sum which bad been settled as their 
jumma. The first to offer any serious objection to our terms was the 
village of Burar. The means and appliances of the village, together with 
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the revenue the place had yielded daring former years, were duly and folly 
made known to the people, and it was palpably shown to them that the 
jumma determined on was extremely equitable; the sum fixed being 
twenty-seven per cent below what the crops had yielded when their 
means of irrigation were less extensive. All argument and reasoning were, 
however, lost on the people, who appeared determined to make a stand. It 
is proper to observe, that Burar is less orderly and obedient to orders 
than any village in the tract It offered considerable opposition to the 
British Force ; venturing on two occasions to attack its guns on the reduction 
of the country in 1819. The people are thrifty, and are good cultivators ; 
but their pristine spirit remains intact This feeling was partly partici- 
pated in by other mouzahs at, and adjoining the Dewair Pergunnah; but as 
the sum assigned, as the jumma of Burar, was just and equitable in every 
respect, an adherence to the result of mature deliberation was deemed 
essential This course had been observed in the Ajmeer District, and it 
was considered right to maintain the integrity of the settlement ])ewair 
Pergunnah, and the remaining mouzahs of Todgurh, readily yielded to 
reason. Burar, therefore, alone remained dissentient The Putels and 
elders had accompanied the Superintendent on his tour through that part 
of the District, and had been witnesses to the measures acquiesced in by all 
the Pergunnahs subordinate to Todgurh. At length, on the day the 
Camp was to leave that part of the District, reason had its sway. They fully 
signified their assent to our terms. Motives of false pride had influenced 
the Burar people in offering opposition to us, with a view to enhance their 
own consequence amongst the denizens of the hills. They had entertained 
a hope that their example would have been followed by their clan brethren, 
and thus, through their efforts, a slight reduction in the proposed jumma 
might be effected ; the reputation of this good service to the Pergunnah 
accruing to them. But the good sense of the other villages prevailed in 
their meeting our views ; while Burar was at length forced, through shame, 
to offer its submission; their acquiescence being as graceless, as it was 
unavoidable. 

11th. That the settlement is acceptable to the people, there can be no 
doubt, . and the only thing necessary to its well working, is moderately 
good seasons. In a country so elevated, and which alone derives advantage 
firom the rain which falls on its own lands, the replenishment of the tulaos 
is a ^ne quA rum of the prosperity of the tract' With the filling of the 
tanks, the under-current of the soil which supplies springs to the wells is duly 
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provided for. K this source fails, the wells become useless, for the i^rings 
are completely artificial. The SettlemeDt has been fixed at a figure that 
(each village can well afford to paj, provided there be rsun in moderatiosL 
In good seasons, the excess will be entirely their own gain. The measure 
of a fixed Settlement holds forth several advantages. Each man knows the 
ei:act rent he has to pay. He knows that he will now whoUy reap the 
result of all extra exertion* Self-interest will prompt him to be industrious. 
In Kham management, we took a share of the produce, and the more thrifty 
the people, the greater our pecuniary return. Then, crops could not be cut, 
until they had been assessed. Much delay was unavoidable, particularly 
when the crops came to maturity about th^ same time. Close watching 
night and day was insufficient to ward off injury from wild animals and birds. 
Now, the Zemindar is a free agent. He can follow the bent of his indina* 
tion. The Settiiement has further put a stop to all complaints oa the part 
of the cultivators, on the score of ovei^assessment in the valuation of the 
crops. This ^subject not unfirequently constitoted a source of much anxiety 
alike to tiie people and the authorities. With the disoontinuance of the 
Kunkoot, the oppcxrtunity for carrying on corrupt practices on the piurt 
of tlie subordinate Tehseel Establishment has been reduced to a minimum. 
The indnstryof the Mairs has frequently formed the dieme of observation ; 
but tiie Settlement has made them even more eners;etic. Durinsr his 
last t<3ur, after lite acceptance of the Settlement, the requintions of the 
people for pecuniary aid in constructing Zemindaree works were unusually 
large. Each person was prompted to increase the productiveness of 
his land. Several suitable sites were named, and many capabilities were 
said still to be latent. It b true many facilities were offered for the 
constrnction of new works of irrigation, tiirough which much land might 
be brought into tulabee cultivation. But this improvement could only 
be effected to the positive detriment of land appertaining to works already 
built, by cutting off the streams, which now feed the tulaos. In respect 
to latent capabilities, none had escaped the scrutiny of ihe Superintend* 
dent or that of the District Officers. The desire of the people involved an 
butlay of no inconsiderable amount. They were told to exert themselves, 
and that on all reasonable occasions they would receive assistance. The 
truth is, that each individual had imbibed a desire for gain which was,, 
they hoped, to be eventuated through our aid. Still improvement in a 
minor way is progtessing very satisfactorily, and no doubt the capabilities 
will be yearly further developed. 
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12tli. The qaestion of land^free tenures is simple, and free of diffi* 
culty. A brief detail may saffice to place the subject in an intelligible view. 
They consist of parcels of land assigned for religious purposes in former 
tunes^ all of which have been respected; of grants accorded to certain Asuns, 
the seats of Jogees, held in veneration by this people ; of a few allotments of 
waste land, sanctioned by the Superintendent at the solicitation of the Zemin* 
dars, for the support of religious edifices constructed on new locations, and 
of inconsiderable portions given to heads of clans, for good service per- 
formed in furthering the advance of improvement, together with a few bee* 
gahs of Buranee land set apart, free of rent, to Bheels, in lieu of service in 
the cause of the community. The land granted to Brahmins, Bhats and 
Bhopas,and for themaintenance of religious edifices in former times, extends 
to eleven hundred and forty beegahs and ten biswas. The endowment of 
the Dilwarra Asen, beegahs four hundred tulabee, was sanctioned by Sir 
David Ochterlony, Bart., Resident Malwa and Rajpootana, as per letter 
dated 24th July 1823. The Asuns at Asun Dor in Bhaelan Pergunnah, 
and Asun Kuharee in Todgurh respectively, hold one hundred and forty- 
sev^i beegahs and twelve biswas, and fifty-five beegahs and eight biswas. 
Asun Jheelra, another seat of the Jogees, is altogether distinct from our 
land measurement. The ext^it of land in the midst of hill fastnesses is 
inconsiderable, and has never been assessed. The land at Asun As in the 
Saroth Pei^nnah comprises forty-eight beegahs and seven biswas. As the 
work of improvement progressed, and new. locations sprang up on heretofore 
waste and unprofitable lands, the Zemindars, from time to time, solicited 
small assignments as endowments for religious edifices then rising ; the par- 
cels averaging less than ten beegahs. As no loss accrued from this measure, 
the land in all cases being waste, and as the conciliation of the people was 
indispensable to insure the fulfilment of the extended plans then in contem- 
plation, their requisitions were sanctioned by the Superintendent. The 
extent thus appropriated is four hundred and forty-four beegahs and fifteen 
biswas. The heads of clans, which had performed good service to the State, 
by exerting themselves and advancing our interests, were rewarded by 
receiving a grant of not more than two beegahs of land each, free of rent, 
to continue during their lives. This arrangement, while it was marked by 
inexpensiveness to us, was most acceptable to the people. The only point 
remaining to notice, is the small allotment made to the BheeLs, who are the 
lowest of the village servants. The approval was given at the request 
of the Zemindars, and the measure will meet with consideration on the 
arranging of the Ehewut. The subject will be better elucidated by the 
subjoined abstract, showing the nature and extent of the grants. 
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13th. It is now fitting to notice in detail other interests, which are 
mixed up with the affairs of Miurwara. In the discussions which took 
place in the investigation of claims to portions of the tract, after it had 
been conquered, the Chiefs of Mussooda and Khurwa in Ajmeer asserted 
their rights to the villages nearest their estates ; Mussooda laying claim to 
Jak, Loolooa, Shamgurh, Eheta-kehra'and Kagpoora; while Ehurwa set 
forth her right to IJLana-kehra and Eesurpoora. Neither Chief had ever 
held possession of, or exercised authority in, those places. Their claim 
was wholly grounded on the fact that the inhabitants had been accustomed 
to present a nuzzur, in the shape of a cocoanut or a hare, on the festivals 
of the Dusera and Holee. It would ahnost appear, that in those times, 
the Ruling Authorities were actuated by an anxious desire to free them- 
selves from the (mas of governing the Mugra ; for demands on these slender 
grounds were freely accorded, and much valuable land has been alienated. 
The claims of these Chie& were admitted ; that of Ehurwa without much 
reason, and that of Mussooda based on good service during the reduction of 
the country. The Governor-General in Council was pleased to accord half 
the net revenue of these villages, after debiting them for a fair charge for 
District expenses in Mr. Secretary Swinton's letter under date 8th July 1825. 
14th. Among other decisions, the* Court of investigation recom-

9. Taragurh. Correspondence extending through a period of several 
years, the Government was pleased, in Mr. Secretary Scott's letter under 
date 28th June 1837, as a mark of special favor, to assign half the net 
rents of the nine villages in question to the Maha Rana of Oudeypore. 
On this decision, these villages, heretofore held distinct, were incorporated 
with those of Pergunnah Beawr. 

15th. On the transmission to Government of the annual accounts 
of the District, Contingent Bills for the amount of revenue accruing 
to the Chiefs, as noticed in the two foregoing paragraphs, are submitted 
for audit, and after admission, the sums are paid to the parties con- 
cerned. 
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IJSth. On the disbftiidment of Borlase's Horse at Nusseerabad in 1823^ 
some Pathans, who had served in that Regiment, offered their services to 
Mr* Wilder, the then Superintendent of Ajmeer, to locate villages in Mair« 
wara. At that period, the fear of the Mairs was great, and it appeared 
psobable that the Settlement of foreigners in those waste and dense jungles 
w^uld be attended with many benefits. Among the aspirants were three 
Besaldars and many of their comrades. The lands of three ruined vil- 
lages were made over to them, and an effort was made to restore prospe- 
rity. The means of these individuals being very restricted, little pro- 
gress had been made, when the management of the tract devolved on 
Captain (now Colonel) Hall. This Officer was ill-satisfied with the labors 
of the new settlers, and he was disinclined to grant them, what he consi- 
dered, undeserved immunities. But after fully discussing the merits of the 
question with Mr. Wilder, it was decided that a recommendation should be for* 
warded to the Government^ to assign to them a share of the produce of the vil- 
lages they had assisted in re-populating. In due coarse the concurrence 
of the Government was accorded. The three Ex-Resaldars with their 
Comrades were allowed the difference between one-third and one-fourth of the 
rents: thus these individuals enjoy one-twelfth of the produce; the balance 
constituting our share. The vills^es in question are Myrean, Bulad and Bee- 
churlee. No separate accounts are called for in this arrangement The 
authority of Government is conveyed in Mr. ^Secretary Swinton's letter 
under date 5th December 1823. 

17th. On the subject of a further claim to Mair villages preferred by the 
Chief of Khurwa, Colonel Hall, c. a., makes the following observations in a 
report for the information of the Governor-General, dated 27th March 1832« 
^ Surmalean, Surgong, Futtehpoor 1st, Sohawa, Tikrana 2nd, and Lakeena 
were claimed by the Khurwa Thakoor in 1823-24 ; after investigation, no 
right whatever was admitted by Sir David Ochterlony, then Resident ; but 
in a spirit of kindness, a quarter of the net revenue was allowed fix>m the 
village of Futtehpoor 1st. The ground on which the villages stand, was 
a jungle from one hundred and fifty years before the Mairs were subdued 
by the British Government, until re-peopled by the Superintendent- A 
quarter of the net revenue of Tikrana might be allowed to the Khurwa 
Thakoor, as the circumstances are similar to those of Futtehpoor, but 
were not taken into consideration at the time, as it was not then inhabited.'' 
The assignment of one-fourth of the revenue of Futtehpoor was sane- 
tioned by Sir David Ochterlony on the 28th June 1823, and the quota of 
the rent was paid to Khurwa from that time. 
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18th. The claun to Tikrana was not admitted when the sabject fell 
under the ReBidenVs consideration, since the place wae then deserted. But 
on its being re-inhabited, Khurwa a^in pressed the subject It was not, 
however, until Colonel Hall was quitting Mairwara in March 1835, that 
an order was passed in January 1835, sanctioning the same arrange* 
ment as had been approved by Sir David Ochterlony in regard to Futteh- 
poor. From that period, Khurwa has shared a fourth of the gross rent. 

19th. The share thus sanctioned on account of Futtehpoor and 
Tikrana, after a proportionate percentage for the expense of collection, and 
. management has been deducted, is paid to the Thakoor of Khurwa, and the 
balance brought to credit in our public accounts, as the rents of those 
villages. This arrangement has continued since Colonel Hall's administration, 
and its principle has been observed in the Settlement now submitted for 

approval 

20th. Should the grants above made by the Resident, Sir David 
Ochterlony and Colonel Hall, meet with His Honor the Lieutenant Gover* 
nor's approbation, it is desirable his sanction be accorded, in view to set the 
question finally at rest 

21st. The case of Bhopal Singh, who was granted a lease of Qusbah 
Beawr by Mr. Wilder, before the maiiagement of the District devolved <m 
Colonel Hall, and while rights to land were unadjusted, requires a more 
lengthened detalL The correspondence is noted below,* but to the full com- 
prehension of the sabject, a brief Abstract of its principal features, is 
desirable. 

In 1819, when the projHnetary right to lands in Mairwara had not 
been investigated, Thakoor Bhopal Singh, of the village of Futtehgurh, a 
kinsman of the Chief of Mussooda, applied to the then Superintendent of 
Ajmeer, Mr. Wilder, for a twelve years' lease of Qusbah Beawr, then in ruins. 
As the l^akoor agreed to re-inhabit, and improve the town, a puttah was 
granted ; the Government jumma being fixed at a total of Sonat Rs. 4,500 
from 1819 to 1831, being twelve years, as detailed therein. On a further 
aj^ication from Bhopal Singh, Mr. Wilder was pleased to order that no 
Abkaree farm riiould be estabUshedin the town during the time of his lease ;

that the lands appertaining to twelve wells in Beawr, should be allowed tohinii 
as Bhoom^ in the same manner as was observed towards other Bhoomeahs in 
the Ajmeer District^ and that the Mapa duties of the place should be held 
by him. It will be seen from the sequel that the authenticity of this order 
is altogether questionable. When the management of Mairwara devolved 
on Colonel Hall, he found that Bhopal Singh had made comparatively little 
progress in restoring the prosperity of the town : indeed, his feelings were 
rather disposed to offer opposition to the measure, on being urged to do so. 
That Officer thereupon discussed the subject with Mr. Wilder, and was 
informed by him that the lease in question was granted on most clearly 
understood conditions, that the Thakoor should be liberal in outlays on 
improvements which particularly enjoined the construction of works of 
irrigation. Colonel HalFs advice having been unheeded, that Officer, on seve- 
ral occasions, contemplated the resumption of the lease ; but circumstances 
not having favored the measure, delay appeared advisable, in view that the 
Thakoor might remunerate himself for his outlay. Opportunity being thus 
afforded to the Thakoor, he reaped the whole advantages of his lease undis- 
turbed through a period of eight years. In 1827, a letter was received by 
Colonel Hall from Mr. Middleton, requesting him to recover Rs. 1,400 from 
Bhopal Singh, on account of arrears of revenue due from him. The Thakoor 
having failed through contumacy to appear before Colonel Hall, though 
several times called on to do so, that Officer nominally gave orders that all 
his claims on Qusbah Beawr had ceased ; intending in reality to restore them 
on his meeting the wishes of Mr. Middleton. During this suspension^ 
however, the Thakoor's irregular conduct became so manifest, particularly 
in bribery, and in the harbouring of thieves, that restoration, in connexion 
with previous considerations, was deemed highly impolitic. Hence the 
rents of the Qusbah^ except those ai-ising from lands cultivated by the 
Thakoor's own household, were brought to public credit. These lands were 
regularly assessed in common with those of the Khalsah ; but the realization 
of the revenue was suspended, pending the pleasure of Government. The 
twelve years of the lease having expired in July 1831, Colonel Hall desired 
Bhopal Singh to furnish him with a statement of the expenditure he had 
incurred in the improvement of the town ; at the same time recommending 
him to set forth all circumstances favorable to his caae. After freely com- 
menting on the measures observed by Colonel Hall towards himself, and 
stating that large sums had been expended by him in bringing people from 
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other countries, providing them with cattle, raiment; food, seed, building 
their houses, and answering other agricultdral necessary calls, the Thakoor 
claimed four past years' revenue of Qusbah Beawr, and in virtue of his an- 
cestral right, the same town in Istumrar, with twelve wells in Bhoom for the 
future. As the Thakoor produced no accounts, an enquiry was instituted, at 
which the Thakoor estimated his outlay at Chittoree Rs. 34,779. On being 
asked for a summary, he replied that his Accountant was dead, and his 
accounts burnt. The investigation, however, showed that the total sum 
advanced by Bhopal Singh on loan, both in money and grain, amounted to 
Rs. 1,740, about 700 of which were recoverable at pleasure, and that 
he had expended Rs. 300 in the construction of a tulao, and Rs. 140 
in digging a ditch round the town ; both of which works were so ill-executed, 
that no remains of them existed. This Officer further observed, that in 
addition to the net revenue of eight years, after deducting the Government 
demand, received by the Thakoor prior to the resumption of the town, and 
of which no accounts were produced, though the results were considered to 
be extremely favorable, he enjoyed the following advantages ; viz.

In reference to the claims to the town in Istunurar for the future preferred 
by Bhopal Singh, Colonel Hall observed that they were wholly unsupported 
by documentary or other evidence, and were altogether undeserving of 
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« 

consideration. Afker fall invertigation, it was discovered that the Tha^ 
koor's claims to twelve wells for Bhoom merely rested on his petition to 
Mr. Wilder, and that Officer's assumed orders, dated 23rd January 1820. As 
this document was never produced, until the removal of Mr. Wilder, though 
previously often adverted to, and then so completely defaced as scarcely 
to be deciphered, Colonel Hall was of opinion that the document was 
improperly obtained; for, on a reference to the Ajmeer Superintendent's 
Office, no document of the kind was to be found in the records. 

A report of the particulars of the case, with Colonel Hall's sentiments 
thereon, was forwarded for the orders of W. Fraser, Esq., Acting Resi- 
dent and Governor-General's Agent, Rajpootana, on the 4th of April 1832; 
but no reply was received. The subject was again rensubmitted on the 
8th November 1832, for the consideration of Colonel Lockett, Agent 
Govemor^neral, Rajpootana: this communication aba remained unacr 

knowledged. 

22nd. The above is an abstract of the correspondence which has 
.passed on this subject. The question was twice submitted for the orders of 
Superior Authority; without any reply on either occasion being vouch- 
safed. That the case was involved in some difficulty, is apparent fipom the 
silence that was observed on its being referred for orders. The impression 
may be entertained, that rather than pass an order, which the true state of 
circumstances might not warrant, it was deemed preferable to abstain from 
all instructions* Had the case been taken up in its infancy, when the mis- 
management and irregular conduct of the farmer were first mooted, and 
the matter submitted to a sifting investigation, the issue of this enquiry 
would have confirmed the Thakoor in, or have deprived him of, his lease. 
In place of this judicial scrutiny, discussions took place between the autho- 
rities of Ajmeer and Mairwara. In the meanwhile, time wore on^ and 
with its progress the difficulties of the case increased to such an extent^ as 
to render interference or final ordera on the part of the Government dis- 
tasteful. It may be asked why no effort was made during the long incum- 
bency of the present Superintendent to bring this vexed question to a 
close. The reply is plsun. His time has been wholly devoted to subjects 
of more general importance, which have only left him leisure to attend to 
business, which could not be postponed. Besides, it was evident that the 
case would receive due consideration, when all collateral mterests connected 
with the District, came under review on completing the RevMue Settle^

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meht That period has now arriyed, and the deciAon of the case hag 
become imperatiTe. 

33rd. Thakoor Bhopal Singh's daims are three*foki Firsts for the 
net amount of revenne after paying the Government kists, which aommed 
from the town daring the term of the lease^ a period of foar years^ White 
under our management. Ample opportunity was offered to him to estate 
fish his dadms, which, if responded to with candour and fairness, woohl 
have received every consideratioii. He was requested to produce his aeconots^ 
and support the charges he had incurred in promoting the advaiicement and 
wel&re of the town. This request was met by an assertion, which, though 
it would be difficult to disprove it, was tantamount to an acknowledgment 
of deceits His Accountasxt was dead, and his accounts burnt Had honesty 
guided his course, many respectable inhabitants in Beawr might have 
been found to speak to the &ct of the outlay of some of the principail 
items, which comprised, as a total, the exorbitant sum of Chittoree 
Rs. 84,779. He adduced no evidence, and without proof, restitution of 
loss oould not be granted. But though Bhopal Singh failed to sobstantiati 
the integrity of his alleged outlay. Colonel Hall's investigation remomd the 
inconvenience, and the Thakoor'a ezpenaefl wera brought within reasonable ' 
fimits. It is shown by the statement of accounts, that under all circum* 
stances, he was a considerable gainer. Even admitting for a moment that 
Colonel Hall's estimate of his outlay was too limited, he and his fiBumily 
have been repaid in full, through the uninterrupted enjoyment of tlie rents 
of four hundred and seventy-four and a half beegahs of land cidtivaeed by 
his household from the expiration of the lease in 183^1 to May 1850« It is a 
source of regret, the case was not submitted to judicial enquiry at the time; 
for had the allegations of bribery, mismanagement, and contiimaoy beeA 
established, the lease would have been cancelled, and we should have beeft 
saved no inconsiderable sum which, in Ae doubt arising out of (he dom^ 
plexness of the subject, he has been allowed to enjoy, rather than he should 
be unjustly dealt with. The second claim was his right to Beawr through 
lineal descent. It is not stated in what manner he purposed supporting 
this advance to territorial right. Meywar and Marwar, through tiisir 
Agents also, put forth their pretensions to this place with its Pergunnah. 
But the Court of investigaticm negatived their .claims ; since Beawr and its 
Poorehs had been in a state of ruin, and dense jungle, for two centuries 
preceding the reduction of the country by British arms. Thakoor Bhopal 
Singh's claims were therefore declared groundless. The third foixA was 
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the Thakoor's asserted right to twelve wells in Bhoonu His claim was 
based on a copy of an alleged order by Mr. Wilder, which was considered 
of a highly questionable nature, as to its authenticity, further confirmed by 
the absence of any original order on the express subject in the proceedings 
of the case. * It is not unlikely, from the circumstances set forth, that 
the paper was a forgery ; for, had this grant been accorded by Mr. Wilder, 
the alienation of land from the Khalsah would have called for some marked 
notice of the occurrence by roobakaree . or specific order. At any rate, 
no service has been performed in quit for this grant of twelve wells since 
1819, and as Bhoom implies not only service, but watch and ward, and the 
liability of reimbursement to parties on account of losses by theft and 
robbery, the fc^ilure of duty warrants resumption, should this course be 
deemed expedient. Thakoor Bhopal Singh was gathered to his fathers in 
A. D. 1843, and the adjustment of the present question must be made with 
his son Neem Deo. 

24th, No accurate detail of the land in possession of Neemjee is to be 
found in the records of this ofiSce. From a Memorandum made some years 
ago, the quantity would appear to be as follows : —

The latter rate is extremely favorable ; for it has been based on about 
76 per cent, of the produce during a good season. 

25th. The time has now arrived for giving a finality to this long-pending 
case. The question to be solved is, whether the land-rent should be re- 
sumed in full, or whether the long tenure the holder has enjoyed, furnishes 
a sufficiently cogent reason for the exercise of kindness. In resuming the 
rents of land which for a long period have been free, the usual course is to 
manifest leniency by fixing the rent at a rate lower than that paid by the 
cultivator, and this indulgence, it is respectfully submitted, may be extended 
to Thakoor Neem Deo. He has declined to perform service in consi- 
deration of retaining the land free of rent, and though he adheres in all its 
presumed integrity to the story' that was related to Colonel Hall, eighteen 
years ago, about the injustice he has suffered, he has intimated his acquies- 
cence to submit to the orders the Government may be pleased to pass* 
Under all the circumstances of the case, it is submitted for the favorable 
consideration of His Honor the Lieutenant Governor, that the rent of the 
lands during the life-time of Neemjee be fixed at Rs. 233, being at the 
rate of one-sixth of the produce, to date from the commencement of the 
present Fuslee year, and that on his demise, his heirs in perpetuity pay one- 
fourth of the produce, Rs. 374. 

26th. Statement No. 1 of the Appendix exhibits a detail of the revenue 
of the towns, villages, and hamlets* for thirteen years, from a. d. 1822-23 to 
1834-35, during the administration of Colonel Hall, accordingly as they

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were assessed under Eham management, showing partial remissions allowed, 
and the balance lodged in the Treasury during that period. 

Statement No. 2 indicates similar particulars for a period of thirteen 
years, from a. d. 1835-36 to 1847-48, during the superintendence of the 
present incumbent, with exception to remission of rent, which was unne« 
cessary. 

In view to the full intelligibility of the accounts, the names of all the 
villages and hamlets included in Statement No. 2, have been maintained in 
that of No« 1. As several of them were located during the administration of 
the present Superintendent, all the columns of revenue opposite to them 
have been left blank, since they were not in existence at the time. 

Statement No. 3 shows the total area of the tract, the extent of the 
assessed and unassessed land, together with the revenue rate per acre on 
the present Settlement. 

Statement No. 4 denotes sums expended under authority of Government 
in the construction of tulaos, together with the*amount of the present Set* 
ilement, iiicluding the sums it is proposed to set apart, as a fund for the 
efficient repair and preservation of the public works, and the contributioii of 
one per cent, towards the Road Fund.

28th. Before entering on a detail of the circumstances under which 
the present Setttejoaent has been based, it will be fitting to take a brief review 
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of the means and capabilities of each Pergunnah ; the divisions of Ajmeer^ 
Meywar and Marwar being noticed in rotation. 

The Ajmeer portion holds three Pergunnahs, Beawr, J&k-Shamgurh 
and Bhaelan. 

Pergunnah Beawr contains two towns, one hundred and seven villages 
and eighty-four kehras or hamlets. The country is less hilly than other 
parts of the District, though by no means a level plain. The surface is 
traversed by small ranges of hills decreasing in elevation to ridges of rocks 
which divide the land into valleys. Opportunity has been taken of this 
undulation to construct works of irrigation, by throwing embankments across 
the hollows, whereby the water-courses which drain the Pergunnah are 
closed, and tulaos are formed. The larger works involving considerable 
outlay have been constructed by, and at the expense of, the Government. 
The smaller ones have been raised by the proprietors of the soil for their 
own immediate use, and generally through pecuniary advances from the 
Sirkar, which are paid by instalments each harvest in the course of two or 
three years. The soil is free from saline admixture, and with moderate 
and seasonable rain, is fertile. This natural fertility has been much increased 
through the intervention of tulaos and narees. Wells sunk in rear of the 
reservoirs, or on the banks of the natural water-courses, have further ccmtri- 
buted their aid towards the spread of cultivation. As no under-ctirrent 
exists of itself in the soil, the serviceableness of the wells is regulated with 
reference to the supply furnished by percolation through the soil from the 
larger works of irrigation. Indeed, it is upon the filling of the tulaos that 
the prosperity of the tract depends. The principal irrigated Khureef crops 
are Indian-corn and cotton, with some few patches of sugarcane. Jowar, 
bajra, til, moth, and other leguminous plants form the rain-watered crops. 
Wheat, barley and opium in a small way, and gram, constitute the Rubbee.

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The cultivators are Mairs and Mairats, with theu* village servants. But 
there is a sprinkling of other castes in few mouzahs around the Canton- 
ments. Thus, at Beawr Khas, Surmalean and Dilwara, the people are J&ts, 
who migrated from Ajmeer on the reduction of the country. Myrean, 
Nursiiigpoora and Bulad hold a few Goojurs, Mussulmans, and other Pur- 
desees ; while in Nya Nuggur, the cultivators comprise all the castes found 
in towns of this part of the country. 

29th. The features of the small Pergunnah of J&k-Shamgurh are widely 
diflferent from those of Beawr ; seeing these villages are located on the crest 
or slope of the Arabala range of hills, having inconsiderable portions of 
land at their base. These villages were made distinct from Beawr, and classed 
in a Pergunnah by themselves, since the inhabitants were more turbulent 
and self-willed than their kinsmen, who in Colonel Hall's early career, 
commenced inhabiting the ruined mouzahs of Beawr* This contumacy, 
and the seditious habits of the people, called for the planting of Thannahs at 
J&k, Loolooah and Shamgurh, and this circumstance, in connexion with the 
allotment of half the rents to the Chiefs of Mussooda and Khurwa, may 
have suggested their permanent separation. The Pergunnah holds two 
towns, Shamgurh and Jfik, with five other villages. The inhabitants are 
exclusively Mairs and Mairats. The land is divided into the following

The process which has been observed in retaining water for irrigation 
by forming tulaos, obtains here. There is further a fair compliment of 
wells. Independently of these agricultural aids, much of the land is 
defended by stone-dike walls, which though included under the class Bura- 
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nee, is extremely productive in moderately good seasons, when muka or 
Indian com is sown during the Khureef, and barley in the Rubbee. With 
exception to jowar and bajra, for the sowing of which no lands are available, 
the crops correspond with those of Pergunnah Beawr. 

30th. The Pergunnah of Bhaelan is essentially mountainous; the 
quantity of land suited for cultivation, consisting of the small valleys 
between the ranges of hills, being extremely restricted. With exception to 
Bursawara and Myrean, situated on the Todgurh range, this small Pergunnah 
was a perfect waste on the reduction of the country. Some advance had 
been made by Colonel Hall, in reclaiming the jungle, and in re-inhabiting 
ruined sites of villages. Still on the arrival of the present Superintendent, 
it was unsafe, owing to the denseness of the jungle, and the prevalence of 
wild beasts, for a single man to penetrate from one village to another. Now, 
matters have undergone a change. Each successive year has added to the 
increase of population and decrease of jungle. The woods have been cut 
down, and exported to the plains for sale, or have furnished fuel for 
calcining the lime for the public works, which are suflScient to provide 
an ample abundance of water for irrigation in every village and hamlet 
after the fall of a few hours' rain. The quantity of land, it is true, is 
very limited, but nearly the whole is do-fuslee. There is a fair proportion 
of weUs, and much of the Buranee land is defended by stone-dike walls, and 
in moderately good seasons, bears two crops. The capabilities are denoted

The inhabitants, with exception to the Mahajun class, and the servants 

of the village which prevail in each locality,, are Motees, a class of Mairs. 

18 
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They possessed some peculiarities arising out of superstition which differ 
from other clans. Two may be noticed ; their not sleeping on charpaees, 
and having all their houses thatched ; one end of the chopper towards the 
Gable end being open to the Heavens. The first peculiarity was of little 
consequence, as their comfort and convenience alone were involved in the 
denial of a cot; but the second was of more serious importance, since it was 
no unusual occurrence for one or more villages to be burnt to the ground 
on each return of the hot winds. With their houses, grain, all household 
property and occasionally cattle were burnt ; thus reducing them to ruin, 
depriving them of the means of paying their rents, and necessitating pecu- 
niary support from us. This state of things called for some amendment. The 
use of bedsteads, and of any but a partially open thatch to their houses, was 
supposed to have been interdicted by Makutjee, the deity which presided 
over the welfare of Bhaelan, and held its residence in a temple on the 
summit of the principal hill in that vicinity. After much discussion as to 
its propitiation, it was given forth that sanction would be vouchsafed for 
the use of charpaees, and that houses might have tiled roofe, on the efficient 
repair of the temple, the dome of which was to be surmounted by a gilt 
kulus. Subscriptions were accordingly made by the Motees, and the tem- 
ple duly repaired, and ornamented with the gilt kulus. Many immediately 
availed themselves of the permission granted, and now nearly all the houses, 
according to the custom of the country, are tiled, and as a natural conse- 
quence, loss through fires, has ceased. The Motees now allow the present 
arrangement is a marked improvement on their former superstitious plans. 
The cultivators are exceedingly industrious ; rarely being brought up for 
oflfences. The nature of the country has further facilitated the construction 
of numerous tulaos, which all in their way impart fertility to the soil, 
and conduce to the means and contentment of the people. The Pergunnah 
contains nineteen villages and eight hamlets. 

31st. The Saroth Pergunnah, like that of Bhaelan, is extremely moun- 
tainous ; indeed so much so, as to cause surprise how people should have 
chosen its hills as a place of habitation, unless their calling be that of 
robbers, and they sought security, rather than the means afforded for 
cultivation. Land is alone offered along the water-courses which drain the 
hills, or in the spaces left between their bases. Although extremely 
restricted in quantity, its quality is superior; since art has been applied 
wherever local facilities favored the measure to raise embankments or 

5 
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elevated weirs of masonry forming tulaos, and to defend the soil against injury 
from mountain torrents by stone-dike walls, which while they retain moisture, 
arrest decayed vegetation, and materially conduce to the increase of fertility. 
The cultivators are exclusively Mairs and Mairats, and they are an indus- 
trious race. Independently of our auxiliaries, there are many wells sunk 
entirely in the rock, and whose duty does not extend beyond the irrigation 
of four beegahs each. The capabilities are thus classed: —

The Pergunnah holds one town, nineteen villages and fourteen hamlets. 
Indian com, cotton, tobacco, red pepper with til, pulse, and rice in small 
quantities, constitute the Ehureef ; wheat, barley and opium the Rubbee. 

32nd. The Todgurh Pergunnah in part occupies the HiUs ; while on their 
eastern face, at the base, there is some approach to a plain. With a mode- 
rate share of rain the soil is very productive. Within the hills, the 
valleys are defended by stone-dike walls, which conunencing near the 
crest are carried, according to the tortuous course of nature, to the base ; 
the distance from the upper to the lower terrace frequently extending 
beyond a mile. In land thus secured, four showers of rain at due intervals 
are sufficient for the maturity of the corps. On the first fidi, these terraces 
are sown with rice and Indian com. Should the season prove favorable, 
and the moisture filtrate through the hills, the Indian com rots, and the 
rice ripens without irrigation. In comparatively dry seasons, the latter 
fails and the former thrives. Thus, except during seasons of confirmed 
drought, the people are certain of a crop of muka or rice. The bunding 
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system extends to this, in common with other Pergunnahs. Every favorable 
locality, whether on the plain or in the hills, has its reservoir. Wells too, 
as in Saroth, are numerous. In this Pergunnah many of the villages are 
large, and their areas very extensive. Burar, Mundlan, Bulee, Kookra and 
Kachublee are instances in point. They, with most of the villages in this 
and the Dewair Pergunnah, have existed for some centuries. The popula- 
tion is dense in respect to that of the newly-formed mouzahs in Pergunnah 
Beawr. Until the reduction of the country, the cultivation was restricted 
to a few patches of land within hail of their abodes. Security for life and 
property and the love of gain have now fully developed the capabilities of 
this portion of the tract. The cultivators are Rawuts, a class ofMairs. No 
Mairats or Pardesees reside in the Todgurh Pergunnah. There is one 
town, forty villages and twenty-one hamlets, independently of numerous 
kehras which are amalgamated with their parent villages. The land is 
divided into the following classes ; the produce corresponding with that of 
Saroth, with the addition of sugarcane.

33rd. The Dewair Pergunnah corresponds in many respects with that 
of Todgurh. The soil and produce is the same, and a similar course has 
been observed in defending the fields by stone-dike walls, and in availing 
ourselves of all local advantages by bunding up the natural water«-courses 
for purposes of irrigation. The population is further of the Rawut caste 
or tribe of Mairs, and here the distinctive mark of the Mairs, Mairats, 
Cheetahs and Rawuts ceases; for the country inhabited by this people 
extends from Nurwur in Kishungurh, a town in the midst of the northern 
villages of Ajmeer to Dewair. Onward to the southward the country is 
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held by Rajpoot Chiefs under the sovereignty of Oudeypoor, and the classes 
of inhabitants are of a mixed nature as is found on the plains, though 
the hills continue on to Aboo. This Pergunnah holds one town, fourteen 
villages and twenty-four hamlets. The. nature of the land is shown in

34th. On this subject it only remains to notice the small Pergunnahs 
of Chang and Kot-Kurana. The former place consists of one town, fourteen 
villages and nine hamlets ; the soil and produce being similar in respect 
to those of J^k-Shamgurh. The Hills, of which it is formed, are well 
adapted for screening plunderers, and ill-suited to the labors of the culti- 
vator; for the land is very limited, and chiefly confined to the ravines 
and water-courses which drain the hills. The cultivators are Mairs and 
Mairats. The general features corresponding with those of J&.k-Shamgurh, 
no particular detail is required. The land has been divided into the 
following classes: —

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35tb. Kot-Eurana appears to have been formed into a distinct Per* 
gunnah, from the circumstance of its villages being isolated in the midst 
of the Ajmeer and Meywar possessions, and compl^etely removed throagh a 
considerable distance from Chang. It holds seven villages, located on the 
Table-land of the range. The land suited for culture is excessively 
restricted ; scarcely equalling the area of one of the old established mouzahs 
of the Mugra; but small as it is, it possesses much fertility when the seasons 
are moderately good. The cultivators are Rawuts. All available advantage 
has been taken to husband up the rain water, and with the means at our 
disposal, SIX hours' heavy rain would place the people beyond the pale of 
drought. The Khusreh measurement shows the following classes of land : —

36th. In countries where the revenue has been subject to a fixed 
periodical Settlement, the Statements Nos. 1 and 2 required to be provided 
by the Regulations, are of the utmost importance to the Settlement Officer 
in assisting his judgment in fixing on an equitable assessment ; for those 
documents hold the accumulated result of past experience. Allowing for 
occasional local circumstances which may warrant a slight deviation, he 
possesses full and complete data on which to base his decision in deter- 
mining the jumma of each mouzah. With such auxiliaries, his course is 
divested of much difficulty, and his task becomes a matter of comparative 
ease. The Settlement of new countries or of districts, which though for 
some years under our rule, have had no fixed amount assigned as their 
jumma, is a subject of no inconsiderable difficulty. To supply the informa- 
tion provided in the various statements, it is desirable the Officer to whom 
the duty of fixing the new demands for rent is entrusted^ possess a complete 
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knowledge of the people, and the means and capabilities of the District ; 
otherwise; though good intentions attend his proceedings, and he strives to 
act with perfect impartiality towards the cultivator, and the landlord, his 
judgment is liable to err. Ajmeer from time to time had Settlements, and 
as His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased to give certain instruc- 
tions bearing on the new fiscal arrangement, the Settlement of the Ehalsa 
possessions was freed from much perplexity ; for it was only requisite to 
relax where Mr. Edmonstone's terms had been proved to be too severe, to 
augment the assessment where increased assets sanctioned the course, and 
to provide a fair return for the Government outlay on public works. In 
Mairwara, with exception to a few isolated cases, during Colonel Hall's 
administration, the villages have been held Eham. Had the labors of the 
Zemindars during this period been left to their own private means, data 
would have been furnished for forming an opinion as to the amount of the 
contemplated jumma. But it will be seen, on a reference to Statements 
Nos. 1 and 2, that the return of revenue is marked by a progressive increase, 
which has been mainly advanced through the Government works of irriga- 
tion, and the exertions of its servants. Where works are of old standing, 
and the capabilities of the land have been fully developed, the information 
thus afforded is a sure guide to us; but agricultural improvement has 
lately made such rapid strides, and the remissions on new locations, and new 
zemindaree works, have been so extensive, that these documents are only 
in part an approximation to the true state of circumstances. In respect 
to this District, His Honor, in Mr. Officiating Secretary Allen's letter 
No. 1495, under date 27th April 1849, while paying a handsome complement 
to the labors of the Superintendent, has been pleased to leave this question 
to his discretion. In view to form a correct judgment, it has been requisite 
to prepare an estimate of the produce of each mouzah and hamlet accord- 
ing to the means and appliances enjoyed by each. The present incumbent 
has had the advantage of long experience. His labors have reared the 
principal works on which prosperity is mainly regulated. His research 
has left no portion of the tract unexplored ; while his frequent presence 
in the District, and constant intercourse with the people, have afforded 
him the means of gaining much rural knowledge. This information has 
enabled him to decide on an equitable assessment. It must always be 
borne in mind that in Districts subject to such unequal and precarious 
seasons, where rain is frequently so slight as to render the ripening of tho 

8 
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Boranee crops a matter of doubt, recourse to a fixed Settlement is bat a 
choice of difficulties* We must either hold the villages Eham, or define 
some fixed demand. In the former instance, the measure is beset with 
various perplexities. It requires unabated vigilance and attention on the 
part of the Superintendent to maintain the even course of justice. Should 
this officer choose ease at the expense of efficiency, one of two evils, or 
perhaps both partially, may supervene ; the people may be over-assessed, or 
the native subordinates may become corrupt, to the detriment of the 
Government interests. Other inconveniences are inseparable from this 
state of things, but while the assessment remains Eham, and the duty 
is executed with fairness, our loss is reduced to a minimum ; for the pro* 
duce of one portion of the District generally, except during confirmed 
drought, compensates for a deficiency in others. Thus the total jumma 
suflfers no diminution. With a fixed Settlement this advantage is foregone. 
Still this system has, under certain conditions, a preference of claim over 
Kham management. Colonel Sutherland, in his printed Ajmeer Khalsa report, 
mentions a custom which prevails in the Deccan, by which the amount 
of revenue is regulated in respect to the elevation of the water in certain 
reservoirs. Some standard of this nature, a kind of sliding scale, if it 
could be devised, would facilitate our fiscal arrangement in these Districts. 
The subject has received much consideration; but no practical mode of 
carrying out its local application has been determined on. Our assessment 
has been fixed in advertence to the means of each place; crediting the 
amount of remissions which have ceased, and' allowing for the produce 
of lands appertaining to new works, which at the time of the Settlement 
had not been brought into cultivation. The jumma is framed for a mode- 
rately good season, when the tulaos are nearly filled, and the rain may be 
insufficient to ripen all the Buranee crops. The standard may be taken 
at seventy-five per cent, of the produce, when the tulaos are filled, and the 
Buranee crops ripen. Thus, in moderately good seasons, we shall take 
an equivalent to one-fourth of the late assumed produce firom Put^ils^ 
and one-third from the cultivators. In good seasons, each may be benefited 
to the extent of twenty-five per cent, on the Government share. Mental 
anxiety, forethought or precaution, cannot supply deficiencies of rain. Our 
exertions are Umited to its preservation, and retention, on its reaching the 
soil We must therefore prepare our minds for granting remissions 
according to the existing state of circumstancesj whenever and wherever a 
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deficiency of rain prevails. The Tehseeldars' and Deputy Collector's 
reports should only meet approval or otherwise, after a personal examinatioQ 
by the Superintendent, of each distinct mouzah. If these points receive due 
attention, no injury will accrue to the people, and our losses will be reduced 
to an equitable sum. It has been observed that our jumma has been fixed 
at seventy-five per cent, of the Government share during good seasons. We 
might have reduced this rate to fifty per ceiit. Still the necessity for remis<* 
sions would occasionally exist ; for it is a fact which must always be kept in 
mind, that the partial replenishment of the tulaos, is a sine qua nan of the ability 
of the people to pay the rents as fixed by Settlement. Pecuniary motives have 
not alone been regarded in fixing this standard. To have settled the rent at 
a lower amount would have called for the exercise of little exertion on the 
part of the people. Now, it has been our policy, for many years past, to 
obviate idleness, or in other words to keep the people so closely employed 
for their own immediate benefit, as to check any desire in their minds to 
return to their pristine habits of irregularity, The present arrangement offers 
ample room for their constant employment, while the terms and duration 
of the lease through a period of twenty years, hold forth numerous advan- 
tages, which will be duly reaped by Jthe industrious. In respect to the 
uncertainty of the seasons, it may be satisfactory to subjoin a transcript of 
the Register of Rain, which has been kept at the Eutcheries and Tuhseels, 
during the present year. The Pluviometors were prepared in conformity to 
Appendix No. 4, paragraph 43, of the Directions for Collectors of Land 
Revenue, and it is apprehended strict care has been observed in its pre^ 
paration.

This is a fair sampio of the seasons we experience. In Ajmeer^ the 
four Gauges mark a £all varying from ten to twelve inches. Had the fall 
denoted at the Kutcherry and Tehseels been general^ no cause for complaint 
would exist ; but the rain unfortunately has been very partial To the north 
of Ajmeer the drought is great The same remark applies to a cluster of 
3 
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villages in Bamsur Pergunnah^ two of which have fared so ill, as to hold no 
water in their tulaos, and not even to possess grass for the cattle. Some 
villages between Ajmeer and Beawr, in the Rajgurh Pergunnahi also suffer 
for want of rain. In Mairwara, the fall ranges from seven to fifteen inches. 
Within a radius of five miles around Nya-Nuggur, the fall has been too 
limited for the replenishment of the tulaos, or even for the saturation at any 
one time of the soil In Saroth and Todgurh, matters are satisfactory. 
One shower of rain has secured prosperity, while its absence in other places, 
has caused a partial drought. As a general rule, it may be observed that 
twelve inches of run in my Mouzah, are sufficient to secure the payment of 
the assigned rent with ease ; while when the fall exceeds this quantity, the 
excess of produce goes to enrich the cultivator. On looking over Statement 
Ho. 4 of the Appendix, it will be observed the jumma of some Mouzahs is 
fixed at a sum higher than the greatest receipts for any year. This apparent 
anomaly is accounted for, by the Mouzah having received an increase of 
assets, as explained above, beyond those it held at the time the largest 
jumma was collected Again, in some instances the jumma of Statement 
No. 2 is less than that of No. 1. This is explained by stating that the boun- 
dary limits had undergone reduction, arising out of the measures of improve- 
ment which required such alterations. 

37th. Statement No. 4 indicates the amount of assessment fixed for 
each Mouzah ; that of the hamlets being distinct, but included in the total 
of each village. From the sum thus determined, deductions have been 
made at the rate of one per cent, on the outlay on tulaos, to form a fund 
for their efficient repair. A like deduction from the whole junmia, has 
been made for the constitution of the Road Fund ; the balance after these 
deductions formmg the net rent. The tulao expenditure has been debited 
to the village, after which it has been named to obviate intricacy and confii- 
sion in accounts ; although the advantages arising out of the works, are par- 
taken by adjacent villages and hamlets. The currency in the Ajmeer, and 
Marwar portions of the tract as noticed in the Statement, is Company's rupees ; 
but in Eot-kurana and Bhaelan, the Chittoree rupee is current. The 
exchange from the Chittoreeto the Company's rupee, has been made at the 
rate of 127 of the former to Rs. 100 of the latter. This rate is liable to 
variation in the market accordingly as Chittoree rupees may be in demand 
or otherwise, but the standard fixed is a fair average of the rate of exchange. 
The revenue of the Meywar possessions is denoted in Chittoree rupees, which 
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is the (Surrency of that principality. The total amount of revenue from th^ 
three divisions of the District is exhibited in the following Statement : —

39th. It has been <^0Dsidered necessary to exclude some recently 
•established hamlets with their lands from the operation of the Settlement, 
since their works of irrigation have only been completed during the 
present year, and the capabilities of the places are only partially developed. 
Their names are indicated below. They appertain to Mouzah Eotra, in Per? 
gunnah Beawr, and are located amidst the Boorwar Hills. Two Kehrad 
2 
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aire similarly circumstanced in Chang. These Eehras hold tulaos or elevated 
weirs of masonry which have been thrown across the Nuddees and 
Nullahs, which drain this mass of hills. A moderate fall of rain of two 
hours' duration would be ample to fill all these tulaos ; yet^ owing to the 
slight rain that has fallen at those places, no single weir or tulao has 
been filled ; thus protracting our arrangements towards putting them into 
^ position to take up the Settlement As soon, however, as matters can 
be matured, their rents will be permanently fixed. The following State-*

RlMABKS. 



40th. The Sketch of Mairwara embraces all particulars relating to 
agricultural improvement in this District. Hence all allusion to the sub* 
ject has been intentionally avoided. Subject to the confirmation of His 
Honor, it has been proposed to set aside, in view to form a fund for the 
repair and efficient preservation of the tulaos, the sum of one per cent 
on their cost: this amount being deducted firom the gross jumma of the 
Mouzahs in which works have been constructed. The subjoined Memoran- 
dum denotes the amount thus expended, and the deductions to be made 
from each portion of the District : —

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The sums thus coDstituting the annual contribution to the Tulao Fund, 
are considered ample for all contemplated purposes. Means are not only 
afforded for keeping them in a complete state of efficiency, but the extent 
of the annual income will admit of their undergoing much improvement. 
In the Ajmeer Settlement Report, while noticing the present subject, the 
attention of the Superintendent, and his Tehseel Establishment to the 
constant state of preservation and serviceableness of the tulaos, has been 
earnestly enjoined. The observations have immediate application to 
the works of Mairwara. His Honor, in your letter No. 1255, under 
date 25th April last, was pleased to throw out a suggestion, as to the 
appointment of an Officer of a superior grade to superintend and watch 
over the efficient state of repair of the Ajmeer works of irrigation. The 
subject has received the full consideration of the Superintendent, both 
antecedent, and subsequent to the receipt of your letter An Officer of 
the nature contemplated, if imbued with a due share of zeal, might be usefiiL 
Still natives are so prone to lapse into habits of indolence, when permanently 
appointed to high situations, that it is apprehended he would too frequently 
be disposed to delegate his functions to the Tehseel Establishment, in place 
of exerting himself. Moreover, the spread of country, either in Ajmeer or 
Mairwara, is too extended to be entrusted to one individual ; unless indeed 
his activity and assiduousness be of a superior order. It is considered 
the present arrangement of confiding the charge of the tulaos to the 
Tehseeldars to be assisted by their Peishkars, is susceptible of no improve^ 
ment, so long as the Superintendent, by personal observation, satisfies 
himself that the works are kept in the best order, and that the rules respect- 
ing the periodical visits of the Tehseel Establishment are strictly enforced. 

41st. As in respect to Ajmeer, advantage has been taken of the oppor*' 
tunity, so favorably offered, for securing a provision for making and repair^ 
ing the roads of the District. Subject to confirmation, it has been proposed 
to appropriate one per cent, on the gross revenue, for the formation of 
a Road Fund, as fully set forth in Statement No. 4. The sum thus set apart 
amounts to Rs. 1,912 of mixed currency. Through the liberality of the 
Hon'ble the Lieutenant-Governor, a considerable advance has been made 
in improving the routes of commerce. As connected with this District, 
the efficient repair of the roads from Nya-Nuggur to Ajmeer, and from 
the former place to Nusseerabad, may be mentioned. Further, an efficient 
road has been completed between Nya-Nuggur and the Meywar State, over 
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the Arabala range of hillS| distance thirteen miles and one furlong. Trade 
has derived much benefit from this arrangement; since carts laden with 
cotton^ tobacco, grain, and other produce of Meywar traverse the moun- 
tain pass with comparative ease; thereby obviating much circuitousness. 
On the Marwar side to the westward, a similar benefit has accrued to com- 
merce and travellers in general, in the construction of the road from Nya 
Nuggur, through the Boorwar hills, clear into the plains of Marwar ; the 
distance measuring twenty-one miles, two furlongs and ninety yards. This 
communication is the military road from Bombay vik Deesa to Nusseera- 
bad. Hence, with traffic and travellers it is much frequented. These are 
the only commercial routes which have yet been completed. The means 
now placed at our disposal, though inconsiderable in amount, will admit of 
the extension of .various lines in the course of a few years. The first 
object of solicitude will be to construct an efficient carriage road from Nya 
Nuggur vid Ealingur, Jowaja and Kot-kurana into Bhaelan, and thence to 
Mundlan, where the plain of Meywar is at hand. The heart of the District 
thus tsLT will be intersected, and as means become available, cross-roads 
may be made to join the main communication* On the Istumrardars and 
Jageerdars of Ajmeer intimating their acquiescence in the proposition sub- 
mitted to them for the establishment of a road fund, the road from Nya 
Nuggur across the Pakhurea Ghatta, now efficiently repaired, will be 
continued, viz. Mussooda, Sukranee and Champaneree to Eekree. The open- 
ing of this route for wheeled-carriages, will conduce much to facilitate the 
operations of commerce, and bring Nya Nuggur in direct communication 
with the States adjacent to Eekree. 

42nd. The arrangement in respect to the preservation of trees 
planted on the embankments, and of the appropriation of the proceeds 
arising from the sale of decayed timber, as effected in Ajmeer, duly obtains 
in Mairwara. There are no Bhoom or Rent-free tenures, which are 
irrigated from the tanks. Hence the Tulao Fund is susceptible of little 
increase. 

43rd. It has been observed in paragraph 13 that the Thakoors of 
Musooda and Ehari^a share half the net revenue of the seven Villages of 
the Pergunnah J&k-Shamgurh. Under these circumstances, it is equitable 
they reimburse us to the extent of half the outlay expended on tulaos 
constructed in those mouzahs. The subject will be best elucidated by the 
subjoined Tabular Statement.

We migbt in justice have called on these Chiefs to liquidate their 
arrears at once; since the works have been raised by the Government 
money^ and through the labors of its Officers. Still though this course was 
justifiable, it is more consonant to the customs, as well as the feelings of 
the people, to realize Government arrears by instalments suited to the 
means of the parties. In this view, and in anticipation of the sanction of 
Government, it is proposed to recover the arrears from Musooda in the 
course of six years by annual instalments of Rs. 671. Towards Klurwa, 
whose advantages are small in reference to those enjoyed by Musooda^ 
it has been deemed right to ensure the payment of dues during the 
currency of the Settlement. Its Chief will therefore reimburse us to the 
extent of Rs. 240 annually for the next twenty years. 

44th. The circumstances of Mouzah Tikrana Goojurana, one-fourth of 
the rents of which are enjoyed by the Thakoor of Khurwa, are similar to the 
case noticed in the foregoing paragraph. The particulars stand thus : —

Subject to approval, an engagement has been entered into to liquidate this 
amount by the payment of an annual instalment of Rs. 66 during nineteen, 
and Rs. 65 during the twentieth year. 

45th. On the completion of the Khewut arrangements in Ajmeer, the 
establishment will be transferred to Mairwara. A commencement was 
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made in Pergunnah Ramsur in February last, and a reasonable hope was 
entertained that all matters connected with Pergunnahs Rajgurh and 
Ajraeer, would have been terminated by the close of the month of June ; 
but the result has not justified expectation. The delay is attributed among 
other causes, to the intervention of sowing and harvest time. Also to the 
number of differences amongst the cultivators, as to the Biswadaree right 
to land and the equitable apportionment of rent, which had to be reconciled. 
To these reasons may, perhaps, be added that of a partial absence of zeal 
and energy on the part of those whose business it was to carry out this 
duty with the least practicable delay. The Deputy Collector has given 
an assurance that matters will admi); of the detaching a portion of the 
establishment to Mairwara in November, and that the Ajmeer Khewut 
will be closed with the termination of the present year. 

46th. Before closing this report, it is proper to remark, that the 
continuance of pecuniary aid to the Zemindars to admit of their constructing 
small agricultural works beyond the means of their unassisted resources, 
is extremely desirable. The Settlement, as already observed, has given 
a stimulus to industry ; the sole object being the increase of the produc- 
tiveness of the land. This desideratum is to be attained by the increase 
of Narees, the construction of stone-dike walls, the sinking of weUs, and by 
a system of what is termed Dholabundee, the raising of small earthen 
bai^ over the fields, so as to impede the progress of the rain water, 
and to secure moisture to the crops. The usual annual donation of 
Rs. 1,200 for wding works of this nature in the Ajmeer portion, it is 
further desirable to sanction for some few years to come. The tuccavee 
thus advanced, and the means afforded of rewarding the industrious from 
the annual donation of Rs. 1,200, will very considerably tend, now the 
extra gain appertains to the cultivator, to develop minor latent resources, 
and assist in placing the tract in a position to bear the Settlement with 
decreased remissions, as the smaller improvements are brought into remu- 
nerative usefulness. Upon the propitiousness of the season will the pros- 
perity of Mairwara chiefly depend. We cannot command the seasons ; but 
the present arrangement provides for a relaxation of its terms, whenever 
necessity calls for its adoption. The prosperous will enjoy their own 
peculiar advantages ; while drought, in as far as refers to the payment of 
rent, will not be permitted to operate to the injury of those already suffer- 
ing under a dispensation of Providence. Human foresight can do no more. 
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But though the prosperity of the country is in a manner regulated by the 
favorableness of the season, much may be effected by the Superintendent, 
who for some years to come, indeed until the elders of the clan be gathered 
to their fathers, should be required to give his unabated attention to the 
welfare of this people. Nor is the duty onerous. All they require is expressed 
by the word purumrish. This comprises a full and patient hearing of their 
complaints, pecuniary assistance for rural works, moderation towards them 
on the occurreace of drought, and a sincere desire for their general welfare. 
While the Superintendent is influenced by feelings of this kind, scarcity, 
though it may pinch, may become bearable. To enable this OflScer to carry 
out his benevolent work with the le»st amount of trouble, it will be indis- 
pensably necessary to re-organize the Amlah, Police and Tehseel Establish- 
ments, which have remained unaltered during the last fifteen years, though 
the revenue has been augmented to a sum exceeding the anticipations of the 
most sanguine, and the population in that time has increased nearly four-fold; 
but this subject may more appropriately be submitted in a separate report.

4th. It is observed that seven villages, as entered in the margin,* are 

at present exclud- 
ed from this Set- 
tlement, on account 
of the reservoirs 
which have been 
formed in them, 
not having yet 
come into opera- 
tion. The demand upon these estates should be fixed, so as to correspond 
with the rest of District, as soon as they are in a condition to permit of this 
being done. 

5th. The other points which require the orders of Government, will 
now be noticed, in the order in which they appear in your report 

6th. The deduction of 2318 beegahs from the malgoozaree area of the 
Pan. 12. District on account of rent-free holdings of various descriptions, 
is approved and sanctioned. 

7th. The several arrangements mentioned by you in the paragraphs 
Paras, notcd in the margin, whereby part of the proceeds of certain villages 
18—20. j^g^ j^^gj^ assigned to independent Chiefs and others, have been long 
in force either under the orders of Government, or of former Residents. 
The Lieutenant-Governor does not consider it necessary to interfere with 
any of them. 

8th. The explanation submitted by you with regard to Thakoor 
Parss. 21—25. Bhopal Siugh's claim on the Qusbeh of Beawr, is clear and 
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satisfactory. It is evident that the Thakoor was never able to establish 
his ancestral right to the Qasbeh, which you observe, " had been in a 
state of ruin and dense jungle for two centuries, preceding the reduction 
of the country by British Arms." The arguments adduced by you against 
his claim to twelve wells in Bhoom are also conclusive and sufficient. His 
third claim, viz. to the profits of the estate for four years, from 1827 to 
1831, is fully met by his having enjoyed the produce of the land cultivated 
by his household, free of payment from 1831 to the present year, besides 
that the cancelment of his lease in 1827 arose from his own misconduct. 
The Lieutenant-Governor therefore does not consider that Neem Deo, 
the son of Bhopal Singh, has any claims of right against the Government, 
but he concurs in your proposal that the rent of the land still held by him 
in the (Qusbeh four hundred and seventy-four beegahs and ten biswahs) be 
fixed at Rs. 233 during the life-time of Neem Deo, and at Rs. 374 after his 
decease. 

9th. The Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges the weight of your obser- 
Para. 86. yatiou, that the punctual realization of the revenue now fixed 
must remain to a certain degree dependant on the seasons, and that much 
will depend, whenever a deficiency of rain occurs, on the diligence of the 
Superintendent, in making personal enquiry as to the extent of the evil. It 
is satisfactory at the same time to consider that the reservoirs, which you 
have been instrumental in forming, will not only diminish the frequency of 
injurious droughts, but that they will also afford a sure criterion, in addition 
to the pluviometers, of estimating the real character of the season as it 
affects every estate. 

10th. The existing arrangement, whereby the charge of the works 
Para. 40. for irrigation is entrusted to the Tehseeldars, may remain in force 
so long as it works favorably. If you should hereafter see occasion to alter 
your opinion as to the advantage of appointing a separate officer for this 
duty, you are at liberty to revive the proposal 

11th. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of the mode in which 
Paras. 43—14. you propose to Fccovcr half the expense of raising works for 
irrigation in certain villages from the Chie& of Mussooda and ESiurwa. 

12th. His Honor will expect a future report upon the preparation of 
Pww. 45. the Khewut papers for Mairwara, as well as for Ajmeer, as soon 
as the work is completed. 

8 
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13th. It is not fully known to what previous orders you refer, in 
mentioning ^^ the usual annual donation/' for aiding small 
agricultural works in Ajmeer Mairwara. There is no objection 
to your making occasional advances of tuccavee, not exceeding in all the 
above annual amount, to such estates as may require it, and as will make 
a good use of it, but provision should at the same time be made for the 
early re-payment of sums thus advanced. 

14th. In conclusion, I am desired to convey to you the Lieutenant- 
Governor's sense of the zeal with which you have entered on the duty 
now reported, and of the diligence with which you have completed it. 
His Honor trusts that your exertions will produce lasting benefit, both to 
the Government and the people.

Sib, 



I had the honor to announce in my letter No. 255, under date 
19th ultimo, the despatch of the documents of the Mairwara Settlement, which 
are required to be submitted to Government. They consist of an English 
translation of the Vernacular Khewut, with various Tabular Statements, 
prepared in strict conformity with the regulations on this head, and 
embrace all the minute particulars of each separate Mouzah. The Oordoo 
Bundobust Misuls of five Villages, comprised in six volumes, have been 
submitted for inspection : the Misuls of all the Villages having been prepared 
in accordance with those now forwarded. 

2nd. The arrangements in respect ta the manipulation of the Ehewut 
in Mairwara correspond so closely, and in most respects are so analogous 
to the system observed in Ajmeer, that their detail, where the correspon- 
dence is complete, will merely be a repetition of the course pursued in 
that District. The object of explanation might have been answered by 
transmitting a copy of my letter No. 153, under date 19th May last ; but 
as the Settlement of Mairwara has been a distinct meajsure, it has been 
deemed desirable to give it a separate report ; the deviation or difference 
from the Ajmeer process receiving due note. 

3rd. My Mahrwara Settlement Report No. 278, under date 27th 

September 1850, was so full in all local matters requiring notice, that few 

points call for observation, and then only where local requirements have 

demanded a deviation from the usual course. 

2 
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4th. All disputes as to the proprietary right of land have been settled^ 
as far as was practicable, personally by the Deputy Collector on the spot. 
In such cases where the parties have not been satisfied with this officer's 
decision, they have been referred for final adjustment to the Superintendent. 
Thus all claims were adjudicated previously to apportioning the rates and 
the amount to be paid by each individual, whose name is borne on the 
Khewut, 

5th. With exception to one small Mouzah, Choura Neemree, Pergunnah 
Beawr, which was located for the security of the high road, and not in 
expectation of agricultural profits, and which is a Zemindaree Mehal, all the 
towns and villages of the District being two-hundred and twenty-eight Uslee 
and eighty-four Dakhilee are imperfect Putteedaree Mouzahs ; where each 
individual proprietor holds his separate lands ; a small portion only of the 
area remaining undivided. The old inhabitants of the District, Mairs and 
Mairats, as well as the new settlers, who came on the location of new 
villages and hamlets have been inserted, without distinction, as Biswah- 
dars; both enjoying the same privileges as to the mortgage or sale of their 
holdings : since previous to the subjugation of the District, a large portion 
of the land was waste, and was only made remunerative through the 
pecuniary aid of the Government and the exertions of the people. 

6th. In order to test the accuracy as to the quantity of land held by 
each Assamee, all the Biswahdars were from time to time assembled before 
the Deputy Collector, and on this question being satisfactorily determined, 
they were required to elect from amongst their own brother villagers, a 
punchayet, which was to arbitrate in fixing the begehree rates of assess^^ 
ment, in view to the apportionment of each assamee's respective jumma. 
In determining the rates to be assigned to each section of land, they had to 
consider the nature of the soil, its productiveness and its means of irrigation. 
Lands possessing a good soil, and having the advantage of uninterrupted 
irrigation from a well, were classed at the highest or first rate: other lands of 
inferior quality and only commanding water during seasons of plenty were 
classed as Chahee land of the second, third and fourth sorts, in reference to 
local circumstances. As far as it has been practicable to carry out this 
plan, the land has been equitably rated according to its means of produc- 
tion. In Hke manner, in respect to Tulabee and Abee land, the same course 
has been adhered to. Buranee lands, where they have been divided, have 
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been classed according to their respective qualities. The highest and lowest 
rates per beegah in the District are as follows : —

In some instances, where from the inferiority of the soil, or from other 
causes, a deviation from the above course was deemed desirable, the assess- 
ment has been regulated according to local wants. Another mode observed 
in some mouzahs has been to assess the Qubzawar land lightly ; the deficiency 
of jumma being met, partly with, and partly without reference to rates, 
from the Shamlat lands tilled by the shareholders. As the lands remain 
undivided, and each assamee's share is undetermined, all the shareholders 
are bound to arrange for their due tillage : the condition being that any defi- 
ciency arising out of neglect of tillage, or decrease of produce, may be met 
by bach'h from each shareholder rateably, according to the amount of his 
Khewut. A further course differs from the foregoing in this respect, that in 
place of being tilled by the shareholders, the lands are cultivated by the 
hereditary cultivators, and the jumma, instead of remaining unapportioned, 
has been determined for each man, under condition that in case of the death 
or absence of any of these cultivators, any deficiency in the fixed quota 
will be made up by all the Biswahdars, by bach'h levied in proportion to 
their respective Khewut shares. In some mouzahs, the Moroosee cultivators 
also till the Qubzawar land in subordination to their respective proprietors. 
The assessment has therefore been made with the hereditary cultivators ; the 
Biswahdars being held responsible for the payment of the sum fixed. The 
jumma fixed on the Moroosee cultivators has been assessed on the same 
principle as characterizes that ofthe Biswahdars; they receiving no malikana 
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compensation from the aforesaid cnlti gators in any village. The Hulsnra 

mode of assessment has not been observed in Mairwara. Large portions of 

cultivated land in front of tulaos which had hitherto remained undivided 

have, as far as was practicable, been partitioned, and the rent fixed thereon 

has been regulated as with respect to Qubzawar land. But still parcels of 

land of this nature have in several mousahs remained undistributed. fThe 

jumma assigned on this land, partly with and partly without reference to rates^ 

has been apportioned in the ratio of the respective Khewut share of each 

assamee, and the quota of each has been duly inserted opposite to his name, 

in the column of remarks of the Vernacular Khewut. The land in question, 

which is now common to the whole village, can be divided, whenever 

required, either by the shareholders themselves, or through the aid of a 

Government Ameen, in the same proportions which have regulated the 

allotment of the jumma. Again, in some instances, the revenue of land 

appertaining to absent assamees has been inserted in the name of its 

present holders ; the absentees being allowed to regain possession of their 

tenures, on engaging to pay their assigned share of revenue on their return. 

Lands of this description have in several other mouzahs been included under 

the head " Shamlat." The jumma of Qusbeh Dewair has been settled at 

Rs. 3,350. Of this sum Rs. 500 will be annually contributed, according 

to ancient usage, by the Thakoors of that place, from the proceeds 

which accrue to them from fees levied on the transit of cattle, merchandise 

and travellers, through the pass under their protection. The lands of the 

deserted hamlet of Deopoora, in Dewair, are tilled by the Zemindars of the 

parent village ; consequently the sum fixed for that Muzreh, Rs. 50, has 

been included in the Khewut of Dewair. Whilst determining the jumma of 

the District, the revenue of Dochla and Barea Jugga, hamlets of Jalea 1st, was 

fixed to the extent of Rs. 330 and Rs. 300 respectively, making a total 

of Rs. 630 ; but at the time of preparing the Khewut, objections were 

raised by the Zemindars of Barea Jugga against the sum assigned to them, 

in consequence of the comparative unproductiveness of their land, and its 

limited extent. It was therefore determined, with the consent of the Biswah- 

dars of both the hamlets, to make a slight difference in the amount of their 

jummas ; the total, Rs. 630, remaining as formerly fixed, in this manner 

Rfl.

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The revenue of Chaog, including its hamlets, Eamgurh and Jugmalpoora^ 
was fixed at Rs. 1,451. Ramgurh having been held Eham, Rs. 350 on 
account of its jumma have been deducted, and the Ehewut made for the 
balance Rs. 1,101. The Ehewut of Myrean and Nya Nuggur has been 
made as stated in the sixteenth pacagraph of my letter No. 278, under date 
27th September 1850, to the address of Mr. Secretary Thornton, both in 
favor of the Government and their respective Ex-Resaldars, in proportion 
to the assigned shares of each. The sums fixed for the latter are only 
receivable by them daring tiieir life-time. The cultivated lands have alone 
been assessed, with exception to three or four villages, where a portion 
of the uncultivated has been iocluded in the Ehewut The usual share 
of one-third of the jffoduce paid by all the Zemindars during Eham manage- 
ment has been maintained. The Putels and others, who were entitled to 
certain remissions in the share alluded to, have had the same indulgence 
continued to them ; the Begehree rates being reduced in proportion to the 
several abatements current in each village, which are a quarter and Sarei 
Teeja, or three and a hal£ The amount of each individuars share has been 
duly made kaown to him, and his signature obtaimed. 

7th. The following Sewaee items of revenue have been appropriated 
for the benefit o( the Biswahdars of the Mouzah ; three items, vus. Gm> 
Shoomaree, Eholree and Chand Sulamee not obtaining in this District. 
Mret. — ^Wild indigo, which grows only in a few Mouzahs, and is sold as 
a whole by the proprietors for a few rupees, when the favorable state 
of the season gives promise it will ripen. 
Seconds — The proceeds arlsiii^ out of the sale of jungle wood^ and the 
xoaxmre of Bunjara bullocks, or the like that is common to the whole 
community, farm a part of the Miscellaneous funds- 
Third. — The revenue derived from Sbamlat, cultivated and uncultivated 
land ex<2lttd6d from the Ehewut assessmexrt, as also the amount 
sale of indigenous produce, as grass, kans, motha, khus, &c. form 
a compcNQeot portion a£ this fund. The arrangeixient io rejfer ence to 
tiie tillage of these lands will be made every year through tb^ 
Lumberdara, who will grant at the oommeneement of ^ach year, 
fresh agreements to the cultivators, whether Kbewutdars or Pahee 
Kashts. The Shamlat lands can be divided tsA th^ {>leasure of the 
people, in proportion to their respective JShewut ehue^, either by 
themselves or through an Ameen. 
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8th. The Shamlat items of receipt above indicated will be entered' 
according to their respective dates, in the Putwaree's accounts, under the 
direction of the Lumberdars ; for they are the rights of the proprietors 
paying the Government demand, and are to be apportioned rateably, according 
to the Ehe wut shares, in this manner : — ^At the close of each harvest, the 
village expenses are to be defrayed from this income, and should any 
balance remain, it has been left optional with the Lumberdars either to 
distribute the surplus in proportion to the Khewut shares, or to give 
assamees credit to that extent in payment of their Khewut account. 

9th. The expected future profits of the village may thus be briefly 
noticed. Individually, each assamee is at liberty to increase the produc- 
tiveness of his land, by converting Buranee into Chahee, or Bunjur into 
Buranee land, provided the said land be registered- in his name, and in 
that case the profit is his own gain. In like manner, in respect to the 
whole community, Buranee land is given to such as desire to construct a 
naree, build a stone-dike wall, or sink a well thereon ; the remissions being 
somewhat more favorable than those allowed during Eham management, 
as fully detailed in the Iqramameh of each village. Bunjur, in perma- 
nently being turned into Buranee, is also a source of profit. Indeed, 
the only advantage anticipated is by augmenting the productiveness of the 
soil, and to induce people to expend capital on such improvements, the rates 
of assessment during the currency of the present Settlement have been 
extremely light. 

10th. It may be remarked that in the Tabular Statistical Statements 
of Villages, many of the houses and wells have been denoted under the 
head of Kucha, in contra-distinction to those built of lime masonry ; yet, 
from the nature of the country, this expression is not altogether correct : 
inasmuch as the houses are built of dry stone, with tiled roofig ; while all 
the wells, unprotected by lime masonry, are sunk in the rock^ having the 
superficial surface defended by a dry stone wall. 

11th. The Putels, who are the hereditary functionaries of villages, 
have been denominated Lumberdars. Their number is determined by 
no fixed rule. They vary according to the extent of population; small 
villages holding one, while large towns have as many as twenty-five. Their 
duties embrace the superintendence of the interests of their respective 
towns and villages, with attendance at the office of the Tehseeldar. The 
Government demands are paid through the village Officers* Their own 

3 
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lands have been assessed as with respect to Biswahdars, with this difference 
that in return for their services, their khewut shares have been rated on 
more favorable terms of one-fourth and Sarie Teeja of the produce, in place 
of one-third, the ryot's share. They are further entitled to small perquisites on 
the occasion of births, deaths and marriages. The brothers of the Putels, 
whose lands are undivided, and who prepare food at the same hearth, enjoy 
the remissions granted to their relations; but when the land has been 
partitioned, and their families prepare their bread at different hearths, 
their share is the common one of one-third the produce. 

12th. The salary of Putwarees, or village accountants, is fixed on 
all the villages of the district, at six pie per rupee on the Government 
demand, or Rs. 3-2-0 per cent., except in Qusbeh Beawr, where it is three pie. 
The Vernacular Settlement Misls have been duly given off to them in Hindee. 
They have been provided with new buhees, and are now being instructed 
in the preparation of the Huftganeh and other systems of accounts. 

13th. The Bulahee is a village servant, whose duty it is to cause 
the attendance of the Zemindars at the Tehseel Cutcherry, for the payment 
of the Government dues. He is employed in working the Jureeb, when the 
measurement of land is required. Reports village incidents or waradat9 
to the Thanadar, and ^ves information to the Tehseel, of matters relating 
to the filling of the tulaos, or of occasional accidents that may happen to 
them. His salary is fixed at two dumrees per rupee on the Government 
demand. This servant is only removable by the Superintendent, on full 
cause assigned. 

14th. The bachli on account of Mulba Ehurch, or village expenses, 
will be made rateably every harvest, on each proprietor, according to the 
Ehewut shares. It is fixed at five per cent on the jumma^ but in case the 
sum thus realized from small villages, whose jumma is also small, be found 
insufficient, the bach'h may slightly exceed the assigned rate, and decreased 
in like manner in the larger towns and villages, where the jumma i3 
considerable, and the sum which would thus be collected, be beyond 
immediate wants. The disbursements include several items, such as the 
salaries of the Putwarees and Bulahees ; maintenance of the Lumberdars, 
while employed on duty away from their village ; stationery expenses on 
account of Putwarees ; the amount of fine levied on the whole Mouzah by 
the Foujdaree Courts; the tulbana and other miscellaneous expenses. 
Should the balance alone be due from a few assamees, they will personally

be held responsible for this, the tulbana charge ; otherwise it will devolve 
cm the whole mahaL These accounts will be duly entered in the Putwarees' 
books, and examined from time to time by the Deputy Collector and the 
Superintendent. 

15th. Adverting to the pristine position of the Mairs before their con- 
qisest, and to the fiill ability they possess to guard their own villages from 
theft or depredation, all protective arrangements have been left in their own 
^ands, where the communities are essentially Mairs and Mairats. This 
measure is further in consonance to their own wishes. In some few places, 
where the class of Mahajuns is extensive, such as Nya Nuggur, Qusbeh 
Beawr and Bursawara, chowkeedars are maintained at the expense <^ the 
people. The Bhoomeah, or Rural Police system, as prevalent in Ajmeer,does 
not obtain in Mairwara. In respect to the protection of Commerce and 
travellers through the mountain passes of Peeplee, Kachablee, Chapulean, 
Teetree Ghata, Dewair, Bursawara and Chang, small rates, according to aQCien;t 
usage, are paid by those concerned for the security thus afforded ; it being 
an understood rule that compensation be given for any loss of property 
within their boundary Emits, arising out of carelessness ooi the part of the 
Zemindars. It has been considered unnecessary to make any separate 
aliusioB to this custom in the Ehewut documents. To provide for the fall 
seoority of the extensive drov<es of Bunjara salt buUocks passing from 
Puchhudra in Marwar, to Meywar and other oountries in that direction 
across the hilly portion of the District, it has been deemed prudent to pur- 
chase the good offices of eight villages, viz. Bhaelan, J&k, Sheopoora^ Eajor, 
Umurpoora, Subulpoora, Seindra and £^olea, by paying them each Rs. 30 
annually from the custom transit duties levied on salt. The compact between 
ourselves and these villages is that any cattle missing shall be searched for 
by them, and that all culpable loss be defrayed from their annual allowance. 
The system has been in force about seventeen years, and has yielded gene- 
ral satisfaction. 

16th. Before brining this report to a close, it is necessary to observe 
that the Village of Theekurwas Chota, in the Todgurh Pergunnah, has 
not been submitted to the process of the Khewut system. For several 
consecutive years, thw village has been suffering from extreme droughty 
which forced titie main portion of the cultivators to seek their livelihood 
in towns and villages in Meywar, as tillers of the soil, or as armed servants in 
(he ^oapioy of wealthy Mahajuns. The rains dwing the present season did 
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not set in until the last week in July ; thereby unavoidably detaining the 
return of the people, who, in the mean time, had sown the Khureef in the 
places of their temporary abode in Mey war. During my annual tour in Mair- 
wara in the ensuing month of January, an endeavour will be made with the 
now absent proprietors of the land either to arrange through their brethren 
for the regular payment of their Khewut, or to sell their holdings. On the 
completion of some satisfactory arrangement, the circumstance will receive 
due notice. In the mean time we possess no alternative beyond holding the 
village under kham management. 

17th. The subjects detailed above appear to include all questions 
deserving of distinct notice as differing in a slight degree from the engage- 
ments usual in Settlement arrangements in the Provinces. Every matter 
is however fully described in the village Iqramameh, which is a faithful 
record of the rights of the people.

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2nd. The accounts now submitted for 1850*51, are for the first year 
of the Settlement, whose duration has been fixed for a term of twenty years. 
As akeady observed in relation to the Ajmeer Annual Revenue Statement, 
our Settlement has been completed, under the full understanding that the 
ridn should be in such sufficiency as to fill our tulaos, when each Mouzah 
would be required to pay its quota of rent without abatement. During 
indifferent seasons, when large portions of the land remain uncultivated, 
owing to the paucity of the rain, our demands must be so far diminished 
as to be made to correspond with the reduced produce: thus lightening 
the burthens of the people according to local requirements. The necessity 
for adhering to this course has been fully discussed in my Settlement 
Reports on both Districts ; whereby no further observations on this point 
would seem required at this juncture. That the first year of our Settlement 
should prove so unpropitious as to call for a partial relaxation in our 
demands, might argue unfavorably as to the efficiency of the arrangement ; 
rendering its currency during the ensuing nineteen years, a matter of 
question. Experience has however taught us that in a tract of country 
like Mairwara, where there is marked irregularity in the seasons, it is a 
rare circumstance to find good rains prevail throughout its whole length 
during any single year. Indeed, the chances are that each successive 
year will call for the adoption of the sliding scale principle. That the 
first year of its currency should call for the exercise of this rule is rather 
a favorable feature ; inasmuch as it has shown the people that our promise 
of remissions in time of need has been faithfully fulfilled ; thereby indicating 
our deliberate intention to consult their welfare and prosperity in all matters 
relating to revenue affairs. 

3rd. The remissions sanctioned in your letter No. 2008, under date the 
3rd June last, amounting to Rs. 15,372, have been duly entered on the 
returns opposite the villages which shared in this concession. The balance 
of the revenue has been realized in full Specific sanction was formerly 
accorded for the sums necessary for the repair of roads, and for maintaining 
our works of irrigation in a state of complete serviceableness. Now these 
sums are drawn from the people, and form a component portion of the 
revenue. Hence the amount thus recovered has been entered on the 
returns. 

4th. The rains of 1851 were more &vorable than those of the fore- 
going year, yet their benefits have not been generally dispersed. In the 

A A 
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Ajmeer District, the villages from Khurwa to Ajmeer and westward, are in 
a high state of prosperity from the seasonable and ample supply of rain. 
To the north of Ajmeer and in the Pergunnah of Ramsur, the supply 
was less heavy, and in some villages scarcely sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the cultivation. The Pergunnahs of Mussooda, Bhinae 
and Kekree, are suffering more or less from a deficiency of rain : 
none having fallen after the month of July ; whereby much injury 
has accrued to the til, bajra and jowar crops, which are solely de- 
pendent on a seasonable supply of rain. This is the third consecutive 
year that scarcity has prevailed in these Pergunnahs; yet through the 
agency of agricultural works of irrigation, the people have not forsaken 
their homes. The Khalsa town of Kekree, from the elevation of its 
land, and from being almost wholly dependent on supplies of rain, has 
sustained injury in its Khurreef crop, requiring a small abatement in 
its jumma. The kists of the Istumrardars have been paid up in fulL 
A few other Khalsa Villages may claim slight remissions, but they pro- 
mise to be less in amount than those sanctioned during June last. 

5th. In Mairwara, the rain has been more general. From Khurwa 
to Dewair, with a few exceptions, there has been an ample abundance. 
Beyond the latter town the supply has been partial. Upon the whole, 
the appearance of this District is highly satisfactory. The industry 
of the people continues unabated, and prosperity and contentment 
are the natural consequences. Every man's mind appears bent on improv- 
ing his condition through an increase of cultivation, to effect which small 
works are yearly constructed in each village, or new land prepared 
by walling in spaces, and providing the new field with soil brought 
from a distance* Only remissions to a small extent will be required 
this year to be given to those villages, which from a deficiency of 
rain, or from injury sustained by their tulaos, have much land uncul- 
tivated. 

6th. The amount recovered from the Ajmeer Khalsa Villages extends 
only to Rs. 1,819, a sum too limited for the extension of new lines of 
road. The means at our disposal have admitted of the repair of the 
roads from the verge of the District towards Nya Nuggur to Nusseerabad^ 
and also viS. Ajmeer to the Kishengurh Boundary; occupying a distance of 
about sixty miles ; add to this the metalling the road from the new gate of 
the town, Ajmeer, to the Ghoogra Ghatta. 
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7th. In Mairwara, independently of keeping the roads leadbg to 
Ehurwa^ to Marwar and Meywar over their Passes, in a state of efficient 
repair, the road from Nya Nuggur over the Pakhurea Pass, as noticed 
in my letter No. 2 of the 3rd instant, is being made extremely easy for 
the passage of carriages. The route from Nya Nuggur to the Pergunnah of 
Bhaelan is being put into traversable order by carts, while the approaches 
to Todgurh and Dewair are being made; easy for the transit of bullocks, 
camels, and horses. The work thus sketched, will require all the available 
funds; Rs. 1,912 per annum for its completion. 

8th. A hope was indulged that the few first years of our Settlement 
would have been marked by moderate and seasonable rain ; whereby the 
contributions to the Tulao Funds might in part have been employed in 
building rear retaining walls to the bunds and making other necessary useful 
improvements ; allowing of the balance accumulating for unlooked-for con* 
tingencies. But this hope has been dissipated for a time, through one 
unprecedently heavy fall of rain during July in Pergunnah Beawr, and at 
some places in the Ajmeer District, which, besides causing much anxiety at 
the time, has required considerable aid from our funds. The subjoined 
Abstract shows the quantity of rain measured at the principal stations in 
the Districts : —

The fall which caused extensive injury to public and private works 
happened on the 21st July last, the quantity measuring six inches in about 
as many hours. Several bunds which had withstood the action of the seasons 
during a dozen years were overtopped, and in several instances a portion 
of the outfall masonry was bodily removed, through the force of the water 
raised two or three feet above the usual elevation on the overflowing of 
the tulaos. Such heavy and continuous rain had not been experienced since 
the reduction of Mairwar% as was instanced in the floods overflowing a por- 
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tion of the Cantonment of Beawr. The works both in Ajmeer and in this 
District were repaired at once, permanently, in most places, and all, with 
exception to the purvurish talao, were replenished by subsequent showers. 
To guard against like contingencies, the outfalls are being extended 
in all practicable places. I am happy to have the ability to add that this 
contingency will be met from our Tulao Funds, without seeking specific aid 
from the Government. 

9th. In respect to the well-working of the Settlement, there is every 
prospect expectation will be realized. Some slight alterations in the Ajmeer 
Khewut are called for in a few villages, and will be made without delay. 
In both Districts, the Settlement has roused the energies of the people to 
advance their own interests. This perhaps is more remarkable in Mairwara„ 
where the industry of the mass of the people is not to be surpassed, or 
indeed, equalled in any country. With moderately good seasons luded by 
occasional partial remissions when actually required, and a continuance of 
the industry which is now so prevalent, the Settlement will work well, 
while prosperity and contentment will be the lot of the people.

Sir, 

Having completed my tour through the Mairwara District, 
I have the honor to oflfer such brief observations for the information of the 
Honorable the Lieutenant-Governor North Western Provinces, as seem 
deserving of notice. 

2nd. The inhabitants of Mairwara are essentially an agricultural people : 
their livelihood depending on the cultivation of the soil. Hence their pros- 
perity is mainly regulated by the favorableness of the seasons. The perio- 
dical rains of the past year were so late in their commencement, as to cause 
much anxiety in the minds of all classes. The month of June passed almost 
without a shower, and July had nearly run its course before apprehension 
was removed. But after the rain commenced, the supply was so copious 
and continuous during five weeks as to replenish the whole of our numer- 
ous reservoirs, and to give full assurance of plenty. Owing to the lateness 
at which the labors of the Zemindars commenced, Indian-corn, the chief pro- 
duce of the Khurreef, could only be sown in small quantities. Of til and 
jowar, in the higher lands, the return was good. The chief attention of the 
people was therefore turned towards the Rubbee, which during the present 
season is more extensive and more luxuriant than on any previous occasion, 
which has fallen under my observation. According to the Settlement docu- 
ments, the District held

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The crops this year are estimated to exceed the above total by upwards 
of 20,000 beegahs. This increase may be traced to several causes ; the aug- 
mentation of new Zemindaree works and wells which the prospect of gain, 
through the settlement, has stimulated the people to undertake; to the 
bringing into cultivation much land to the front of the tulaos, and which, 
owing to the insufficiency or short duration of former rains, had not been 
completely submerged ; and to the preparation of new land by cutting away 
and removing kunkur and stones from the rocky ground adjoining the land 
under culture, and on either side, as far as opportunity served, of the 
smaller vallies. In this manner is the greater portion of the excess to be 
accounted for: while at the larger works, the presence of an ample 
command of water has admitted of more than ordinary irrigation. At the 
same time that the rain has been ample and continuous, it has moreover 
been general in both Districts; no single village, as too frequently 
happens, being excluded from the benefits vouchsafed by Providence. It 
is true the outturn of the Khurreef has, in* many villages, been very much 
restricted owing to the reasons above assigned, to which may be added the 
rotting of the crops in the more hilly portion of the tract from the percola- 
tion of water from the hills ; still the extended return of the Rubbee will 
far outweigh the loss from the autumn harvest, leaving a large profit to 
the people. Indeed, it may be safely assumed, that should the Rubbee 
progress to maturity without encountering any of the usual vicissitudes of 
the season, its produce will more than supply the annual revenue ; leaving 
the Khurreef as the profit of the people, 

3rd. I have much gratification in stating that the Settlement is 
working satisfactorily, and that it is very agreeable to the people. Each 
man now knows the extent of his immediate contribution to the state, and 
that beyond that specific sum, he personally reaps the advantage of his 
own labors. It possesses, moreover, some indirect advantages in requiring 
the constant attendance of the people at their own villages for the culture 
of their own holdings ; for the payment of the rent of absentees, except 
during a year of drought, falls on the whole Mouzah. Again, the settle- 
ment acts as a check against immorality or a breach of the laws ; for all 
offenders, besides suffering punishment, have to pay their quota of rent, either 
directly through the sale of their property, through their friends, or by the 
village community. Hence; the nature of the settlement compact discour- 
ages absence and crime on the part of the assamees : for when either 
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occurs, the whole society has to bear the burthen in the liquidation of the 
absentee's rent. 

4th. Three intelligent Ameens are now engaged in impartino* to the 
Putwarees the knowledge of preparing the Village Huftganeh doouments. 
In the course of the ensuing three months, it is expected all will have been 
fully instructed^ Although only a few had these papers ready, yet the 
accounts^ of each Putwaree were daily examined before the Heads of 
Villages, throughout my tour. This measure, as observed with reference 
to Ajmeer, proved acceptable to the people. The village expenses ai^ 
light and reasonable, and, setting aside the pay of the Putwaree and 
Bulahee, are of an inconsiderable amount. On the subject of village . 
expense, the people are sensibly alive to their own interests. Hence undue 
charges do not receive admittance in the accounts. 

5th. With a few exceptions, the tulaos are in a high state of service- 
ableness. Slight repairs were made to the works at the time the necessity 
arose during the rains. Extensive injuries could not be rectified at the 
moment, owing to the absence of the requisite materials. The principal 
damage has been confined to some masonry weirs in the neighborhood of 
Todgurh, and where an exemption from injury was expected, as they had 
withstood the effect of the torrents during at least a dozen years. The 
reason is the unusually heavy rain which fell during several continuous 
days, and which is attested by the annexed extract from the Register. 
The works too being partially constructed of lime mortar and partially of 
dry stone, were insufficiently strong to withstand the accumulated force 
of an overwhelming torrent* They are now in the course of repair with 
the best lime mortar; the masonry being made strong enough to sustain the 
greatest probable pressure. The expense will be borne by the I'ulao Fund. 

6th. In the matter of roads, progress is palpable. The lines leading 
from Nya Nv^gur towards Ajmeer and Marwar, imd over the Ghattas 
leading into Meywar and the eastern Pergunnahs of Ajmeer are in excellent 
order. The communications from Bhaekn to Todgurh, and thence to Me3rwar, 
and to the southward which were confined to pathways, and alike difficult 
to ascend by man or unloaded animal, have now been converted into good 
serviceable roads, suitable for the passage of wheeled-carriages lightly 
loaded. The same remark applies to the ascent to Dewair. Other lines, 
where most required by commerce, are progressing, as far as our Bestricted 
means allow. 
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7th. A brief notice of Educational progress may not be out of place. 
In 1847, after His Honor had visited the District, authority was given for the 
Establishment of one Persian and eight Hindee Schools. This number is at 
present maintained. The intention which was entertained of imparting a 
knowledge of reading and writing to the children oftheMairs is in the course 
of satisfactory fulfilment. Here, as in other matters, the force of example is 
exerting its influence, and a general desire for the extension of education ia 
being manifested. In the course of my tour, the boys of the several Schools 
supported by the people, were brought up for examination in the same 
manner as those belonging to the Government Schools. They received due 
encouragement, and all were presented with books, as far as my stock in 
hand admitted. A supply to the extent of Bs. 50 in value is now en rcate to 
me from Agra, and on its arrival will be distributed. The Schools thus 
supported by the people are held in the places indicated in the margin.* 

♦1 Biti .. .• 1 ^* ^® probable this number will be considerably aug- 
mented in the course of a twelve-month. Among other 
advantages attending the institution of Schools, is the means 
afforded for supplying the Village Accountants from among 
the Mairs and Mairats. The post, now generally held by 
"JL Muhajuns^ is one of importance and responsibility; since 
Total,:.. .... 11 ^j^^ Putwaree is the next in rank to the Putel or Head of 

the Village. The bestowal of this situation on the Mairs, while it tends to 
elevate their character and add to their respectability, will act as an incen- 
tive to others to study. Nor will this change be distasteful to the Muhajuns, 
who now find ample occupation in attending to their more legitimate pur- 
suits of trade and borgut. The Schools have already provided several Put- 
warees, who read off the accounts with the fluency of an educated Muhajun, 
to the great satisfaction and admiration of the elders, whose pristine occu- 
pation had made them more familiar >vith plundering and cattle-lifting than 
with literary attainments. 

8th. As an extensive trade in wool has lately sprung up at the town 
of Nya Nuggur, the villagers have been recommended to keep flocks of 
sheep. Independently of the direct profit accruing from this branch of fiu"m- 
ing, which is calculated to give an annual return of from 14 to 16 annas a head 
in the sale of the wool, manure and milk from ewes, the country is admir- 
ably adapted for the maintenance of flocks, through the browsing offered in 
the hills, at all seasons of the year. During drought or scanty rains, cows,

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buffaloes, and bullocks, must be provided with forage, or in failure thereof, 
the cattle must be driven to a distance where fodder is available. But with 
sheep, the supply of forage is unfailing ; at the same time that the increase 
of manure conduces to the fertility of the soil and heaviness of the crops, 
while the owners enjoy the benefit of the milk, and are not forced to leave 
the country* Moreover the project, while involving only the prime cost of 
stock, will lead to confirmed habits of thriftiness and wealth, at the same 
time it affords some occupation to the people without trenching on their 
more urgent duties as cultivators. A few villages have adopted the plan, 
which, after the public manner in which it has been recommended, may be 
allowed to make its own way. 

9th. The above remarks embrace all the points which seem to call for 
notice. I have from year to year, through an unusually long period, had the 
honor to report on the steadily progressive improvement of the District and 
the people ; yet on no former occasion has the aspect of the country been so 
satisfactory as at the present time. The untiring industry of the people has 
effected what the fondest hopes could hardly expect, and agricultural pros- 
perity may be considered as having almost reached the culminating point.
